In his statement yester- 
day* he denied emphatically that he 
had sought to raise any religious is- 
sue against the Governor. 

The Maine address drew severe 
criticism from City Commissioner 
George--B, Labarre of Trenton and 
John R. Phillips Jr..of Asbury Park, 
Democratic candidate for Congress 
in that city. 

“Mr. Stokes is either slipping badly 
as’a master of the English language 
or is aiding a whispering campaign 
against Governor Smith’s candidacy 
‘for the .Presidency,’’ said the com- 
missioner. Mr. Phillips said appoint- 
ments to the Supreme Court must be 
approved by the Senate, which had

SMITH’S VIEW CONTRASTED 
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Governor Was One of Two to Keep 
His Pledge on Dry wn 
Says Manual. 





How Secretary Mellon, following 
his first appointment by President 
Harding to the Cabinet, had a stock 
of wines and other. liquor from his 
private cellar sent to Washington, 
D. C., before he took up as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury his new duties, 
which included enforcement of pro- 
hibition, is told in a chapter dealing 
with prohibition in the campaign 
manual to be issued this week by 
the Democratic National Committee. 
The book admits that Mr. Mellon had 
@ legal right to possess the liquor. 

The prohibition chapter in the 
Democratic campaign book does not 
go into the merit or lack of merit of 

rohibition. It is largely historical 
n its treatment of what has become 
one of the foremost: issues.in the 
campaign. It contains a summary of 
all the public: declarations made by 
Governor Smith on the subject. It 
tells the ‘‘inside’’ story of how the 
pledginx the Democratic Party 
° pt prohibition enforcement was 

discussed and adopted before the 
Committee on Resolutions. at the 
Houston Convention. 

The Governor’s personal attitude.in 
absolute opposition to the return of 
the saloon, his pledge to enforce the 
existing prohibition law and, if 
elected, .to sg ge 08 to Congress and 
the country large a new method 
which he believes would be more 
conducive to temperance, the. end 
sought when prohibition was placed 
on the statute books, is stressed in 
the prohibition chapter. A separate 
chapter is devoted to an analytical 
and critical study of prohibition .en- 
forcement under the last two Re- 
He administrations at Wash- 
ngton. 

The story of the transfer by Mr. 
Mellon of his personal liquor from 
Pittsburgh to Washington is told in 
comnection with the drawing of a 
contrast between the attitude of Gov- 
ernor Smith and prominent Republi- 


cans toward prohibition and prohibi- | 


tion enforcement. 
Mellon Entitled to Liquor. 


“When Mr. Harding became Presi- 
dent he made Mr. Mellon his Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, with full ex- 
ecutive authority in the matter of 


rohibition enforcement,” the chap- 
© said. “When Mr. Mellon moved 
from his home in Pitisburgh to 
Washington he sent his stock of 
wines and liguors along with, his oil 
paintings in a moving van. It was 
pre-war stuff, some of it made in 
Mr. Melion’s own distillery, and he 
had a complete legal right to keep 
and use it in his Pittsburgh home. 
That moving van might well be 
taken as a symbol of the Republi- 
can attitude toward prohibition. 
“Mr, Mellon had been put in the 
Cabinet with Mr. Fall, Mr. Daugherty 
and Mr. Denby.

ITALY AND FRANCE PAY 
ON DEBT TO BRITAIN 


Former Hands Over $10,625,000 
and Latter $20,000,000 on 
Eve of Geneva Parley.

LONDON, Sept. 15.—The Italian 
Government paid $10,625,000 today to 
the British Government, this being 
the sixth instalment payable under 
the Italian war debt funding agree- 
ment. made in 1926. In return $625,- 
000 in gold was released to the Ital- 
ian Government in accordance with 
Artiele VII of this agreement. 

The French Government also paid 
$20,000,000 today to the British Gov- 
ernment as the fifth payment on ac- 
count of the French war debt. These 
payments almost coincide with Mon- 
day’s meeting of the Cushendun com- 
mittee at Geneva to discuss evacua- 
tion of the second and third Rhine- 
land zones. 

The Financial Committee, it is un- 
derstood here, will re-analyze the 
proposal first discussed by M. Briand 
and Dr. Stressemann, the French 
and German For-ign Ministers re- 
spectively, at Thoiry in October, 
1926, that to afford an alternative 

arantee of reparation payment by 

ermany a proportion of German 
railway bonds should be immediately 
realized, 

Great Britain’s attitude toward 
this proposal, it is learned, is one of 
resignation. London financial circles 
always doubted whether any consid- 
erable proportion of German railwa 
bonds can be profitably realized. 
Not only is the idea of selling the 
whole $4,000,000,000 worth of bonds 
scouted here, but it is not believed 
that even M. Briand’s figure of 
$500,000,000 could be sold. It is com- 
monly assumed here that if they are 
sold Paris will not buy them. The 
existing German 7 per cent. bonds 
can be bought at slightly above par, 
which means that 5 per cent. railway 
bonds would have to be offered as 
low as 70. 

It is argued here that the capital 
loss due to the market discount 
would have to be borne in propor- 
tion to the British share of bonds by 
the British Government. 

Furthermore, it is expected here 
that the French would regard the 
roceeds as reparations in cash, di- 
visible according to the Dawes ratios, 
and that the cash would therefore go 
wh or largely to France. Why, it 
is asked here, should London and 
New York buy bonds for France’s 
benefit?. 

That is the view of the City, oth- 
erwise England’s Wall Street.

Serving to confirm the theory that 
the two shootings are connected is 
the fact that cornstalks were cling- 
ing to Bohannon’s car and the tread 
of the car plainly marked in the 
soft dirt of the.cornfield corresponds 
with that of Bohannon’s car.

PHONE ORDERS POINT 
TO RECORD MOVING DAY 


Company Prepares for Oct. 1 
Rash in Changing Installations 
in Homes. 





New York City’s moving days are 


| growing bigger year by year, accord- 


ing to the New York Telephone 
Company’s figures, announced yes- 
terday, dealing with orders for the 
moving and reinstallation of tele- 
age nar and orders already received 
ndicate a record in moving during 
the first two weeks of October. 

During the moving period last 
Spring, when both householders and 
business concerns. changed their 
quarters, there came such a rush of 
orders that the telephone company’s 
pant department was hard pressed 
or several weeks and was only able 
to cope with the situation by increas- 
ing the size of its plant installation 


force, and in a number of instances 
workin 


schedule, ’ 

Orders continued to pour in as the 
moving peak period was reached last 
Spring. During April in the down- 
town section of Manhattan alone or- 
ders came in ata rate of 1,000 a day. 
During May 38,679 orders for 
changes or installations were re- 
ceived in Manhattan. These orders 
ranged from the single telephone to 
the large private branch exchange 
with numerous trunk lines and ex- 
tensions, the average being four and 
a half banat to an order, so 
that probably well over 150,000 tele- 
phones were involved. 

Telephone plant engineers point 
out that by notifying the company 
well ahead of their moving date, sub- 
scribers can often greatly facilitate 
the provision of their new service. 

During the first week of the Spring 
or Fall moving period, telephone 
change orders run approximately 100 
per cent. ahead of normal.

every lecture, it is° expected that a 
third course will be arranged.

RED CROSS TO GIVE 
MEDALS FOR HEROES 


Abandons Awards of Cash, but 
Will Present Certificates Signed 
by the President. 





WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 ().—The 
American Red Cross in the future 
will give. gold medals for. heroic acts 
of life saving instead of the present 
awards of cash and certificates. 
With thé Medal of Valor, as it will 
be known, will go a parchment cer- 
tificate, setting out the act of hero- 
ism. It will be signed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

The custom has been to give eight 
of the awards to heroes annually, but 
no limitation will be placed on the 
new ones, Applications for them 
will be accepted at any time and 
acted upon under the following con- 
ditions: 

First, conclusive evidence must be 
submitted that the person saving, or 
attempting to save, another’s life 
voluntarily. risked his own; second, 
that the act.was not made necessary 
by negligence of the one performing 
the act; third, that Red Cross or 
life-saving technique was used, and 
that the victim undoubtedly would 
have perished except for the service 
rendered; fourth, that individuals 
had completed one or more of the 
Red Cross courses. 

The acts must be brought to the 
attention of the Red Cross within 
a year. The medal’ will be awarded 
to the next of kin of the hero in the 
event of his death. 

Three: other types of awards were 
announced for acts of heroism not 
considered worthy of the Medal of 
Valor, and for those who practice 
or teach first aid or life-saving 
methods for certain periods. 


PLANS ATLANTIC FLIGHT 
IN BABY MOTH PLANE 


Commander MacDonald Will At- 
tempt Trip to Ireland From 
Newfoundland.

LONDON, Sept. 15.—Commander 
H. C. MacDonald will attempt to fly 
the Atlantic next month from New- 
foundland to Ireland in a Baby Moth 
airplane which has a wing span of 
only 26 feet, weighs but 880 pounds 
and has an eighty-five horsepower 
engine. 

His machine, small as it is, has al- 
ready created two records and he be- 
lives it is capable of ‘thirty-five 
hours’ non-stop flying. Piloted by 
Captain Hubert Broad, it has. re- 
mained in the air twenty-four hours. 
Captain de Haviland,designer of the 
machine, broke the world’s light 
plane altitude with it. 

The machine will carry 100 gallons 
of gasoline for the’ Atlantic flight 
but no floats or wireless.

Rabbis. View, His Notinadion as 
‘Blow 10" ‘Religious: Prejudice— 
New, Synagogue Opened. 


‘The Kellogg Peace Pact renounc- 
ing war, the nomination of Governor 
Smith despite religious prejudice and 
the significance of Rosh ha-Shanah, 
the Jewish New Yéar, were discussed 
yesterday ‘in. synagogues. throughout 
the city'as the year 5689 entered ‘its 
“first day. 

The Kellogg pact réceived the most 
comment. The Rev. Dr. Nathan 
Krass, speaking atthe Century The- 
atre,. where.Temple Emanu-El held 


overflow services, told of his pres nce 
atthe signing of the pact. s I 
‘watched the simple yet impressive 

eedings,”’ he said,’ “the modérn 
picture faded into an ancient one 
and in place of Briand, Kellogg, 
Stresemann, Ushida I saw. Moses 
Amos, Hosea, Malachi. heard 
‘again the’ voices of the anciént He- 
brew prophets thunder forth their 
@eathless message of peace. Israel’s 
Message is old, yet, like the recur- 
ring Seasons; ¢ver new.. And as we 
,8ing the old songs and hear the 
melody intoned on, new instruments 
‘we rejoice that a great ideal is near- 
ing realization.” 


Says There:-Is No ‘Jewish Vote.” 


Dr. Krass attacked attempts ‘‘be- 
ing made in political circles to. pre- 
sent, instead of issues and men, de- 
tiominational differences and relig- 
itis prejudices. “There is no Jew- 
ish vote,’’ he said. ‘Jews do not 
vote unanimously. It is scandalots 
and disgraceful at this late day to 
deviate from the teachings of the 
fathers of our country and make re- 
ligious. groups the basis of ‘getting 
votes.”’ 

The Rev. Dr, Maurice H. Harris, 
‘who spoke at the Temple Israel, said 
that. progress could - be seen on all 
sides. his progress,’ * he. said, ‘‘is 
most noted in man’s yearning toward 
universal peate. The League of Na- 
tions prepared the way. e Wash- 
ington conference of lessened arma- 
ment ea: ee Later still came Lo- 
carno. The climax was reached. on 
Aug. 27 when a peace pact was 
signed by fifteén nations to outlaw 
aggressive war. And each day since 
nhew nations are coming forward to 
sign the document that will, insure 
the world’s peace.’’ 

Rabbi Morris: Lichtenstein, in. his 
germon in the auditorium of the True 
Sisters’ Building, 150 West Eighty- 
fifth Street, referred to the Paris 

act-as ‘“‘a noble effort to uproot 

rom human consciousness the qual- 
ity of negative courage.’’ ‘‘There 
are two kinds of courage,’’ he. said, 
“the courage to destroy and the 
courage to build. The-courage to 
destroy is’ a negative courage; it 
may be identified with brutality; it 
is the courage of the brite, the mur- 
derer, the deadly competitor.’’ 

Rabbi “Louis Finkelstein of. the 
Congregation Kehilath. Israel, . 1,600 
Crotona Park East, also talked’ on 
the Kello pact. “After twenty- 
five years,’’ he said, ‘‘we see Isaiah’s 

rophecy codified ‘into an interna- 

ional treaty: The Kellogg treaty ac- 
complishes so much just because it 
undertakes so - little. 
no; huge. organization which hight 
have to sacrifice its loyalty to prin- 
ciple to retain the loyalty of. its 
members. It creates no complicated 
machinery which might bre down 
under...unusual strains... It. simply 
voices in statesmanlike and modern 
tones the yearning of the peoples of 
the world for peace.’ 

Others to devote sermons partly to 
the Kellogg pact were Rabbi Israel 
Herbert Levinthal at the Brooklyn 
Jewish Centre, Eastern. Parkway 
and Brooklyn Avenue, and Rabbi 
Herbert S. Goldstein ‘at the Institu- 
tional Synagogue, 37 West 116th 
Street. ‘‘When Secretary Kellogg,’ 
gaid Dr. Levinthal, ‘‘and: the repre- 
gentatives of the other nations re- 
e¢ently signed the historic pact in 
Paris, it was.an.answer.to a re- 
ligious yearning felt by all men for 

ace. But this treaty. does.not go 
ar enough. © It 'y. answers. the 
first part of the prophet’s exhorta- 
tion, ‘Let us lift up our hearts!" The 

rophet, however, goes further in 
fis analysis’ of “what religion de- 
mands of us—‘Let us lift up~ our 
hearts with our hands unto God!’’’ 

Dr. Goldstein’ said he regarded the 
Kellogg pact as ‘‘the greatest inter- 
—— document. because it implies 

remely a moral and not a legal 
obligation. The nations of the world 
cove thus raised theniselves to a new 
spiritual height. They have certainly 
ascended ‘the mountain of the Lord,’ 
but will they remain-there?” 
“An Inventory of 5683.” 

Dr. Israel Goldstein, who spoke 
on “An Inventory of 5688" before 
the Congregation B'nai. Jeshurin, 
EFighty-eighth Street.and West End 
Avenue, mentioned ‘the: Kellogg pact 
as ‘“‘at least as imposing an, addi- 
tional restraint upon the consciences 
of the nations. Resort to warfare is 
thus being made more and more dif- 
ficult.’’ 


Dr. Goldstein also touched on the 
elections.

Executive Secre-| BA 
tary of the Union of Orthodox Jew- 
ish.Congregations of America, told a 
group of the west side branch of the 
institutional Synagogue, Highty-third 
Street ‘and roadway, that ‘the 
trouble of the world today te that 
man, having lost faith in God, has 
lost feith in his fellow-man: We are 
satisfied with pandering to:.the needs 
of the moment.

Business generally continues to 
ghow tendencies of expansion, aided

Manufac- 
turing and merchandising concerns 
indicate a net increase of 2% per 
cent. in their semi-annual profits, 
while public utilities are 9.6 per 
cent, ahead and railroads have fallen 
behind only 2.1 per cent. These fig- 
ures cover an aggregate of profits 
earned by 604 companies for the six 
months, amounting in 1927 to $1,541,- 
336,000 and in 1928 to $1,584,823,000. 
Thus, the average outcome for all 


classes of business shows a net in- 
erease of 2.8 per cent. 


Gains Well Maintained. 


Reports from the various Federal 
Reserve districts, received by tele- 
graph by THe New Yorx Tres, in- 
dicate that such gains as made 
earlier in the season are well main- 
tained, and that the outlook is ex- 
ceptionally good for sustained Fall 
trade.

SHAN IN WIDER USE 


Acquisition of Express 
Business Allows Carticrs to 
Use the Device. 


TIME AND EXPENSE SAVED 


New York Central Was Pioneer. in 
the Service—Patents Held by 
L. C. L. Corporation. 


Recent developments in the’ rail- 
road field point to a considerable ex- 
pansion in container car service, a 
device for meeting the problem of 
less than carload lots of. freight. 
Container service is in effect on the 
New York Central, Pennsylvania 
and Lehigh Valley railroads, and the 
Missouri Pacific is reported to be 
considering its inauguration. The 
plan for acquisition of the express 
business by the railroads provides 
that the carriers may have their own 
container service. 

A. railway container is a large 
metal box equipped with chains for 
convenient handling. It is loaded 


with freight at the office of the ship- 
per, placed on a truck by a crane, 
carried to the railroad and there, 
with another crane, loaded with 
other containers into an open car 
such as is used for carrying loose 
material like coal. A reverse pro- 
cedure is followed in unloading con- 
tainer freight. Much time and the 
expense involved in transferring 
many packages of merchandise by 
hand are eliminated. The New York 
Central uses the service also for com- 
modities such as_ bricks, ‘which 
usually require much handling. 


First Used by New York Central. 


The New York Central pioneered 
in container service under the lead- 
ership of the late A. H. Smith, for- 
mer President. The L. C. L. (less 
than carload) Corporation now holds 
the patents under which the rail- 
roads manufacture container uip- 
ment.. The contracts for container 
services now maintained by railroads 
are held by the United States Freight 
Company. This company bought the 
Newtex Steamship Company, operat- 
ing between Atlantic and Texas 
ports, last February. 

Martin J. Alger, assistant to P. E. 
Crowley, President of the New York 
Central, and W. T. Hoops, a direc- 
tor of the L. C. L. Corporation, are 
also directors of the Adams Express 
Company. This has given rise to 
conjecture as to whether Adams Ex- 
press Company might become associ- 
ated with container car service after 
the railroads have taken action on 
the express acquisition plan. 

The United States Freight Com- 
pany concluded its agreements with 
the New York Central and Lehigh 
Valley in January and its agreement 
with the Pennsylvania about a month 
ago. In July, 2,907 container cars 
were loaded on all lines, against 2,168 
in April and 1,483 in February. With 
from fifteen to eighteen such cars 
loaded daily on the Pennsylvania the 
total number of such car loadings is 
running between 3.000 and 4,000. Con- 
tainer service is also in use on some 
European railways. It is claimed 
that container service cuts the cost 
of shipping small lots of freight by 
4 to 10 per cent. in gross. 


Express Plan Allows Use. 


The clause in the plan for acquisi- 
tion of the express business by the 
railroads devised by the Uniform 
Contract Committee of the Associa- 
tion of American Railway Execu- 
tives which permits railroads signing 
the agreement to carry on container 
service reads as follows: 

“The rail company reserves the 
right to transport any property inde- 
pendently of this agreement by means 
of motor truck, aircraft or any other 
instrumentality than railroad train 
and to perform in connection there- 
with the auxiliary service commonly 
known and referred to as pick-up 
and deliverv.”’ 

Pick-up and delivery is an essential 
part of container service. Whether 
the railroads, after having mad? 
elaborate steps to acquire the busi- 
ness carried on by the American 
Railway Express Company, will 
farm out container service under ar- 
rangements similar to thoze main- 
tained with the express company, 
but which are being abandoned, re- 
mains to be seen. Meanwhile, the 
Adams Express Company, now a 
large investment trust which is cred- 
ited with extensive stock market op- 
erations, remains a possible entrant 
into the container car business. 


DOCTOR'S POWER LINE | 
BOUGHT FOR $120,059 


Vermont Physician Took it Over: 
for $2,800 Twenty Years Ago 
and Developed Service.

MONTPELIER, Vt., Sept. 13.—Dr. 
E. M. Nichols of Barton has found 
time in the last twenty years, in 
addition to conducting a private sani- 
tarium, to take a transmission line 
that he bought for $2,800 and de- 
velop. and extend it. until he. sold 
it to the Foshay intcrests today for 
$120,000. 

Dr. Nichols had no power plant or 
water power, but his company, in 
which he owned the whole. interest, 
bought its electricity from the Bartoa 
municipal plant and distributed it 


over lines of about 100 miles. The 
line is entirely rural,.serving farm- 
ers, and dwellers in isolated districts. 
There is.an average of se. remap 
six customers to a mile of wire. 

When Dr. Nichols bought the line 
it ran from, Barton to Glover and 
West Glover. As the result of his 
extensions it now runs from Barton 
through Albany, Irasburg, Glover, 
Sheffield and Wheelock. Except for 
a short distance where there is a 
three-wire circuit, practically all the 
line is ‘a single wire circuit.

W.H. Woodward Says Companies 
Now Can Estimate Risks With 
Accuracy. 


With more than fifty ‘‘groups’’ or 
‘*fleets’’ of insurance companies now 
in operation, compared with five or 
six twenty years ago, their develop- 
ment represents a significant phase 
of present day finance and invest- 
ment, according to W. H. Woodward 
of Clinton Gilbert. The business of 
insurance, or guaranteeing the in- 
sured a certain degree of remunera- 
tion in the event of monetary or 
other loss, he adds, has reached a 
point of perfection which almost en- 
titles it to consideration as a science. 

‘“‘Through long study with the law 
of averages in connection with acci- 
dents, insurance companies can esti- 
mate with great accuracy the prob- 
able number of persons who will 
suffer accidents yearly,’? Mr. Wood- 
ward says. ‘‘With all these facts and 
figures before them they can under- 
take with a certain degree of safety 
to insure a group of people for a 
stipulated period of time, charging 
for the risks they thus assume an 
amount which, in the aggregate, will 
net them sufficient to meet their ob- 
ligations to those who suffer within 
the set time, and in addition leave 
them with a surplus or profit. 

“In addition to making their pre- 
dictions scientifically accurate, the 
great insurance companies can also 
preteens to a nicety what will 

e required for them to charge the 
insured as a premium for the pro- 
tection offered them by the company. 
In other words, the claims against 
the company will absorb a certain 
known percentage of the total pre- 
miums received, leaving a balance, 
after expenses, also accurately pre- 
determined, for profit. 

‘Statistics covering fire loss ex- 
erience, even though carried as they 

ave been over long stretches of 
time, cannot result in absolute law. 
Risks are constantly changing. The 
house which five years ago was a 
good risk because no garage stood 
within a half-mile of it may be a risk 
not nearly so desirable today. Con- 
tracts, therefore, are written, as far 
as possible, so that the fire com- 
panics are always in a position to re- 
vise their terms on some portion of 
their total risk.’’

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TO HOLD CONFERENCE 
OW BANK TAXATION 


Association to Stady State Plans 
to Amend Federal Statute in 
Philadelphia Oct. 1. 


A special conference on bank taxa- 
tion has been arranged by the Ameri- 
can Bankers Association in connec- 
tion with the annual convention of 
the organization in Philadelphia 
early next month. to consider plans 
of a number of State Tax Commis- 
sSioners to bring about amendment of 


the Federal statute relating to State 
taxation of national banks. The con- 
ference will be held the morning of 
Oct. 1 at the Bellevue-Stratford 
Hotel, the convention headquarters, 
under the joint auspices of the Com- 
pens on Federal and State Taxa- 
jon. 

‘We cannot overemphasize the 
seriousness of the situation,’’ says 
Thomas B. Paton, general counsel of 
the association, in a communication 
to members. ‘‘While we have been 
so far successful in maintaining the 
integrity of Section 5219, United 
States Revised Statutes, the tax com- 
missioners who are urging its amend- 
ment are better organized and more 
aggressive than ever before. 

“‘At the national tax conference in 
Seattle in. August a resolution that 
the National Tax Association appoint 
a committee to make a thorough 
study of the taxation of banks and 
the limitation on the powers of States 
to tax national banks, and report at 
the next annual convention, was 
blocked in the resolutions committee 
by the influence of tax commissioners 
of a number of States who took the 
position that they wanted action by 
Congress without any further study 
of .the subject or further delay. In- 
stead, a separate organization called 
Association of State on Bank a- 
tion was formed and a constitution 
adovted with the declared object ‘to 
obtain amendment of Section 5219.’ ’”’ 

The announced purpose of the 
bankers’ conference is ‘‘to obtain 
statements from all States regarding 
tax conditions, needs and character 
of tax reform, and opinion concern- 
ing Section 5219, to assemble ma- 
terial facts of State taxation and to 
determine legislative policies.’’ Rep- 
resentatives of every State will be 
asked to’respond to a series of ques- 
tions respecting tax matters in their 
States, with particular regard to con- 
templated changes. 

Charles P. Blinn Jr., Chairman of 
the Federal Taxation Committee, will 
preside.

Various Cities Report Increases 
Since 1914-——Percentage for 
New York Up 79. : 


Rents for smell houses and apart- 
ments such as are occupied by fam- 
ilies of moderate means have con- 
tinued on the average for the United 
States to. decline during the last year 
and at nearly twice the rate of the 
preceding two years, according to 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board. Average rents in last July, 
it says were 4.2 per cent. less than 
in, July of the previous year, against 
a decrease of 4% per cent., from 
July, 1925, to July. 1927. 

Average rents for the country as 
@ whole are now nearly 13% per cent. 
lower than they were at their post- 
war peak, which they reached: in 
July, 1924,.. These data are based 
on information collected in both tar 
and small cities in all sections of the 
United States. Inasmuch as e 
figures are national averages, they 
= oe necessarily apply to any single 
ocality. 

Of the 180 cities. repo to the 
Conference Board’s pag living 
department, 123 reported no change 
from a year ago, forty-seven reported 
decreases, and in only ten cities were 
increases noted. Rents appeared to 
be more stable in the t and 
South; forty-five out of sixty-two 
cities in e East reporting no 
change, and lower rents be re- 
ported from seventeen localities, 
while out of twenty-seven Southern 
cities, twenty reported no change, 
five reported decreases and only two 
showed increases. 

Out of sixty-eight cities in the Mid- 
dle West, forty-two reported no 
change from last year, enty-two 
indicated increases in rents, and in 
four there were increases. In the 
Far West there were no changes in 
sixteen cities out of a total of twenty- 
three; decreases in three, and in- 
creases in four. In thirteen cities of 
the twenty-five largest in the coun- 
try rents were reported as showing 
practically no change from July, 
1927, to July, 1928. 

If the whole Pigs: from July, 
1914, to July, » is considered, 
the Conference Board says the 

eatest net increase in rents over 

e level of 1914 among the twenty- 
five largest cities existed in Buffalo, 
N. Y., where rents averaged slightly 
more than 100 per cent. above what 
they were in July, 1914. In New 
York City rents averaged 79 per 
cent.; Baltimore 53, St. Louis 76 
and San Francisco 36 per cent more 
than the pre-war level. Other large 
cities show the following percentage 
of. net increase over July, 1914: 
Cleveland 35, San Francisco 36, Den- 
ver 50, Indianapolis 15, Minneapolis 
26, Portland, Ore., 41, and Seattle 36. 

Not in all the cities, however, are 
rents higher than before e ‘war. 
Out of the 180 cities reportig rents 
are lower than they were in July, 
1914: In Nashville, Tenn.; Daven- 
port, Iowa; Haverhill, ie 

anoke, Va.; Wichita, Kan.; Alli- 
ance, Ohio; Butte, Mont.; Danville, 
Tll.; Miles City, Mont., and Sioux 
Falls, S. D. The decline of rents in 
these cities ranges from less than 
10 to more than 30 per cent. below 
the level of 1914. 


CANADA’S GRAIN CROP LARGE 


Wheat Yield in Prairie Provinces 
Placed at 550,000,000 Bushels. 


With the cutting of wheat nearing 
completion in Canada, except for 
certain districts in Alberta, the gen- 
eral belief in the Dominion is that 
the wheat crop in the Prairie prov- 
inces this year will surpass 500,- 
000,000 bushels, according to the 
weekly crop report of the Bank of 
Montreal. The Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics estimates the yield at 550,- 
482,000 bushels, while e Manitoba 
Free Press figures it at 534,621,000.

AUSTRALIA GOOD CUSTOMER 


Leads in Imports of Passenger Cars 
—Argentina Takes Most Trucks 
—Fewer Tires Sold. 


Exports of passenger automobiles 
and motor trucks from the United 
States during the first six months of 
this year reached a value of $184,- 
687,815, according to the Overseas 
Edition of American Automobile. The 
number of units exported was 260,- 
072, or 44,887 more than in the first 
six months of last year. Of the ex- 


ports this year, 200,497 units were 
passenger cars and 59,575 were 
trucks. 

Exports of tires, pneumatic and 
solid, in the half year to June 30, 
were 1,344,000 tires, or 225,072 fewer 
than in the same period of last year. 
Automobile parts for assembly and 
replacement were exported to the 
value of $55,318,127, or $1,152,428 
more than the total for the first half 
of 1927. 

Australia was the largest customer 
for American passenger cars, ex- 
ports to that country in the first half 
of 1928 reaching 19,595 units. Argen- 
tina was the second heaviest buyer 
with 18,202 cars. Sweden was third 
with 13,746 and Belgium fourth with 
11,109 cars. 

The best customer for American 
motor trucks was Argentina, exports 
to that country vy ag of 5,885 
units valued at $4,66 Australia

“Argentina was also the ‘heaviest 
buyer of American tires, shipmen 
reaching 102,328 pneumatics and 
solids, valued at $1,285,227, in the 
first half of 1928.

PREDICTS RISING PRICES 





While Supply Will Be Large, He 
Says, Increased Demand Will Tend 
to Raise Quotations. 





"The decrease in wheat prices this 
year,”’ said R. W. Dunlap, Acting 
Secretary of Agriculture, in a recent | ° 
statement, ‘‘hias been associated: with 
favorable crop conditions. In the 
last month ‘the wheat supply situa- 
tion has materially changed, and the | 22 
outlook is for a world supply a little 
larger than that of last year. Fore- 
casts in twenty countries of the 
Northern Hemisphere amount ‘to 
2,873,000 bushels. as compared with 
2,800,000 bushels produced last year. 
in the United States reached their 

“But this Increase in supply will 
be. largely offset by an increased de- 
mand and by other factors. In fact, 
the wheat supply situation is some- 
what’ similar to that of 1923, when 
the world harvested the largest crop 
that had been harvested up to that 
time and prices fell to a low point in 
the first part of the marketing 
season. The present season may re- 
semble that of 1923-24 in its wheat- 
price movements, as well as in its 
wheat-supply - position. |. 

“It is well known that heavy mar- 
ketings at the beginning of a season 
tend to depress prices too much. 
That is what happened in 1923-24. In 
that season the farm prices of wheat 
in the United States. reached their 
low point in August, and ended the 
year considerably above the August 
level. It is reasonable to believe that 
the course of prices may follow the 
same trend this season. 

‘In the long run the final govern- 
ing splinenee on prices is the law of 

supply and demand. No advantage 
to the grower results when prices are 
readjusted upward if the wheat has 
left the farm. But he may reap very 
substantial advantage from an an- 
alysis of the situation which enables 
him to time his marketing favorably. 
Last year, just as in 1923-24, wheat 
snag fell during the early market- 
ng and then advanced as the season 
progressed. The prospect that this 
development may have its counter- 
ase during the present season, at 
ast for certain classes of wheat, 
was indicated by the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics in a recent state- 
ment on the price situation, which 
said: ‘Although the highest prices 
paid in the past season may not be 
reached this season, the soft red 
Winter wheat price level for the year 
should work out about equal to the 
averag? for the past season.’

fected in different ways by the world 
situation. Our August estimate in- 
dicated an increase over the previous 

estimate of about 17,000,000. bushels 
in: the soft.red Winter wheat produc- 
tion of the United States. This

Urges Caution in Marketing. 


“Our production of hard red Spring 
wheat is so large that the market 
for that kind may be on an export 
basis, at least for a part of the crop 
year, Hard red Winter and durum 
wheats likewise are abundant in sup- 
ply. For these three classes of 
wheat, therefore, the prices are 
likely to be determined throughout 
the year by world market levels. 
Nevertheless, it is possible that the 
world market as a whole has over- 
emphasized. the bearish aspects of 
the supply situation, and mav later 
have to correct that over-emphasis 
by an upward movement of prices. 

‘Farmers who sell their crop im- 
mediately after harvest, without re- 
gard to the state of the market, may 
have cause to regret it later. This 
happened with cotton in 1926-27, 
when an extremely low price in the 
marketing season, based uron large 
production, was followed by a sub- 
stantial advance in prices later. 
Comparatively few farmers profited 
from this advance, because most of 
them marketed their crop as soon as 
it was ginned.

Billings Wilson Says Baltimore 


Case Is an ‘Important Set- 
back’ for Rival Port. 


The recommendation of Examiner 
E. P. Hurley to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission rejecting rate 


changes proposed by the Port of Bal- 
timore was characterized by the Port 
of New York Authority yesterday 
as ‘‘an important setback for inter- 
ests seeking to divert commerce from 
the Port of New York.’

The brief, which Me mye, that the 
“railroads: had put up no satisfac- 
tory defense for their proposal to 
discontinue the more economical sys- 
tem,’’ follows j.. part: 

“No improvement with respect to 
handling pier freight has taken place 
in New York within the last half 
century. In fact, conditions now are 
worse than they were years or 
more ago. 

“The shippers do not want the in- 
land station or the pier station sub- 
stituted for the constructive delivery 
station. There is no justification for 
its cancellation, but there is ample 
justification for the commission mak- 
ing a recommendation: that would 
cure the disease without impairment 
of the financial resources of either 
railroad or shipper. 

“Tt is quite eoubsivable that under 
the store-door delivery plan the East 
River will not be considered a phys- 
ical barrier to the extent that store- 
door delivery charges in Brooklyn 
will. be unattractive. Our. position 
is that unless economies can be ef- 
fected by the carriers, as well as by 
the shippers, no justification exists 
for requiring store-door delivery, but 
that where such economies do result 
there 4 is every reason why store-door 
collection and delivery should be es- 
tablished. 

*‘Trrespective of the section of the 
city or the zone within the city 
served by store-door collection and 
delivery, the trucking rates should 
be a uniform addition, via all lines, 
to the freight rate to and from such 
districts within New York City. Th 
such an arrangement can be made 
with responsible truckmen is not 
questioned. The fundamental prin- 
ciple that should govern in the estab- 
lishment of store-door collection and 
delivery should be that an exact 
parity of rates via all lines operating 
store-door collection and delivery be 
maintained. Without such a © pain 
the plan can never be operated suc- 
cessfully.

SALES DISTR'CTS SURVEYED

County ‘an Ideal Unit—Traveling 
Facilities Enter—-Salaries Based 
on Opportunity, 


The effort of far-seeing executives 
of manufacturing concerns to in- 
crease net profits. by. reducing distri- 
bution costs instead of pressing for 
additional volume was said yesterday 
by H. W. Dengler to be one of the 
most interesting trends of current 
business. Mr. Dengler, who is Vice 
President of Cowan, Dempsey & 
Dengler; Inc., of this city, added that 
in line with this trend the sorutiny 


which was formerly devoted to pro- 
duction .costs is now ning diverted 
largely to costs of marketing goods 
after they have been made. 
“Because of overproduction and a 
buyers’... market,’’ he . continued, 
‘many executives realize that th 
can no Ion nger he hope to continue batt 
ing up sales at the same rate as 
heretofore. They further realize that 
uture growth of net profits must 
come from economies in Gierripation.

Danger in Complete Change.

The second frequently carries with it 
a@ loss of morale athong the sales 
force that means substantial reduc- 
tion in sales volute and, in conse- 
quence, loss of net profit. ” 

Mr. Dergler went on to say that 
one of the most effective means of 
accomplishing distribution savings is 
by working out a scientifically prop- 
ef afrangement of sales terr tories. 
“In most cases,’’ he continued, ‘‘com- 
pany sales maps have become what 

ey are by a process of unplanned 
evolution. When young, 
has had the country vided into a 
few sales tefritories. As it grew 
these have been subdivided in ofdeér 
to provide for employment of addi- 
tional salesmen. Often State boun- 
dary lines that have no relation to 
transportation routes and - trading 
zohes ate maintained. Like Topsy, 
the sales map. ‘just growed.’ 

‘Phe first step in the proper estab- 
lishment of sales territories miist be 
the: determination’ of market  distri- 
bution. It has been otir experience 
as marketing counselors that the 
county forms an ideal unit to use. 
An evaluation a, can readily be 
made to cere Be existing mar- 
kets for ahy iype of* product any 
ene county. Groups of counties are 
then combined in such a way that 
a well-balanced territory in respect 
to opportunity, number of calls, geo- 
graphical limitations, &c., will be 
produced, 

“This territory must now be tested 
to see whether or not it satisfies the 
particular methods of transportation 
utilized by the company’s salesmen. 
If it does not, it should be altered to 
eonform, still bearing in mind the 
need of providing adequate sales op- 
portunity. 

“It may sometimes be found that 
while the total market opportunity 
is satisfactory and the transporta- 
tion circuit confcrms to practical re- 
quirements, the territory is too large 
to enable one man to cover adequate- 
ly the necessary existing trade out- 
lets. A third alteration should be 
made to bring this in line. All ter- 
ritories should be built in this man- 
ner and then be checked against 
each other, after which it may he 
soma to make some final altera- 

ons. 


Ideal Division Impossible. 


“It is, of course, impossible to pro- 
duce ideal divisions of territory be- 
cause of the distribution of popula- 


tion, conformation of the land, and 
other uncontrollable factors. A re- 
alignment such as has been dc- 
scribed, however, will show the num- 
bee of salesmen required to cover the 

rating field adequately. After 

is it is only necessary to fit the 
veer salesmen into the various ter- 
ritories, which, incidentally, is not 
sO easy as it sounds.’’

With a drop for the 
country .as a whole of 4.9 per cent, 
under August; 1927, and only'three of 
the twelve Federal Reserve districts 
showing increases, it was made quite 
clear that. the bulk of the country’s 
trade last month was well helow par. 

Only in the Chicago district wes 
there a fair gain. .The Dallas and 
San Francisco districts reported frac- 
tional increases. On the other hand, 
the declines ran as high as 12.4 per 
cent,.in the case of the Philadelphia 
district. Of the total number of 
stores, 254 reported decreases and 165 
enjoyed more business. Since these 
are the leading and most progressive 
retail establishments of the country, 
it is only fair to assume that the 
Smaller firms’ probably fared even 
worse. 

The hot weather through most of 
the month is accepted as the princi- 
pal reason why shopping was re- 
duced. Since temperatures have 
grown more favorable, reports are 
received of improvement, The whole- 
sale merchandise markets reflect this 
gain. The number of buyets during 
the week reached a peak and the call 
for seasonal wares was very active.

Assurances from an 
Administration 
spokesman that the 
countfy enjoys pros- 
perity, exceptin spots, 
was a pronouncement on the general 
business situation during the week. 
It was made clear that the statement 
dealt only with current circumstances 
and was not to be construed as a 
forecast. Of course; many business 
men in many different lines of activ- 
ity will find in checking up their own 
experience with the situation as seen 
by this authority that they must be 
exceptions to the general rule.

It is foreseen that the 
money rates now in effect are quite 
apt to bring a business setback with- 
in the near, if not the immiediate, 
future. 

The usual advices from industry 
were of the cheerful sort. with steel 
scrap and pig iron moving higher, 
steel production up and the copper 
market doing its best business of the 
year. On the other hand, carloadings 
are still slightly below a year ago, 
bank clearings of the week outside 
this city were 4 per cent. lower, and 
life insurance sales for August dis- 
closed the first decline this year.

Symbolism of the Stripes. 


“From this circumstance erose the 
use of the striped pole, with its red 
stripes, symbolizing blood, the white 
stripes indicating the mitslin ‘liga- 
tures or bandages and the blue serv- 
ing to express the’ feelings of the 
victim. The pole was ».surmounted 


with a fixture that repregented a 
Ras asin, used for catching the blood in. 

UB ‘essentially is the barber pole of 
today. But there are not so many 
noles iti evidence now, the tendency 
being to have less display of the kind 
arotind the otitside df the shop, espe-‘ 
cially first-class shops 

“In. Russia wymibolic signs were 
used, the people being, as a mass, 
uneducated—unable to read. © Even 
those who could read found diffi- 
culty in making out the letters of 

e Homan alphabet, which consists 

of thirty-six letters. Hence, the signs 
pnd the stores of Russia were mostly 
pictorfal, a language understood by 
all people. 

“A century ago in England it was 
not untisual to find signs painted by 
the best ‘artists of the day, some- 
times as paythent to: mine host for 
lodging and food furnished, and more 
= perhaps, in return for. needed 
cash. 

‘“‘Walter. Crane did a clever sign, 
showing the fox and the pelican, for 
@® small Surrey:inn, Myzny such in- 
stancés ‘are rectrded of British’ art- 
ists. In our, country, in’ its early 
days, both before and succeeding the 
Revolutionary.. War, sign. ‘painting 
was an art indeed. some of the. sign 


painters being artists of the highest a 


rank. But perhaps the most {lfus- 
trious and subsequently: itifamous of 
artists in this country who have 
eae the brush and pencil on sign 
was Benedict Arnold. 

é@fiedict Arnold lived in’ New 
Heras Conn., from 1761 to 1775.. He 
had leatned the trade of apothecary 
and this business he followed with 
success in New Haven. His shop was 
opposite the Yale campus, but leter 
oh hé moved to.a substantial shop in 
Leather Lane, now George Strect, 
néar the spot Where New Haven was 
settled in 1687, 


Benedict Arnold’s Sign.

Propaganda Scented Everywhere.

Levantine is being legislated out of 
his control of Turkish commerce and

But the Turk is in danger of losing 
his sense of proportion in the face of 
this Western comment; he regards 
all criticism as ‘‘propaganda.’’ It 


* betrays Turkish editors into insisting 


that Turkey is already European. 
The editor of a leading Turkish news- 
paper complains that the editorials 
of European and American journals 
upon Turkey’s reforms were invaria- 
bly scarcastic. 

And yet Turkey is eager for propa- 

nda. She merely has not learned 
ts elementary use. She is naively 
indifferent to her own interests when 
opportunities arise to advertise her 
good works. Foreign correspondents, 
all of whom are registered by Angora 
and get special passports, are neg- 
lected and uninformed on State occa- 
sions, while the personalities of An- 
gora ‘officials are regarded as sacro- 
sanct. The idea of the Prime Min- 
ister or any member of the Cabinet 
discussing the measures of his de- 
partment with an accredited ‘foreign 
correspondent seem to be tantamount 
to lése majesté. Meanwhile, Turkey 
is at the mercy of the itinerant jour- 
nalist who comes, sees and conquers 
in a hectic week. 


Domestic Problems Dominate.

Light Primary Vote. 

As anticipated some weeks ago, the 
recent State primary brought out one 
of the lightest votes ever recorded. 
For the whole State the voting was 
less than 50 per cent. of the regis- 
tration; in San Francisco it was léss 
than 86 per cent.

OUR CHANGING PUBLIC DEBT. 

With retirement of the $970,000,000 re- 
maining Third Liberty bonds : at: their 
due date yesterday, only two of the war 
loans are now unredeemed. Of these 
neither can be called in until June, 1932, 
the optional redemption date for the 


First Liberty loan. Of that issue $1,939,- 


000,600 are now outstanding and $6,284,- 


000,000 of the Fourth Liberty loan,’ 


which the Treasury has the option to 
redeem in October, 1933. Eyen.of. the 
post-war Treasury. bonds and three-year 
notes, into which part of the maturing 
war loans were. converted between °1922 
ahd 1927, none will be available for tom- 
pulsory redemption until 1930. ’ There 
will now, therefore, be at least a breath- 
ing space in the large-scale operations to 
retire the war loans which have been 
continuous since the end of 1926, 

This does not mean that the ‘process 
of *public-debt reduction will be, suspend- 
ed.. On the contrary, $647,000,000 six- 
month and nine-month certificates of in- 
debtedness will become payable next De- 
cember, $572,000,000 more next’ March 
and the $525,000,000 newly issued 414 
These 
short-term obligations, however, are vir- 


tually renewable after adjustment ‘of: 


their interest rate to changes in the mar- 
ket. A good part of the maturing cer- 
tificates is always exchanged for new ob- 
ligations of the kind offered by the 
Treasury, and the rest; so far as it is. not 
redeemed from the Treasury's own funds, 
will. be paid off with cash raised by sale 
of the new certificates. ae 

It is occasionally asked why. the Gov- 
ernment should pursue this policy-°of 
short-term extension of maturing: loans, 
instead of funding all outstanding in- 
debtedness, or a substantial part of it, 
into a single long-term loan with ten or 
twenty years to run—thereby removing 
the necessity for constantly extending 
and sométimes increasing floating in- 
debtedness on each successive quarter- 


day. In numerous past readjustments of 


public debts, reduction of floating obli- 
gations has been a. primary objective. 
That process was pursued with our Civil 


-War indebtedness; when peace returned, 


maturing war loans, mostly bearing in- 
terest at 6 per cent., were funded suc- 
cessively into loans running ten or fif- 
teen years and paying 5, 4% and even- 
tually 4 per-cent. But since March, 1927, 
when redemption of the Second Liberty 


‘loan ‘began, the Government’s long-term 


indebtedness has been reduced - $4,200,- 
000,000, whereas the short-term certifi- 


cates have increased $700,000,000 and

That. this old spinning earth is slowly 
dying down like a huge top has been an 
accepted astronomical fact ever since it 
was established by EDMUND HALLEY, that 
stanch friend of NEWTON’s who, gave 
his.name to the most famous of comets. 
To Sir GeoRGE DARWIN .we owe. the. 
profound ‘mathematical <inquiry which 
proved that the piling up of the tides by 
the moon acts as a powerful frictional 
brake and that the day is thus length- 


ened by about‘ one second in 100,000° 


years. Yet the earth remains the most 
accurate time-measuring instrument that 
man knows. 

Researches conducted by half a: dogen 
astronomers, among them~ BENJAMIN 
Boss and RaLPH E. WILSON of ‘the Car- 
negie “Institution,: reveal the earth: in a 
less constant light. In moments of gid- 
diness, detected only by careful observa-. 


tion over long periods, she whirls a little 


faster than is her average .wont,: and 
in others she slows down. This varia- 
tion demonstrably occurs , annually and 
possibly daily. By comparing. the cal- 
culated and .observed positions of the 
sun, ‘moon and planets during the past 
century Dr. E. W. Brown of Yale has 


proved that: the earth is certainly speed- . 
ing up and, slowing -down alternately. 


Time has‘changed by more than a min- 
ute since ‘the Declaration of. Indepen- 
dence was signed. After analyzing the 
motions of ‘some 30,000 stars Dr. Boss 
makes the startling announcement that 
about 1900 the earth suddenly. slowed 
down.’ Rarely is she in step with the 


- celestial parade. 


Why should the day thus change in 


‘length? Just as the governor ofa steam’ 
‘engine whirls more rapidly: or more 


slowly as the ‘balls are’ drawn together 
or flung apart, so the earth changes her 
speed ot’ rotation as she contracts and 
expands rhythmically. According to Dr. 


“BROWN,, chemical action, and according 
to Dr. Boss, internal tides, may be the 


cause of the phenomenon. | 

Terrific’ forces are evidently‘ at ‘play 
within the earth. Hence it occurred to 
Dr. Boss to correlate: the earth’s incon- 


‘stant day with the frequency of. earth- 


quakes. Between 1873° and 1899 over 
18,000. seismic disturbances were re- 
corded in Japan. Here was a rich, mine 
of material, By thoroughly exploiting it 
Dr, Boss found that .there,.was indeed.a 
relation between. the day’s variation in 
the course of a year and the occurrence 
of wphedvals: Out of a study of the 
earth’s erratic spinning. flows‘ the-unex- 
pected result that ultimately it-may be 
possible. tq predict earthquakes... This

JERUSALEM, Aug. 19.—As_ the 
home of the greatest religions of the 
world and the place where some of 
the most stirring events of history 
were enacted, Palestine possesses an 
undying interest for .all nations of 
the West. All sects of Christians 
and Jews regard Palestine as the 
home of ‘all that is finest: and most 
lasting In modern civilization: In 
the Bible: we have preserved: for 
us extracts of the history of the Holy 
Land when these great religions of 
the. world: were in the making. But 
the. Bible’ is. a textbook of religion, 
and not of history, so there are many 
obscurities in the record of this his- 
tory, obscurities which have even 
led to the denial of the historicity of 
much of this record. It is therefore 
only natural that the study of the 
Monuments of ancient Palestine 
should possess a fascinating interest 
for all historians and students of re- 
ligion.

Owing to the rela- 
tive shallowness of the débris of oc- 
cupation, which shows little or no 
stratification, it has been difficult for 
the excavators to. draw historical 
conclusions from the results: oftheir 
work. Among the most striking dis- 
coveries made here is a group of:ex- 
tremely ancient graves which carry 
us back nearly 5,000 years to a period 
long preceding the age of Abraham. 
The ancient Canaanite town was 
surrounded by a stone wall which 
averages seventeen feet in eee 
If the site is really 
was for centuries one of the holiest 
places of Israel, very important dis- 
coveries may safely be expected from 
the continuance of work here. 
Another American . undertaking 
which is continuing at present is ‘the 
excavation at Beth-Shemesh, in 
Northwestern Judah, directed by 
Professor Hlihu Grant of Haverford 
College, Pennsylvania. At Beth- 
Shemesh, Professor Grant, contin- 
uing work begun: by British excava- 
tors before the war, has brought to 
ae a series of five superimpased 
levels of occupation running from 
the patriarchal age down. to the 
Babylonian exile. Beth-Shemesh is 
particularly interesting to the . ar- 
chaeologist because of the abundant 
traces of Philistine civilization which 
we find in the town which Was con- 
stantly “ exposed to 
fluences, as we are already informed 
in the Bible.

Jews Otherwise Engaged. 


The interest.of Jewish scholarship 
hag been so absorbed by the restora- 
tion of the Jewish nation in Pales- 
tine and the development of the He- 
brew University that the study of the 
historic remains of the Jewish peo- 
ple in Palestine has not received the 
attention it déserves. The’ present 
apparent lack of interest on the part 
of the Jews of the world in the an- 
tiquities of, Palestine is a strange 
anomaly which can only be explained 
as due to a temporary oversight on 
the part of Jewish leaders of opinion. 
Just now. when a Jewish. intéllectual 
and artistic culture is being reborn 
in the Boy Land ak is of vital im- 

rtance to maintain an active in- 

erest in résearch into the culture 
and the art of ancient Jewish Pales- 
tine. Not only has very little money 
been forthcoming for actual excava- 
tion but it is proving almost impos- 
sible to raise money for the publi- 
cation of thé important results which 
have hitherto been achieved “with 
limited resources.

Defections Not Considered. 


Below is presented the table ac- 
companying the map prepared by the 
Democratic National Committee. As 
explained previously, it seeks to show 
that the twenty-six States covered in 
the ‘table ‘will ‘give their ‘electoral 
votes for Smith and Robinson if the 
Democratic (Davis-Bryan) vote of 
1924 in each State is combined 
with: ‘the third party (La Follette) 
vote of 1924. 

With reference to some of these 
States, the contention that all the 
Democra’ voters and most of the 
La Follette voters of 1924 will vote 
this year for Governor Smith is hard- 
ly_ borne out. 

theory on which the map and 
table are based does not ‘take into 
consideration the defection of anti- 
Smith Democrats in the South, al- 
though many political observers put 
little or no faith in the claim that 
the Solid South will be broken this 
year. In North Carolina, a State 
which is said to have a greater de 
gree of anti-Smith sentiment than an 
other of the Solid South, the La Fol- 
lette vote was negligible, being a 
mere 6,651,.as compared with 284,270 
for Davis and 191, for Coolidge. 
However, the table accompanying 
the map is interesting in showing the 
impressive strength of a combination 
of.the Davis and La Follette votes of 
1924 as compared with the sh 
made by President Coolidge in the 
election of that year.

PEKING, Aug. 8.—There is a great 
deal of caustic comment in. the for- 
eign press and among foreigners gen- 
erally in China over the twenty-five 
‘National Humiliation Days” offi- 
cially listed by the Nanking régime 
as national days of mourning because 
of affronts from abroad sustained by 
China. : 

Most. of these anniversaries will 
commemorate the signing of, old

“Nanking incident, when British and 
American warships. bombarded. Nan- 
king.’’ No mention is made of the 
fact that this bombardment was 
merely a ahah barrage laid 
around a hill upon which foreigners 
had taken refuge from Communist 
Chinese troops and where the for- 
eigners had been subject to fire for 
many hours after having been driven 
from their homes. 

Aug. 14 is another ‘‘Humiliation 
Day,’’ to. keep alive the fact that on 
Aug. 14, 1900, the allied troops re- 
lieved the legations in Peking. 

The fact that the Chinese had been 
attacking the legations for two 
months and that hundreds of for- 
eigners had been brutally massacred 
in the interior of the country is quite 
ignored.

bespattered murder tale. The woman 
who marries helplessly for protec- 
tion, takes a lover and kills her hus- 
band is no fresh conception ‘on’ the 
stage or in life.In' “An American 
* Tragedy” we have already’ peeped in 
“at the gruesome horror of the prison 
Geath quarters. Furthermore, the 
episodic treatment of the story, the 
skeletonized settings, the  descrip- 
tions of the dull routine of office life 
through the medium of adding ma- 
chines, filing ‘cabinets and** type- 
writers and dogmatic tatters of of- 
fice conversation, recall ‘“The Add- 
ing Machine,” “From Morn‘to Mid- 
night’”® and the whole mad tumbie of 
expressionistic drama. Yet, from all 
“‘Ma- 
chinal’’ emerges as a triumph of in- 
dividual distinction, gleaming ‘with 
intangible beauty. Sophie~ Tread- 
well’s abstract treatment of ~ the 
story, Zita Johann’s pellucid acting 
in the leading role, Mr. Hopkins’s 
immensely ‘skillful production, have 
wrought an illuminating, measured 
drama such as we are not likely to 


see again. 


prepare ourselves for ‘flaming 
passion and crowded excitement 
in murder plays. The emotional 
Ordeal of the nameless Young Wo- 
man in “Machinal’’ would be well 
suited to such torrid treatment. 
Hating her office duties she marries

A few of the 
less indomitable ones turn into law- 
yers, doctors, members of the D. A. 
R. and out-of-town buyers, who man- 
age to sublimate their thwarted de- 
sires by attending the theatre at 
every opportunity, thus constituting 
that indispensable adjunct of the the- 
atre known as the audience. The re- 
sult is we have a large body of the 
adult population, playwrights among 
them, mind you, bound together by 
a@ common experience and each, in 
so far as the theatre is concerned, 
suffering from arrested development. 

‘‘As long as boys and girls are per- 
mitted to go to the theatre there will 
never be any hope for it. You can’t 
expect an artist to be truly creative 
when he has illusions about his ma- 
terial, particularly when the illusions 
were formed at the age of 14.

FRACTIOUS 
FILM 
COMEDIES 


By MORDAUNT HALL. 
NLY three new pictures were 
presented for consideration 
and entertainment last week. 
‘*Heart to ~‘eart,’’ the Para- 
mount’s offering, is a merry if utterly 
nonsensical affair based on a none 
too eriginal idea. But silly though 
some of the characters are, their an- 
tice prove. quite amusing. In fact, the 
audiences were kept in a high state 
of glee. 
Sometimes this ‘‘Heart to Heart” 


. is fairly. good comedy, then there are 


moments when it bows to farce. A 
Princess, returning to her native 
heath, Millerstown, Ohio, is always 
diverting. One has something to ex- 
pect, knowing full well from a glance 
cr two at the main street of Millers- 
town that they have had only one 
Princess. from. that district. It is 
therefore natural to assume’ that 
these folk should be highly excited 
vvhen word is received that the Prin- 
eess Delatorre, of some imaginary 
spot adjacent to Italy, is to return 
to her Ohio home. 

Princess Delatorre, née Ellen Guth- 
erie, is bored after a year or so in 
court, and she longs for the home- 
liness of Millerstown. Hence, the 
good folk, notably the Princess’s 
aunt and uncle, decide that a warm 
welcome is to be extended to the 
Princess. ‘There is, for instance, a 
porch, that has not been painted 
for years, and good old Uncle Joe 
Boyd decides to attack this job, with- 
out further delay, in his own way. 
When he-has partly completed the 
job, the dog, who has been under- 
going the ordeal of a bath, succeeds 
in slipping away from Aunt Katie 
and running. over the wet paint on 
the porch, his feet causing Uncle Joe 
much annoyance. 

Uncle Joe creates fun when he 
finds that he ‘has done his painting 
of the porch without considering 
how he is going to finish the spot in 
the centre, from which he has been 
working. He is an ingenious chap, 
however, and after manifesting signs 
of irritation which meet with little 
sympathy from the spectators, he 
solyes the difficulty in a way that 
makes for considerable mirth. 

The Princess arrives a day or so 
before she is due. She goes round 
to her Aunt Katie, who, being ex- 
tremely short-sighted, does not recog- 
nize the young woman, but for 
some reason or ‘other takes her 
to be'a seamstress. This gives the 
town scandalmonger an opportunity 
to use her serpent’s tongue, for she, 
to her amazement, perceives the 
seamstress talking in a peculiarly 
friendly tashion ‘with Uncle soe and 
also with Millerstown’s unsuccessful 
young inventor, Philip Lennox. So 
the supposed seamstress is shooed 
away from the house as being no fit 
person to be in a place where a good 
little Princess is expected. 

Princess’ Delatorre then decides 
that she must- wear her court cos- 
tume and wig, and Uncle Joe is filled 
with delight at what he’s going to 
say to the: -‘scandalmonger and others 
when he lets them know that the 
charming Princ.3s and the neat little 
seamstress: are bei am the same per-

a certain point. The interesting part 
about this film is that one does not 
observe the stereotyped ideas so 
common. in. Hollywood. Here the 
story, until the climax, runs along 
Smoothly without: any attempts. to 
copy that which has been done in 
other pictures. It is told as one 
might read it, and therefore the early 
episodes awaken a desire to follow 
the narrative, despite the poor -pho- 
tography and the inexpert direction. 

This tale begins with five people in 
the coach of an express train. The 
fact that this film was made in Ger- 
many gives .a good. idea of the 
atmosphere and the manner in which 
people traveling together over there 
strike up a conversation. The talk 
veers to murder and jealousy, to the 
case of one Posdischew, who stabbed 
his wife to death. One man is silent 
during the conversation and finally 
he surprises the four other persons 
by informing them that he is Pos- 
dischew. Then Posdischew’s story of 
the events that led to the slaying of 
his wife are unfolded on the screen, 
with an occasional flash of the nar- 
rator sitting in the corner of the 
railway carriage. 

Toward the end the director whips 
his story into a mad pace, and then, 
to gain suspense, he slows it down 
to such an extent that it becomes 
absurd. You see Posdischew, who 
has driven wildly to-catch a train 
and- then been tormented by every 
stop it made, walks like a snail-so 
soon as he reaches the door of his 
own home. He hesitates, he moves 
forward, he looks around, and, when 
he opens the door and you expect to 
see what he sees; you see first his 
face, whereas the director ought to 
have known that-'any audience is 
prepared to gaze upon what’s hap- 
pening in the room, as it is fol- 
low’ug the husband. ‘Subsequently, 
of course, Mrs. Posdischew is’ per- 
ceived in the embrace of the violinist, 
Truchatschewsky. Posdischew © con- 
tinues in the same stagey and unim- 
pressive fashion and the good work 
that went before is ruined.

BRITAIN AND SOUND 





By 400K MacCORMAC. 
LONDON, 
ONDON’S newest theatre, the 
Piccadilly, has been leased to 
Warner Brothers for the pres- 
entation. of .the first Amer- 
ican talking pictures to be shown in 
this country. Thus the first inroad 
made by the ‘‘talkies’’ in Great Brit- 
ain will not be on the silent film 
but on the stage. The. Piccadilly, 
thoroughly modern in construction 
and beautiful‘in green and gold, was 
built as a home for musical plays. 
One musical play was, in fact, shown 
there, but has since been transferred, 
and now this advance post of the 
speaking stage is surrendering to the 
talking film. 

Is this a sign of the times, a 
shadow cast before by coming 
events? Will the stage, already in- 
jured by the silent picture, be prac- 
tically extinguished by its audible 
development?’ Last week I quoted 
the opinion -of.. Basil. .Dean,...one 


‘of the best and. best-known English 


theatrical producers, that: something 
of-this sort might happen. Certainly 
the London stage has been in a bad 
way of late» Even importations 
from New York; which London man- 
agers seem on the whole to prefer to 
the native product, have been failing 
after runs that might’ be ‘meastired fn 
weeks or ‘even “days: ‘Talking pic- 
tures, should they: intrigue’ and ‘hold 


the public fancy, might well acceler- 
ate this rake’s progress. 

And yet—there is nothing here yet 
of that whole-hearted belief in the 
future of all dialogue films that 
seems to prevail in Hollywood. Not 
even the talking film concerns them- 
selves seem overly optimistic. This 
week, for instance, Stewart Sande- 
man, who besides being a mem- 
ber of arliament is a director 
of British Phonofilms, the first talk- 
ing film company in this country, 
predicted that for the next few, years 
the real use of the sound film might 
be classified under the foilowing four 
heads:

John Maxwell, Chairman of British 
International, whose pictures will be 
placed. in. America,.through its agen- 
cy, has cooperated in the forming of 
the new distributing concern. _ Brit- 
ish International, already the larg- 
est producing firm in this country, 
has just completed, a deal whereby it 
has secured control of First, Nation- 
al-Pathé,. This control was formerly 
held by. the Lord Beaverbrook, Lord 
Ashfield, Sir William Jury and Will 
Evans combine. An important re- 
sult of this transfer is that. British 
International will from now on make 
the . “quota . pictures” required by 
First National here. 

Thus, the amalgamation and inter- 
nationalization of English producing 
and. distributing firms—now recog- 
nized as a necessary basis for real 
growth—goes on. British Interna- 
tional, which -has increased its capi- 
tal to $5,000,000 to finance these ac- 
tivities, owns 95 per cent. of the 
share capital of the Sudfilm A. G., 
one of the two ‘most important film 
distributing concerns in Germany. It 
also has a substantial holding in the 
Pathé Consortium Société Anonyme, 
the largest film distributing ‘com- 
pany in France; control of Sascha 
Films of Austria, which “has subsidi- 
ary distributing companies in Hun- 
gary, Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia, 
Poland and Rumania, and a substan-

It now appears, accorc- 
ing to an article in the Miinchener 
Neueste-.Nachrichten by Dr. Otto 
Strobel, that this final copy of the 
opening opera of the ‘‘Ring”’ belongs 
to.the Wittelsbach Settlement Fund 
of Munich. Dr. Strobel, apparently 
laboring under the misapprehension 
that the manuscript. sold, here was 
believed to be a unique copy, takes 
occasion to discussthe whole ques- 
tion ‘of the present ‘whereabouts of 
the: manuscript copies of all of the 
master’s works, 


“The question, ‘Where are Richard 
Wagner’s scores?’”* he says, “arose 
the end of March-of- last. year, when 
‘the surprising news came from New 
York . that the original score of 
*Rheingold’ would. be auctioned off 
there on April 26, 

“This report, indeed—as was to be 
expected—was based upon an error 
to the extent that the piece to be 
auctioned off in America was not the 
clean (corrected) written score gen- 
erally. designated as _ the. ‘original 
gcore’ of ‘Rheingold,’ .but the first 
written score of this work. 

‘‘But the fact that a score written 
by Richard Wagner’s hand could 
come: to. be auctioned off on that 
side of .the ocean. naturally was 
bound to arouse: special interest in 
Germany and to direct general atten- 
tion to the other original scores of 
the master, with the final result: of 
its becoming known. that, there, arg 
still uncertainties - and . erroneous 
ideas among the public regarding the 
location of these precious manu- 
scripts. To. put, a definite end to 
these uncertainties by means, of an 
authentic exposition of the whole 
subject is the object of the following 
remarks. 


*,* 


‘“‘The written score of Richard 
Wagner's first—and fragmentary— 
opera, ‘Die Hochzeit’ (thirty-six 
pages), is at present in the posses- 
gion of the Munich antiquarian con- 
cern of Heinrich Rosenthal. Also in 
Munich; but. as‘ the property’ of the 
Wittelsbach Settlement Fund, are 
found the original scores, presented 
by the master to King Ludwig I of 
Bavaria, of the ‘Feen’. (665 pages), 
of the ‘Liebesverbot’ (524 pages, with 
Page 42 blank) and of* ‘Rienzi’ 
(798 pages). The score of the ‘“‘Lieb- 
esverbot’ has been loaned to the Ba- 
varian National Museum in Munich 
and-is on.exhibition there. There are 
already available many and detailed 
accounts of these four scores, so 
.there is no further need of going 
into this-matter. 


"On the other hand, there. is little 
known thus far. about the original 
scores. of the ‘Fliegende Hollander,’ 
of ‘Tannhauser’ and of ‘Lohengrin’; 
therefore it may be desirable here 
to subject these manuscripts to.a 
closer study which will reveal -con- 
siderable new matter. 


‘Regarding the original score of 
‘Lohengrin,’ -it must be pointed out, 
‘first..of all, that .Réckl’s assertion 
that Wagner also, gave it to King 
Ludwig IZ on Christmas, 1868, is not 
at. all in accord ‘with the facts.. To 
show. this, let us: give here a ‘letter 
from Richard -Wagner..to. Franz 
Liszt, which is not included, in the 
published ‘correspondence of the two 
great friends and through which 
Liszt’s letter of Jan. 23, 1853, to

Wagner sent Liszt the original scores 
of the ‘Fliegende Hollander’ and of 
‘Lohengrin,’ .as well as a ‘Tann- 
hauser’ score. Liszt guarded these 
scores for years as ‘his most treas- 
ured relics. In 1874; when the build- 
ing of Wahnfried was completed, he 
gave them back again.to his daugh- 
ter, Frau Cosima Wagner, to take 
their. place in’ the family . archives 
she established, where they remain 
today. 

“The original score of the ‘Fliegen- 
de Hollander,’ which comprises 408 
pages, written very carefully, carries 
on its title page this dedication to 
Franz Liszt: “To his best friend, from 
Richard Wagner (1853).’ It bears 
only one date, that at the end of the 
third act: ‘Meudon, near Paris, Oct. 
21, 1841, Richard. Wagner.’ In fact, 
the score was not completed until 
several weeks later, for the overture 
that was finished in the instrumenta- 
tion draft on Nov. 5, 1841, could only 
have been put into the score by Wag- 
ner after that date. At the latest, 
however, he must have been finished 
with it by Nov, 20, for on that date 
he already announced, in a letter to 
Meyerbeer, that he had ‘just com- 
pleted a minor opera, ‘‘Der. Fliegende 
Hollander’’,’ 

“The. instrumentation draft just 
mentioned, which contains the well- 
known entries touchingly character- 
izing Wagner’s time. of trouble. in 
Paris,. ‘Morgen geht die Geldnoth 
wieder los!!’ ‘In Noth und: Sorgen,’ 
and ‘Per aspera ad astra, Gott geb’s,’ 
originally was also the property of 
King Ludwig II and is now in the 
possession of the Wittelsbach Settle- 
ment Fund, which -has. turned the 
manuscript over to the King Ludwig 
II Museum in Castle Herrenchiemsee 
as a loan. 

“There is a peculiar circumstance 
connected with the original score of 
*‘Tannhauser.’ Wagner wrote it spe- 
cially, as he relates in ‘My Life,’ ‘for 
the purpose: of immediate autograph- 
ing’ upon ‘specially prepared paper’ 
and ‘had every page at once litho- 
graphed and 100 copies run off.’ 
During this process of reproduction 
the original score itself was ruined, 
so that Wagner, in making the 
above-mentioned gift of his. original 
scores to Liszt, could only dedicate 
the score of “Tannhauser’ to the lat- 
ter in the shape of one of those 100 
autographed copies, upon the title 
page of which he had written, “To 
his dear Franz Liszt, from Richard 
Wagner (1853).’ The autographed 
score, furthermore, makes {it appar- 
ent that the original covered 450 un- 
commonly clear and carefully written 
pages and bore the date, ‘Richard 
Wagner, Dresden, April 13, 1845.’ 

“The original score of ‘Lohen- 
grin,’ which consists of 396 pages 
and was declared by Wagner himself 
still in 1880 to be his best written 
score, shows, in addition to the dedi- 
cation on the’ title page to Liszt, “To

‘Regarding the location of these 
manuscripts it may be said that the 
first written score of ‘Rheingold,’ 
no longer quite complete, has been 
in the possession, since April 26. last 
year, of the Rosenbach Company in 
New York; the corrected score. (295 
pages) of the same work, on the 
other hand, once presented to King 
Ludwig II of Bavaria by Wagner, 
belongs to the Wittelsbach Settle- 
ment Fund in Munich. The first 
written score of thé ‘Walkiire’ is pre- 


fried House in Baireuth,; while the 
corrected written score (400 pages) 
of this ‘mighty child of sorrow’ of 
Wagner—also presented by him to 
King Ludwig Il—is, on the other 
hand, the property of the Wittels- 
bach Settlement Fund. The first 
drafts and the corrected written 
scores (264 pages) of the first two 
acts of ‘Siegfried,’ as well as the 
original scores of the third act of 
‘Siegfried’ (138 pages) and of ‘Git- 
terdimmerung’ (404 pages) rest. in 
the archives of the Wahnfried House. 

“The corrected written score of 
‘Siegfried,’ which also was originally 
intended for King Ludwig II (this is 
cleatly apparent from’ Wagner's let- 
ters of. Sept. 7, 1868, and April 26, 
1870, to Hans Richter and Karl 
Klindworth) never came into the lat- 
ter’s possession because it was not 
completed, So the copy of the. or- 


‘Siegfried,’:done by Wagner himself, 
and now the property of the Wittels- 
bach Settlement Fund, was the only 
manuscript of this work received by 
Ludwig II. When Wagner later 
(March 28, 1876), after the appear- 
ance of the engraved score of ‘Sieg- 
fried,’ had a de luxe copy sent to the 
King, he accompanied it with a let- 
ter to Hofrat Difflipp in which he 
said: 


Gladly would I have laid’ a co y 
written with my own hand at: 
feet of my exalted benefactor. it 
would have been possible to have 
given it the proper care in former 
times when I was not yet the ob- 
ject of such pressure. Now I am 
in such unusual demand that I am 
hardly able to write the most nec- 
essary things and I had to avail 
myself of the help of'strange hands 
in making corrected versions of my 
own very illegible first drafts. 


‘“‘In these last words Wagner was 
alluding to the copies of all three 
acts of the orchestra drafts of ‘Got- 
terdammerung,’ which he—some con- 
siderable time before—had had pre- 
pared for the King and which today 
are also in the possession of the Wit- 
telsbach Settlement Fund. While, 
however, the copy of the first act of 
this sketch came from the, hand. of 
Hans Richter and has also been lent 
to the King Ludwig II Museum, that 
of the second act, of which only the 
first three pages were written by 
Wagner himself, was done by Pro- 
fessor Spiegel of Zurich. That Spie- 
gel made the copy of the second act, 
and not Hans Richter—as is fre- 
quently asserted—is evident from 
Wagner's letter to Richter of Nov. 
25, 1871. 

“The copy of the third act shows 
several strange handwritings. There- 
fore the manuscript of “Gétterdaim- 
merung’”’ turned over to. King Lud- 
wig II is neither a score nor is it— 
with the sole exception of the above- 
mentioned three pages—an original 
Wagner work, a fact particularly to 
be emphasized because even in the 
‘Official Guide’ (First edition, page 
16) of the King Ludwig Il Museum 
the copy of the orchestra draft. of 
the first act of ‘Gétterdimmerung,’ 
done by Hans Richter, is: described 
as the ‘original score of the opera 
“Gotterdimmerung,” First Act.’ 

‘The original score of the ‘Meister- 
singer von Niirnberg’ (462 pages, 
with page 148 blank), which also was 
a gift of the master to King Lud- 
wig II, is in the Germanic Museum 
in Nuremberg, where it was placed 
in 1902 by order of Prince Regent 
Luitpold of Bavaria. In reference 
to the final date of the score, ‘End 
of the Meistersinger, ‘Triebschen, 
Thursday, Oct. 24, 1867, & P. M., 
R. W.,’ it may. be noted that on 
that Oct. 24: Wagner had wired the 
news of the impending completion 
of his work to Hans von, Bilow in 
these significant words: ;

FRIENDS OF MUSIC OFFER PRIZE 





Society of the Friends of Mu- 
sic of New York announced yes- 
terday an offer of $1,000 for the 

best cantata submitted by Nov. 1, 
1929.. The purpose of ‘the competi- 
tion is ‘‘to encourage American.com- 
posers and direct their efforts toward 
choral composition.”’ The nationality 
of the composer is immaterial... He 
must, however, be a resident of the 
United. States of América, actually in 
residence at the time of the submis- 
sion of the. manuscript and of the 
award by the jury. “The residence or 
nationality of the librettist, if any, is 
immaterial. 


The cantata must be original, un- 
published and unperformed in its en- 
tirety or in part ‘at any time prior to 
the making of the award. The sub- 
ject and style, which miay be sacred 
or secular, may be chosen by. the 
composer. 

The performance of the cantata 
should take not less than twénty min- 
utes nor more than thirty minutes. 
It is to be written for orchestra, 
chorus of-four parts and solo parts 
not less than two nor more than 
four. The addition of an organ part 
is optional. The orchestration should 
be in simple so-called classical form. 

The libretto may be éither in Latin, 
French, English, German or Italian. 
If the composer and librettist are not 
one and the same the composer alone 
is to be entitled to the award,: which 
will be made. by a jury selected by 
the society.. The agreement of a ma- 
jority of the jury is necessary for the 
decision of the contest. The cantata 
receiving the prize is to be per- 
formed by the Friends of Music at its 
own expense within twenty months 
after the awarding of the prize. 

The jury of awards is composed 
of Rubin Goldmark, Artur Bodanz- 
ky, Ernest Schelling and Carl Fried- 
berg. 

The contest is now. open and will 
close on Nov. 1, 1929, at noon. Manu- 
scripts. must be submitted to the so- 
ciety in care: of Richard: Copley, 10 
East Forty-third Street, New York 
City.

There will be costumes and still 
more costumes, and everything else 
that is likely to build audiences for, 
dancing and to increase popular in- 
terest in performances by ensembles. 


A Problem of Finance... 


It is a far-sighted and ‘wisely gen- 
eraled plan that Miss Niles has laid 
out. The problem of the dancer, as 
has been repeatedly said, is at this 
stage less an artistic one than an 
economic one, being largely an un- 
organized and unfimanced ‘‘game.” 
Most dancers in order to exist find 
it necessary to teach, and in order 
to teach they must stay confined 
pretty well to one locality. And to 
many an artist who wants to create, 
teaching is little short of slavery. 
Most pupils, in the first place, are 
not talented, yet if one rejects all 
but the talented ones there is no 
income. Also, the dancer with ideas 
cannot compose in leisure moments 
and write down on paper what he 
has composed for the world at large 
to enjoy; the dancer must compose 
with an audience, for his work has 
no existence’ on paper and, except 
among the expert, cannot be actually 
reproduced from any: form of nota- 
tion yet devised. 

New York alone eannot support a 
sufficient number of performances to 
warrant the production of an elabo- 
rate ensemble or even of an adequate 
one. Therefore if such productions 
are to be made, they must be made 
at a financial sacrifice and charged 
up to profit and loss, to advertising 
or to pure philanthropy. To make 
them pay for themselves. they must 
be shown to audiences. elsewhere, 
and if these audiences do not at 
present exist in sufficient. numbers, 
they must be built up. The Orches- 
tral Dramas produced by the Neigh- 
borhood Playhouse. last Spring, for 
example, could not be expected to 
cover the monetary outlay involved 
by the receipts of three performances 
even at grand opera prices, The dif- 
ficulty of guaranteeing a sufficient 
season to justify an American tour 
has for a year or more stood in the 
way of a visit by the Diaghileff Bal- 
let. And so it goes. : 

A New Way. 

Lacking a subsidy, there seems 
nothing for the dancers to do but to 
use their wits and their muscles to 
finance themselves in some way not 
yet visible to the general eye. Miss 
Niles seems beyond doubt to have 
found at least one excellent: way’ of 
doing it, and has set out boldly 
over a road that will unquestion- 
ably call for patience and per 
severance. She is unwilling to 
teach indiscriminately “and indef- 
initely, .and furthermore ‘she. is 
tremendously interested in creating 
an ensemble that shall not only 
justify its existence. artistically but 
shall prove that, it..does so. by its 
financial stability; .No,.other way 
appears to afford anything Jike an 
equal opportunity. . 

Certainly she.‘is the right ‘person 
for this crusade. The quality that 
she demands from her work, which 
she herself refers to as “human 
vunderstanding,”’ is, exactly the ‘quali- 
ty that will e friends for danc- 
ing on the ro She is) \con- 
cerned with road She ‘oF any 
other element that ts i 
disturbing or forbiddl 
the “native thing.?””

TORIES of disappearing islands 
appear frequently in the news. 
It seems incredible that bodies 
of land, some famous for 

strange and romantic tales of ‘pirate 
gold and buried treasure, should 
sprout and vanish like mushrooms. 
What are the findings of geologists 
on the subject? Do men of science, 
whose interest in such subjects as 
disappearing islands is purely imper- 
sonal, give credence to tnese stories? 
Professor Charles P. Berkey of 
Columbia University, who has made 
studies of many geological phe- 
nomena and whose opinion on them 
is held among the highest, says: 
“Probably a good many stories of 
disappearing and appearing islands 
are fakes. It is not necessary to 
believe all such accounts, but there 
is a good simple geological explana- 
tion for most appearing and. disap- 
pearing islands,’’ 

The story of disappearing islands 

is long. When the scientist goes out 

to investigate such an island he looks 
for clues in the same manner that 

Sherlock Holmes would use in solv- 

ing a murder in Trafalgar Square. 

First of all, geology says, ‘Classify 

the island.” Is it a river island or 

@ volcanic island, a coral island or a 

coastal island? There are islands 

that appear because waters rise, 
islands that appear because waters 
recede and other islands that appear 
because the land rises or because the 
lands subside. | Occasionally. there is 
an island made, as the saying goes, 
of whole cloth; that is to say, islands 
are reported that do not exist. Some 
islands are destroyed before any in- 
vestigation of their nature is begun. 

River islands are quite usual, and 

Since their occurrence is largely due 

to silt or sand deposits which accu- 

Mulate and may be carried away 

again at a turn of the tide they are 

regarded with neither curiosity nor 
excitement. 


Sand Islands of the Sea. 
When an island appears or disap- 
pears in the ‘ocean, however, -it. is 
associated with quite a different set 
of. physical rules and processes. 
Most frequent and most unimpor- 
tant of the sea islands whose con- 
tour is always changing’ are’ those 
that are caused by the waves piling 
up the sands where the water, is 
shallow. They assume & long, low, 
flat, shallow shape along ‘the’ sea- 
shore and are usually referred to as 
sandbars. The coasts of New Jer- 
sey and Long Island areas good -a 
place to see them as can be found 
anywhere. Such islands may be, 
and in fact often are, destroyed by 
the same agencies that made them— 
the wind and waves. * 

Submarine volcanic action is re- 
sponsible for; many of the islands 
that appear in the tropical waters, 
‘especially in the South Pacific. They 
‘are built up inch by ‘inch in predige-

Forces ot Nats Nature That | 
Sometimes Undo All 
Their’ Work... After 

Land Is Built Up 





These are a jelly-like fish with a 
bony structure in the centre of their 
bodies. As in a tree, life begins at 
the centre and spreads outward, giv- 
ing place to dead matter. In vast 
hordes the little fish stick together, 
forming a huge pile, and as they die 
the hard structure is all that re- 
mains. That is coral. 


Along the coast of Maine there is 
another type of islands which appear 
at intervals. These owe their exis- 
tence to the subsidence of a coastal 
region of rugged topography. The 
sea comes higher and higher on the 
land surface, extending up the val- 
leys until most of the land features 
are drowned. But the highest points, 
the hills that are of sufficient height, 
remain above the sea-level as is 
lands. 

Islands in lakes are very frequently 
due to glacial material in depressions 
of the land which ages ago became a 
bed forthe lake. In fact, Dr. Ber- 
key says that most of our lakes owe 
their existence.to unevenly distrib- 
uted glacial deposits. As thé rains 
fall into the depression; lakes are 
formed and the hills on the floor be- 
come islands, 


The Record. of Nomuka. 

Falcon Island, in the Nomuka 
group, has proved so interesting in 
its activities since its first recorded 
discovery in 1865 that a complete re- 
port of its activities since that time 
has been kept by the United States 
Hydrographic Office in Washington. 
Falcon Island was first seen as a 
breaking yeef by the British naval 
vessel Falcon in 1865. In 1877 the 
British naval vessel. Sapho noticed 
smoke coming from the reef, and 
in 1885 it appeared on the surface of 
the sea as an island and was sur- 
veyed by the British surveying ves- 
sel Bgeria in 1889. 

It was found to be a mile and a 
quarter long north and south and a 
mile wide. It was shaped like a 
wedge, the, highest part, toward the 
southern end, being 153 feet above 
the sea. It was formed of. loose 
volcanic ashes and cinders—material 
that..was. constantly slipping down 
as'the action of the sea undermined 
the coast. Jt was éstimated at the 
time of,the survey that two-thirds of 
the island had been washéd ‘away 
since 1885... No growing coral. was 
found. 

In April, 1894, Falcon Island. had 
disappeared to such an extent that 
at a distance of two miles ‘it had the |’ 
appearance of a low streak of black 
rock. On Dec. 21, 1894, volcanic 
action was found to have quite re- 
cently taken place by which a new 
crater had been formed, with the re- 
sult that the island was then fifty,

British naval vessel Veronica spent 
two hours examining the site of Fal- 
con Island. A very heavy swell, dis- 
colored water and overfalls occupied 
the whole site and a continuous 
break was observed at the south- 
west corner of the area. The break 
Was caused by a rock about fifteen 
yards in diameter. It was consid- 
ered that in calm weather there 
would be about three feet of water 
over this rock—all that was left of 
Falcon Island. 


Island Again Visible. 


After all of these vagaries Falcon 
Island remained inactive or at least 
no reports of its activities were re- 
ceived until Oct. 7, 1927, when the 
British naval vessel Laburnum ob- 
served Falcon Island to be in erup- 
tion. The latest report shows that 
the island is again visible. Captain 
Gunderson of the Panar:ran motor 
ship Beulah sent the following report 
to the Hydrographic Officc on May 
5, 1928: 

“In passing Falcon Island March 
17,I saw the island, about two miles 
long, a mile wide and 600 feet high 
by angle bearing, my vessel being 
three miles off. At the time, the 
island was in heavy eruption, but as 
the wind was from the east the hill 
was building to the west of the 
volcano. The island had encircled 
itself with a high bank on the east- 
ern side so that no steam or water 
was coming up. We passed around 
the island and saw that it was 
bordered by a cliff about sixty to 
eighty feet high. There was some 
coarse material, but the bulk seemed 
to be of the dust nature. There did 
not seem to be any shoal water away 
from the island as the sea broke 
close to.’’ 

The histories of other islands of the 
same nature as Falcon follow the 
same general outline. Bogaslaf, in 
the Aleutian group, is another dis- 
appearing island of no little fame. 

The disappearing island frequently 
gains much importance in the affairs 
of men through international law. 
When ‘an island pops out of the sea 
and lasts on its surface long enough 
to permit its record, of latitude and 
longitude to be made or perhaps to 
be the object of ‘a scientific expedi- 
tion, there are usually at least two 
countries which lay ‘claim to it.

Both are free-reed Instruments, and 
by the general public the words are 
interchangeable. 

The first reed music’ ever heard tm 
the world was that of the wind sigh- 
ing through the pines or murmuring 
through the grass. Ther, thousands 
of years ago, the boys took stems of 
straw, cut notches ,in; them, .and,a 
short slit for a tongue, the pitch-of 
the note being. determined by the 
length. 

Virgil mentions it, and Horace, 
Ovid and. pastoral poets speak of it. 
Shakespeare says: ‘‘When shepherds 
pipe on oaten straw, and many larks 
are ploughman's.clocks.”’ 

Thus we have the most remote an-. 
cestor of the accordion and the or- 
gan, the oat straw made into a prim- 
itive reed instrument. 

Prout says that the aeolian may 
be regarded as the first germ . of 
the accordion. and the concertina, 
though in it strings were used in- 
stead of reeds. On placing this in- 


strument in a.current of air, usually |. 


in a window, musical sounds, often 
weird, were produced. King David 
hung his harp over his.bed, as did 
also St. Dunstan... The latter was 
thereby charged with sorcery.

It is a primitive or- 
gan, having the principle of the free 
reed applied in the accordion. It 
was the most pleasing of all the an- 
cient Chinese noise makers. ‘The 
Chinese love» noise, and in making 
instruments they use eight different 
sounds in nature, the sounds of 
skin, stone, metal, clay, wood; bam- 
boo, silk and gourds. ‘The gourd, 
bamboo and metal are. combined in 
the cheng. 

The cheng was formed of a gourd, 
which acted as a sounding board. 
In the gourd were inserted thirteen 
to nineteen bamboo. pipes, and in 
the ends of these were reeds cut in 
thin plates of gold or brass, vibrat- 
ing as air was blown into or drawn 
from the gourd. Inspiration was 
rarely used in playing the cheng, 
as it caused inflammation of the 
throat. This fact doubtless led to 
the development..of instruments in 
which the wind was produced by 
means of bellows instead of human 
breath. 

The cheng was brought from China 
to Europe. by..Jesuit. missionaries, 
one of the instruments being pre- 
sented to Muller, the organist of St. 
Nicholas, Leipsic, early in the nine- 
teenth century... In the accordion, 
invented soon after, we have the air 
currents. produced. by .a small bel- 
lows in this boxlike instrument, con- 
taining a number of metallic reeds, 
fixed at one extremity and ‘varying 
in length and thickness to produce 


mitted by keys acting on valves. 
The strength of the air current reg- 
ulates the forte or pianissimo of the 
music in this smallest representative 
of the organ family. 

The accordion is rectangular in 
shape, with bellows on one side and 
five to fifty keys on the other. It 
is a very. simple instrument with 
limited capabilities, but, because it 
could be manufactured at alow cost, 
it has given pleasure to hundreds of 
thousands who. could. afford no 
greater musical instrument.| It has 
been called the poor man’s piano, 
and in millions of humble homes it 
is associated in memory with the 
Englishman’s ‘‘Campbells.Are.Com- 
ing,’ the Frenchman’s *‘Marseillaise’’ 
and the Rusgian's ‘‘Volga Boatman.”’ 

The concertina is hexagonal, with 
bellows in the centre and a keyboard 
at each end: The notes on the lines 
of the musical staff. are played on 
the left ‘hand. keys; and those in 
the, spaces on. the keys. for the right 
hand. It has much power of expres-

This year, however, the poetic ap- 
peal and sheer loveliness of creations 
with color offered by French’ and 
American designers is winning the 
day. 

The wave of modernism in all 
phases of art is having an influence 
on the new style along with the gen- 
eral tendency toward original ideas, 
and some of the ultra-smart wedding 
edstumes are radical in both line and 
color. 

One of the most fashionable brides 
of early Autumn is to wear a gown 
that is extreme in every sense, yet 
of unquestionable dignity. It was 
created by a New York modiste who 
uses strong colors for his interpre- 
tation, as well as rich, dull gold lace 
in a-series of flounces on satin of the 
game shade. It is made with the 
lifted front and a very long train 
which sweeps away from the feet 
with much the effect of a peacock’s 
tail. 

The veil is of lace dyed to match 
exactly that in the gown. It falls 
over a high comb with a picturesque 
suggestion of a Spanish mantilla and 
ripples over the gown to the tip of 
the train. 

The attendants in this wedding 
group will be dressed in gowns made 
with brown tulle in rows of ruffles 
on taffeta, and with sashes of brown 
and marigold-yellow velvet ribbon, In 
these gowns the skirts are lower in 
line, and the bride’s gown is little 
higher than ankle length in front and 
follows closely the line of the figure 
at the sides and “back, reaching al- 
most to the floor.

NOTHER wedding costume group, 
A also of American. design, 
achieves a delicate beauty with 
its use of fabric and colors and grace- 
ful lines. It is made of non-crush- 
able velvet in a subtle shade of tea- 
rose pink. Ultra modern in concep- 
tion, it fits the figure tightly with a 
concession to conventionality in the 
very long skirt and long tight sleeves. 
In front, the material of both 
bodice and skirt, which are in one, 
princess style, are drawn toward the 
middle and held with a garniture of 
crystal passementerie. Frcem this 
hangs a separate panel arranged in 
a pleated cascade that reaches a 
point ten inches above the floor. The 
gown itsclf sweeps away in soft lines 
into a train two yards long. On each 
shoulder is attached a narrow scarf

Of His Entry Into His Profession

step from an obscure place as 
‘a bookkeeper into outstanding 
_¥ank among great type design- 
ers whose influence. extends 
through the whole field of printing 
is'a sizable achievement for any man 
to make, especially in* twenty-five 
years. It is what has been done by 
Frederic W. Goudy, who is now at 
the silver anniversary of his start in 
his profession. 


He has been a prolific type de- 
signer, having more than fifty de 
signs to his credit, nearly all of 
which are in current use. Goudy 
types are distributed by founders 
throughout the civiliged world ‘and 
are in use on monotypes, linotypes 
and practically”all type-casting or 
composing machines. Commercial 
printers and newspaper and maga- 
zine publishers in many parts of the 
world have felt the influence Goudy 
has...exercised upon -the.craft. As 
John’ Clyde Oswald has remarked: 
“One hundred years from now the 
name of but one man out of the 
hundreds of thousands of printing 
craftsmen of today will be remem- 
bered—that man will be Frederic W. 
Goudy.”’ 


Twenty-five years ago this month 
Goudy, after several years as a 
bookkeeper in Chicago, gave up 
ledger posting and established a pri- 
vate printing press. The prevalence 
of Chap Books and other privately 
printed works, which flourished ex- 
tensively during the . nineties, 
prompted him to take this step. His 
shop was called the Camelot Press, 
It was not much of a plant and it 
lasted but a few months, but it was 
Goudy’s start. 

During his school days in Shelby- 
ville, Til., he had developed a pro- 
ficiency with both pen and brush, 
which: brought him occasional com- 
missions to do interior decorating 
and lettering. Later, when he was 
balancing accounts in Chicago, -he 
spent most of. his spare time lurking 
about second-hand bookstores. It 
was in one of these, the McClurg 
Bookshop, that he found a volume 
that made him decide to change his 
life work. 


His Moment of Inspiration. 


This bookshop contained a section 
that Eugene Field, then doing his 
column for a Chicago paper, had | 
named the ‘‘Saints and Sinners Cor- 
ner,”* Poking about here one day 
Goudy. discovered a volume of poems 
by Sir John Suckling. , The book 
was a privately printed work by the 


of Buropean private presses," Goudy 
‘has° made* numerous pilgrimages’ to 
‘England, “Belgium, Holland © and 
Wrance’ for? purposes of study. Di-. 
réctly from these sources ‘have! come 
some of his finest Jetters: His Forum 
design was inspired by an inscription 
‘on the Forum in Rome; the Hadri- 
ano ‘was taken’ from works at the 
Louvre in Paris; the Kennerley pat- 
terned after designs..made by the 
Doctor Fell ‘who. is remembered by 
readers of old rhymes as a most un- 
popular person.’ 


This Kennerley design, which is 
generally acknowledged as one of the 
handsomest, midst Tégible and useful 
of type faces, was the outcome of a 
rush order done.it 1911 for Mitchell 
Kennetley;Président’ of the Ander- 
gon Art Galleries. Mr..Kennerley 
was. publishing a de luxe edition of 

“The Door in the Wall, and Other 
Stories,’”’ by H. G. Wells, and gave 
Goudy the job of producing it. 

Sample pages. were. set;:in Caslon 
type, and when finished looked, so 
Goudy says, as if the letters ‘had 
been loaded into a scatter gun and 
shot at the paper. Neither publisher 
nor printer was at all satisfied, and 
finally Goudy offered to design a 
face which would meet the special 
requirements Mr. Kennerley had in 
mind. He was told to go ahead, but 
to‘hurry.. Goudy did. He campleted 
the charts for the en‘'’re series in 
three days; and the momentum gen- 
erated: by this feat carried him on 
until he had finished designing the 
Forum as well, all in the space of 
less than one week.

Referring to the type bearing his 
name, Mr. Kennerley has written: 

“Nothing has given me. greater 
pleasure than the fame attained by 
this type. When Mr. Goudy asked 
me if I had any suggestion to make 
in regard to this proposed type I 
told him that all I asked was that 
it should be just as appropriate for 
a fifty-cent book as for a $50 book. 
Now, in 1924, it has been made pos- 
sible by the monctype machine to 
use this type on low-priced books. I 
am satisfied that this type is des- 
tined to become one of the most 
popular and useful book types in

“For years,’’ he says, “it has been’ 
my constant endeavor, by precept 
and example, to create a greater and 
more general esteem for printing and 
type-design;. to give to printers and 
to readers of print type faces that 
are more legible and, if possible, 
more beautiful than ever before. 


Goals of the Printer. 


“In my work as a printer and even 
more as a designer of printing types, 
I haye ever kept: in mind a definite 
standard of dignity and beauty. I 
have made utility and beauty the 
great désiderata. “I have’ never al- 
lowed myself to utilize the message 
I wes to present as a mere frame- 
work or scaffolding upon which to 
exploit my own skill, nor permit my 
craft to become an end in itself in- 
stead of a means only to a desirable 
and useful end. 


“In the endeavor to search more 
deeply into the soul of typography 
I have come to look upon printing 
not merelv as the vehicle of man’s 
thought, the .preserver of the 
thoughts a great genius leaves to 
mankind, but indeed as an art, as a 
Means, even, to higher aims and 
higher ideals. 


! 
“Printing is the instrument by 


which learning finds expression, an 
apparatus by which the symbols of 
languege are utilized to convey 
thought. Thus, as printing brings 
reading, so reading brings learning, 
learning shows light, by the bright- 
ness whereof blind ignorance is sup- 
pressed and error defeated. 

“There is a form of beauty that 
arises from its use and destination, 
our natures seeming to relish the 
appearance of anything that serves 
some good and useful purpose. 
Beauty in the things we use meets, 
too, a very real demand of the mind 
and eye, and is especially a charac- 
teristic of fine printing, and when 
the beauty of the thought js reflected 
by the typographical expression, the 
thought itself takes on new beauty 
thereby. 


The Elemerts of Beauty. 


“In the printed pege beauty is the 
sum of the various elements of pro- 
portion, refinement, taste, type ar- 
rangement and its decorative fea- 
tures, careful composition and ade- 
quate presswort, combined into one 
whole that delights the eye. 

“Fine printing demands that it be 
done on a fine type—a typa without 
mannerisms, one that is easily 
legible, its forms distinct and not 
made to display the skill of the de- 
signer; but rather to help the reader. 

“Design in typography does not 
mean capricious originality; it means 
reasonableness and natural growth, 
not an attempt to coerce the elements 
into some preconceived arrangement 
that may not be the natural outcome 
of the tools and materials employed.’

Summer vacation, may do no harm 
to its consumers, Oysters have been 
suspected of being a source of in- 
fection for more than 100 years. In 
1816 the French physician Pasquier 
attributed cases of typhoid fever to 

cters that had been fattened in the 
moat of an old citadel. That was 
before typhoid had been established 
as a germ disease frequently trace- 
able to contaminated water. 

From time to time since then many 
instances have been recorded in 
which contaminated shellfish have 
been held responsible for the spread 
Now news of infection 
would come from HEingland, now from 
France, now from other cities in 
many countries. The number ‘of 
‘known instances of infection» from 
shellfish in this ‘country has*’ been 
i ratively tall, according, . to 
the nited States. Public Health Ser- 
vice, considering that Americans 
have been eati oysters since early 
ag pO: pe days; but the instances have 
b sufficient at: wutterent periods to 
cauge anxiety. rh

The  jPublic 
Health Sefvice conducts its own in- 
vestigation and if satisfied puts the 
shipper on its approved list, copies of 
which are sent monthly to the health 
officers of. the States, who in their 
turn are expected to see that shell- 
fish shipped by uncertified dealers 
are excluded from their markets. 


This plan does not mean ‘that the 
quality: of all oysters. offered. to the 
public is now certified by State and 
Federal officials, as something may 
happen to the oyster between the 
time it leaves the original shipper 
and is purchased from the retail 
dealer.

Cre- 
ated by the Provincial Congress, it 
soon became a part of the “‘national’’ 
or Continental Army, and was at- 


tached to General Scoll’s brigade, | 


with which it served continuously 
during the entire struggle for inde- 
pendence. 

After the war it was the only artil- 
lery unit of the regular army and 
“was used on the frontier against the 
Indians. It marched into the old 
Northwest and penetrated the wilder- 
ness as far as Eastern Ohio and In- 

diana.” 

At the Battle of New Orleans. 


When the new nation began to ex- 
tend its frontiers to the south the 
battery was in the vanguard again. 
It-fought-in Tennessee;Georgia and 
Alabama, working its way to the 
southwest until, in 1802, it reached 
Fort Adams,in the Mississippi Terri- 
tory. By 1808 it had moved south 
as far as New Orleans. In the famous 
post-war. victory of Jan. 8, 1815, when 
Andrew Jackson captured New Or- 
leans from the British after the of- 
ficial cessation of hostilities, Battery 
D formed a part of Old Hickory’s 
fighting forces. 

Captain Wollestoncraft’s mortars 
were emplaced at Fort St. Charles; 
one of the defenses of New Orleans.

\ By BERTRAM REINITZ, 
mwHE recent-announcement by’ & 
unit of the West Fifty-seventh 
Street group of fashionable 
specialty shops to the effect 
“tihgt? "besides “feminine ‘finery it 
would retail’ “French facials,’’ in- 
cluding the shadowing of the eyelids 
andthe curling of the eyelashes, em- 
phasizes still’ further the gréwth of 
a business which has advanced, in 
ten...years, to @ prominent. place 
among this country’s major divisions 
of commercial activity. 


The booths in the West: Fifty-sev- 
enth Street shops are of ebony and 
fluted silver; ‘redolent with lotions 
and creams: intended, when expertly 
applied, to make pleasing even the 
most ordinary countenance. The ex- 
quisite appointments bespeak the 
progress that has: been made in the 
beauty industry in New York.’ The 
comparatively few hairdressers who 
were experts in beauty culture in the 
metropolis before the World War did 
most of their work in the homes of 
their patrons: Today there are ap- 
proximately 4,000 shops equipped 
with modern devices for marceling, 
permanent-waving, complexion-reju- 
venating, violet-raying and for per- 
forming other beautifying operations. 

Millions for Cosmetics, 


The latest available statistics in- 
dicate that there are 40,000 beauty 
parlors in the nation, at which the 
public spends $5,000,000 a day. John 
R. Ryan, Secretary of the Beauty 
Industries Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, reports that the investment in 
the production of machinery, cos- 
metics and other supplies is slightly 
under $500,000,000. He contends that 
no other industry is more liberal in 
its expenditure for research to per- 
fect its products. He asserts that 
new appliances and compounds are 
devised almost daily. 

Among the newest machines is one 
testing hair to ascertain its probable 
reaction to the various waving, dye- 
ing and drying processes. Another 
is' a contrivance that fairly sprays 
the face with artificial sunshine, 
causing the skin to peel and give 
way to a fresher and cleaner layer. 
Then there is a scalp measuring 
device employed for minutely chart- 
ing bald areas with a view of ascer- 
tdining their response, if any, to va- 
rious hair-producing treatments. 

The contrivance of the hour in 
mud packs is a plastic mask to pro- 
mote the smoothness and cleanli- 
ness of faces. When removed it is 
a veritable cast of the features of 
the subject. Another mask, not of 
nud, and electrically operated, is 
clasped over the face and neck to 
vibrate away too ample contours. 

New Devices Introduced. 

iwew devices will be introduced and 
demonstrated at the annual conven- 
ion of the Beauty Industries Manu- 
facturers’ Association to be held in 
Chicago the first week in October. 
Represented at the gathering will be 
the outstanding producers of cos- 
metics, with the apparatus that are 
the first aids to present-day beauty. 
An important phase of the associa- 
tion’s convention program will be the 
formulation of plans to curb the ac- 
tivities of unethical persons in the 
trade who promise facial improve- 
ments far beyond the industry’s 
ability to effect. 

New York, according to Mr. Ryan, 
has become the beauty culture capi- 
tal of the country, with one or more 
shops in each of the communities 
that make up the city. 

“The tremendous growth of our 


neighborhood.fixture as is the grocery 
or stationery store,’”’ Mr. Ryan ex- 
plained. ‘‘These shops are not con- 
fined to the higher class localities. 
They: have been established in sec- 
tions ‘where a few years ago beauty: 
culture of any kind was regarded as 
a luxury to be enjoyed by the rich 
only. ; ‘tt at 
‘‘Ten years ago there were a few 
hundred hairdressers in this city and 
only a small percentage of them 
had shops. Women were averse to 
visiting the shops and most of the 
treatments were done in the homes 
of the patrons. Today there are 
shops that have close to a hundred 
booths. One woman has developed a 
business for which she was offered 
$7,500,000—an offer that she promptly 
and emphatically rejected. Another 
woman, just the other day, inti- 
mated to a syndicate that proposed 
to offer $6,000,000 for her beauty 
shops that it was trying to take 
advantage of her good-nature, 
“Having grown beyond a few 
simple processes, beauty treatments 
now available in the modern shop 
are almost infinite in variety. The 
Society for the Advancement of Hair 
and Beauty Science, as well as other 
cooperative organizations, is con- 
tinually evolving new forms of 
beauty culture. The conclusion was 
long since reached that beauty is 
more than skin deep—that the hair 
and. skin are highly sensitive to. blood 
and general organic conditions. It is 
generally known in our field that 
hair should not be dyed if a person 
is in depleted mental or physical con- 
dition or under medical treatment.” 


Influence of Business Women. 


The substantial increase since the 
war in the number of women en- 
gaged in commercial and professional 
occupations has contributed to the 
upbuilding of the beauty craft, in the 
opinion of Alice S. Ryan, secretary 
of the American Master Hair Dres- 
sers’ Association. She points out 
that women in business realize that 
a thoroughly well-groomed appear- 
ance is an unmistakable asset. 

“The thousands of unmarried wo- 
men in New York, approaching mid- 
dle life, are cognizant of the fact 
that they will be supplanted in their 
positions by younger persons if they

MUSEUM STUDIES RACE HORSE 
TO MAKE EXHIBITS REALISTIC 





Natural History Institution Gathers Data on 
Dogs, Too, for Reconstructing Skeletons 


ORSE races and dog races in 
the metropolitan district pro- 
vide recreation and sport for 
, the race track fan besides 
furthering the improvement of the 
breeds of such animals, thus fulfill- 
ing the main purpose of the owner 
and trainer.

A’Dream Six Centuries Old 


Among those who have contributed | 
to. the world: peace ideal are Pierre 
Dubois and - Emeric’: Crucé, © both 
Frenchmen; who “more than 600} 
years ago ‘discussed a world court | 
in separate treatises published a few 
years apart. Grotius, in the seven- | 
teenth century, dreamed of a time | 
when the sword should yield to the | 
parchment. And in the next century | 
two great philosophers, Rousseau | 
and Kant, turned their thoughts to 
the problems of perpetuating world 
peace. The settlement of the Ala- 
bama claims against Great Britain 
in 1872 was perhaps the first practi- 
cal attempt to put some of these 
theories to the test. It was a 
triumph of arbitration based upon an 
analysis of international law. It 
was the more triumphant. because 
the exploits of the Alabama as a 
Confederate privateer had come near 
involving Great Britain and _ the 
United States in war. Proposals for 
an international. court. were widely 
discussed in the United States after 
this incident. 

Twenty-five years later President 
McKinley, in his first inaugural mes- 
sage, declared that our foreign pol- 
icy had always looked toward ‘“‘the 
adjustment of difficulties by judicial 
methods rather than by force of 
arms.”’: The sentiment.acquired an 
ironical aspect the next year when the 
United States went to war against 
Spain—a conflict that might have 
been avoided with alittle home pa- 
tience: There was no, doubt, how- 
ever, that it was well meant. In 1899, 
after the crusade: against the Span- 
ish had dwindled into a guerrilla war 
against the Filipinos, President Mc- 
Kinley gave Secretary Hay instruc- 
tions to draw up plans. for a court 
to which all nations might submit 
“questions of disagreement among 
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them, ecb such as may relate 
to or .involve their: political inde- 


pendence or territorial integrity.'’

The Hague tribunal in 1914 was as 
useless as an umbrella in a hurri- 
cane. Perhaps. any _— international 
tribunal would have. been in such 
an emergency. It was on the theory 
that if peaceable means of obtain- 
ing international justice were in ex- 
istence and always available such 
emergencies might not arise that 
Article XIV was written into the 
Covenant of the League of Nations. 
Article XIV: did not go into details. 
It said that there should be a court 
“competent to hear and determine 
any dispute of an international char- 
acter which the parties thereto sub- 
mit to it.’’ It’also gave the tribunal 
power to render advisory opinions 
upon disputes or questions referred 
to it by the Council or Assembly 
of the League. 

The plan of organization was 
drawn up at The Hague, in June 
and July, 1920, by an international 
commission of which Elihu Root 





ed, and as adopted the same year 
by the League, it was substantially 
Colonel Roosevelt’s original Ameri- 
can proposal. To keep it as distinct 
as possible from the other organs 
of the League it was presented in 
the form of a treaty to be ratified 
separately. By September, 1921, 


| enough States had ratified to bring 


the treaty into force. The members 
of the tribunal were chosen during 
the same month and held their first 
session at The Hague early in 1922. 


The Court was at first open only 
to members of the League, or to na- 
tions mentioned in the annex to the 
League Covenant—the latter provi- 
sion being made in order to include 
the United States. But the Council 
almost immediately adopted a reso- 
lution opening the doors to any na- 
tion which would agree to keep the 
peace and respect the Court’s award 
either in a particular case or in all 
cases which might arise.

LAST BEAR HUNT IN SMOKIES 


By. EDNA LYNN SIMMS. 


APS. are about to be sounded for 

bear - hunting. .in the Great 

Smoky: Mountains of Eastern 
Tennessee and Western North Caro- 
lina. In. November a -party of 
twenty-five men join in the last 
large bear hunt in this region—last 
because the few remaining big black 
bear are .embraced in the area 
designated’ for the Great Smoky 
Mountains National Park, the estab- 
lishment of which now seems 4as- 
sured by the recent gift of $5,000,000 
from. the. Laura Spelman. Rockefeller 
Foundation to match a like amount 
raised by Tennessee and North Caro- 
lina. 

Today only a scanty remnant of 
the wild life that once abounded in 
this section remains. ‘Traps of all 
descriptions have been set since 
early pioneer days for the black 
bear in order to minimize his depre- 
dations and frequent hunting parties 
have been organized to kill him. 


Hunters in Plenty. 


There is usually no trouble in mus- 
tering all the necessary recruits for 
such expeditions, as mountain men 
are proverbially known to have 
plenty of spare time and to be excel- 
lent hunters. Then, too, for genera- 
tion upon generation, a big thrill has 
always attended a hunt for bear—the 
favorite big game of the mountain- 
eer. The hunts have had a three-fold 
advantage in that they have de- 
stroyed the foe to the safety of set- 
tlers and their live stock and have 
provided bear meat, which is a great 
luxury, and bear skins which were 
needed for rugs and coverings. Last,

On a bear hunt each hunter goes 
equipped with a high-powered rifle, 
a revolver, and a hunting knife. The 
leader places the men on ‘‘stands,”’ 
or vantage points, along the trail, 
where they. must remain quiet and 
watchful for .the coming.of the bear. 
(Incidentially, no man is permitted 
while ‘‘on location” to shoot at any- 
thing smaller than a wild turkey. 
This is to discourage the noise of 
shooting at squirrels or any small 
game that may appear while a 
stander is waiting for the real 
game.) 


Thirty minutes, perhaps, is the 
time allowed for the furthest 
‘stander’ to get on his »‘‘stand.” 
Then two men who are termed 
‘‘drivers’’ unleash the bear dogs that 
are highly trained in the art of going 
down into the rough under the 
Jaurel and starting the bear out 
along the course where the standers 
are anxiously awaiting the opportu- 
nity to shoot at him. 

Several shots may be fired before 
the death shot strikes home. Some- 
times the target may run the gaunt- 
let of fire unscathed... But usually 
some one lands a fatal shot, in which 
event he fires his revolver three 
times. When this signal is heard the 
other hunters rend the mountain 
stillness with the loud cry of ‘Bear 
meat! Bear meat!’ On and on this 
ery is wafted from. one Rene - to 
another.

All the hunters help in get- 
ting wood and water, in dressing 
game and in performing other 
duties; but it falls to the cook to 
take the lead in the preparation of 
the meals and to stay behind and 
watch camp. 
To the Killer the Skin. 

According to custom, the skin of 
the bear goes to the man who kills 
it. The meat is ‘‘community prop- 
erty,’’ and so belongs to all the hunt- 
ers. All the meat necessary is, of 
course; used while the’ men are in 
camp. All that is left~and it may 
be a considerable amount if luck 
happens to be good and two or three 
bears ranging in weight from 100 to 
400 pounds are captured—is divided 
in this way: The meat is cut up 
into as many. portions as there are 
members of the party. ‘Then in or- 
der that there may be no favoritism 
shown in the distribution one man is 
selected, blindfolded, or gets behind 
a tree at some distance from tne 
others. Another man picks up a 
portion of meat» and asks ‘*Whose 
meat. is this?” Whereupon. the 
man who cannot see names one of 
the party, who comes up and claims 
his share of the meat. 

Sometimes it happens that a hunter 
who has already killed a bear on that 
hunt or @ previous one does not need 
or desire a new. bear skin, while some 
less fortunate member of the party 
may be eager for such a trophy. In 


this event the skin may be sold to‘

made clever use of the national 
groups which make up the old Hague 
tribunal. Each of these groups was 
to nominate four persons, of whom 
not more than two could be of its 
own nationality. From this panel the 
Council and Assembly of the League 
were delegated to select the eleven 
judges and four deputy judges who 
make up the Court. These were to 
|be chosen ‘regardless of their na- 
tionality from among persons of 
high moral character, who possess 
the qualifications required in their 
respective countries for appointment 
to the highest judicial offices, or are 
jurisconsults of recognized compe- 
tence in international law.’’ It was 
under this statute that John Bas- 
sett Moore, one of America’s two 
or three foremost authorities in his 
field, was elected in 1921. Mr. 
Hughes comes easily within the same 
definition, though he has been more 
concerned with the practice of in- 
ternational relations than with their 
legal theories. 


The System of Election. 


Each candidate must have an ab- 
solute majority of the votes in both 
the Assembly and the Council. The 
judges are elected for nine years. 
The eleven who compose the pernia- 
nent bench are not permitted to hold 
any political or administrative office. 
The deputy judges are called in only 
when one or more of the regular 
judges cannot attend. When a va- 
cancy. occurs, as it did with the 
resignation of Mr. Moore, the regu- 
lar procedure of election is followed 
Thus Mr. Hughes was nominated by 
more than enough countries to. in- 
sure his election, though other names 
were also brought before the League. 
Judges are eligible for re-election 
and in most instances, perhaps, can 
have a life tenure if they wish it. 
Whether they wish it or not may 
depend upon the prestige which the 
Court is able to attain. Perhaps it 
will some day outrank in dignity 
and importance any of the national 
courts, such as our own Supreme 
Court. 


Precedence of Judges. 


Incidentally the order of prec- 
edence of the Judges in diplomatic 
functions has. already become a 
vexed question. The Court’s own 
view is that its members should hold 
ambassadorial rank, a point not yet 
completely conceded by the Govern- 
ment of the Netherlands. They do 
enjoy, however, the. usual ‘‘diplo- 
matic privileges:and exemptions.”’ 

The Court is headed by a President 
and its records are kept by a Regis- 
trar, both of whom are elected by 
the Court itself, serve for three 
years, and are-in permanent resi- 
dence at. The Hague. Sessions are 
held once a@ year, beginning at: the 
middle of June and continuing until 
there are no more cases to be dis- 
posed of. If any emergency arises, 
the President may summon an ex- 
traordinary session. There have al- 
ready been seven such sessions and, 
in general, it is safe to say that the 
court will always be available when- 
ever its services are wanted. As no

for organizing and simplifying pro- 
cedure. In labor cases and also in 
cases relating to transit and com- 
munication a special chamber of five 
Judges is provided for. They are 
aided in their judgments by four 
‘‘technical assessors,”’ who are ex- 
perts in the given field but who do 
not have the right to vote. Another 
chamber of three Judges has been 
established to expedite the Court’s 
business by what is known in law 
as summary procedure—which so 
far as the layman is concerned 
means cutting out all possible red 
tape and formality. In each case: 
Judges of the nationality of the con- 
tending parties retain their right to 
sit. If one or both of the litigants 
should happen to have no represen- 
tation on the bench the vacancy can 
be filled from among the deputy 
judges or from among persons who 
have been nominated as candidates 
for the Court. 


This recognition of national in- 
terests seemed to be necessary, 
though its principle is, of course, 
contrary to that usually prevailing 
in national courts. It is a little like 
allowing Mr. Jones and Mr. Brown 
each to have a representative on 
the bench when they appear before 
the United States Supreme Court. 
It is a recognition that the judg- 
ments at The Hague must be en- 
forced not by law but by public opin- 
ion and that they probably will not 
be enforced in any case unless the 
litigants are convinced that they 
have been treated with «scrupulous 
fairness. 


Jurisdiction of the Court. 


The Court’s jurisdiction is very 
carefully defined. It includes, by 
special agreement with each of the 
member States, the interpretation 
of treaties; questions of interna- 
tional law, the existence of facts 
which, if proved, would constitute the 
breach of an international ' obliga- 
tion and the reparation to be made 
if such a breach has occurred. The 
Court is the official tribunal for any 
matter which the League desires to 
refer to it. It is competent to apply 
international conventions, to in- 
terpret international custom and to 
lay down ‘‘the general principles of 
law recognized by civilized nations.”’ 

The languages used are French 
and English, as at meetings of the 
Council and Assembly; litigants are 
represented by agents and by coun- 
sel; the arguments: are presented 
both orally and by’ briefs, and the 
Court has the right to appoint an 
individual or a commission to in- 
vestigate and render an expert 
opinion. Opinions are rendered by a 
majority vote, with the President or 
his deputy casting’ a deciding ballot 
in case of a tie. There is no appeal 
unless facts not knotvn at the time 
of the litigation are brought forward.

CLEAR picture of the vast 
airway systems of Europe, 
with special ‘attention to 

the organization of the three 
great airports at Croydon, Le 
Bourget and Tempelhof, is pre- 
sented in the article that fol- 
lows. The growth and difficul- 
ties. of aviation are discussed 
and compared in the light of our 
own experience. The writer, 
who but recently returned from 
an extended trip of itspection 
abroad, is the Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy for Aeronau- 
tics.

ERONAUTICAL activities class- 
ify themselves naturally on 
continental lines. The air- 
plane cannot be confined in 

its travels oy any land frontier or 
viewed completely from the stand- 
point of any one country, but the At- 
lantic and Pacific still serve as ef- 
fective barriers to any regular inter- 
continental. operation of heavier- 
than-air craft. The force of their re- 
sistance to the passage of commer- 
cial or military airplanes in their 
practical pursuits is gradually weak- 
ening, but we shall have some time 
yet to wait before oceans can be dis- 
regarced or crossed as light-heart- 
edly <3 lakes and mountain ranges 
@re today. 

For the purposes of air transport 
or of any other type of flying de- 
signed to be independent of airplane- 
ecatrying ships, America forms one 
unit, Europe another, and the two 
are bonded only by the occasional 
exploit of an Alcock or a Lindbergh. 
In part by choice, in part by political 
and economic compulsion, aviation 
has progressed in the Eastern Hemi- 
sphere along lines very different’ 
from these followed. in the ‘New. 
World. Starting from a common 
point many years ago, our lines of 
development have diverged to such 
an ‘extent, especially in commercial 
flying, as to make the time-worn con- 
troversy over which Continent is 
“ahead’’ of the other as sterile as it 
is venerable. But those responsible 
for progress on each side of the At- 
lantic can learn much from the other. 
The very fact of our. differences 
makes comparative study the more 
interesting and valuable. 


National Differences. 


Ht would, of course,.be too sweep- 
ing a generalization to treat of Euro- 
pean practices as being clearly de- 
fined,. or: .standardized’ the whole 
Continent over. ‘There are very 
sharp differences between typical 
German and typical British  -air- 
planes, for example, or between the 
methods of aircraft construction in 
use in France and those favored in 
Holland. Nevertheless, up to & cer- 
tain point generalization is feasible, 
especially in writing of economic 
status and operating methods of the 
air transport companies, for where 
international flying is the order of 
the day the nations react upon each 
other as they never do upon us. 


_ French and British air lines com- 
pete for the same traffic, and their 
officials must keep the minutest 
watch upon each other lest they be 
outmatched in any attraction or fall 
under any economic penalty which 
their rivals escape, Their pilots fra- 
ternize, their planes are in the hands 
of the same mechanics at the termini 
of their voyages, and they. develop a 
body of common experience which 
serves to guide them all, of whatever 
nationality, in shaping future’ poli- 
cies, 

Of pre-eminent importance among 
the factors that have governed the 
course taken by aviation in Europe 
asa whole has been the frequency of 
international boundaries on the Eu- 
ropean. map. The’ comparatively 
ghiall size of most Buropean coun- 
tries, “with its inevitable consequence 
“that most aerial journeys of atiy ‘ini+ 
‘portance must be international, “has 
been at Once a blessing afd & ‘curse 
‘¢6 the operator of air transport lines.

Half a dozen years ago it seemed 
to me that the advantages of the 
political complexity of Europe out- 
weighed, from the purely — selfish 
point of view of those engaged in 
developing air transport, its draw- 
backs. Certainly the greater: sim- 
plicity of air travel as seen by the 
passenger was a useful stimulus. to 
traffic in the early days. The ad- 
vantages, however, have long since 
been fully exploited, and the draw- 
backs are still making themselves 
plainly felt. 


In interpreting European activities 
in terms of American experience, 
and especially in comparing ground 
organization and dirway develop- 
ment, bear in mind that European 
progress has been constrained by po- 
litical, linguistic and other factors 
of which we, blessed with a political- 
ly uninterrupted territory of 3,000;- 
000.square miles and 3;000 miles-from 
sea to sea, and sharing. a common 
tongue with our neighbors on the 
north who. fly their flag over an even 
vaster area, fortunately have had 
no experience. 


International Lines. 


International air lines remain the 
subject-‘of special negotiations in 
éach individual case, and national 
interests are played off against each 
other for the extraction of mutual 
advantage. The difficulties between 
the British and Persian Governments, 
which have so far entirely prevent- 
ed the establishment of the pro- 
posed Egypt-India air service, are 
generally known. It is perhaps not 
so generally understood in Amsrica 
that similar difficulties heve still to 
be encountered even in Western 
Europe. 


The case has recently arisen of an 
air line which has for some time 
been operating between twzo impor- 
tant. centres, with an intermediate 
stop in one of the commercial .cen- 
res of a much smaller State. It is 
now proposed, in order to save time, 
that the intermediate break of the 
journey be omitted. The Govern- 
ment of the small country. proposes 
to forbid the change, alleging thet 
the line would become a new one 
to which the agreement previously 
made would not apply, and refusing 
permission for the making of twice- 
daily flights back and forth across 
its lands vrithout alightitig. Its at- 
titude, so long as there is no uni- 
versal adherence to any agreement 
guaranteeing full freedom, is a very 
natural one, and is likely to be com- 
mon enough to form a serious ob- 
stacle to the multiplication of long 
non-stop commercial runs. 

Some headway is being made 
against this tangle of obstructions, 
but theré remains much to be done 
before the commercial airplane will 
be as completely assured of free pass- 
age and a welcome in all ports as 
merchant shipping is today. 


Use of Foreign Airplanes. 


One encouraging development, and 
an important one for ‘the American 
airpiane industry, is the lightening 
of restrictions on the private ‘raie 
and use of foreign airplanes. Three 
er four years ego some of the lead- 
ing airplane-manufacttring {totes 
were protecting their own industry 
by what emounted to absolute pro- 
hibition of impertation, refusing res- 
istration. to planes ‘manufactured 
abroad. Now, however, there is a 
general mutual recognition of in- 
spection and analysis pérformed by 
other Governments adhering to the 
Same general standards, and planes 
for private ownership and employ- 
ment can be sold freely back and 
forth among the leading European 
States. A former British Air Minis- 
ter has, in fact, recently purchased 
for his own use a German plane 
which met his requirements of capac- 
ity end performance more nearly 
than anything made in the Britisa 
Empire.

In the administration of interna- 
tional air transport there are other 
obstacles, inevitable and based on no 
obstructionist desires. Most obvious 
is the barrier of languages. While 
meteorological reports and: kindred 
information have been largely stand- 
ardized as to form and are ex- 
changed between ground stations in 
a standardized code, the radio com- 
munication with the planes requires 
the use of language as a medium, 
many of the pilots and mechanics 
who operate the radio being un- 
skilled in the use of code. Occasional 
difficulties naturally result when 
planes of four or five different na- 
tionalities, corresponding to as many 
different tongues‘for their crews, are 
in communication with a single sta- 
tion, 


Even though radio operators at the 
ground stations at the great airports 
may be masters of all languages, 
broadcasting of weather and other 


‘information for the simultaneous 


benefit of all hearers is inevitably re- 
stricted. The radiophone expression 
for distress, corresponding to the fa- 
miliar S O S in code and to be em- 
ployed in case of impending forced 
descent in the English Channel, is 
standardized. The English pilot gives 
it in the seemingly meaningless form 
“mayday,” an Anglicization of the 
French, ‘‘m’aidez,’’ (‘‘help me.’’) 
Among the most serious effects of 
the international nature of long-dis- 
tance commercial flying in Europe 
is its virtual prohibition of night fiy- 
ing. In commercial operation at 
night America leads the world with 
no close second. Nowhere else in the 
world is regular night flying carried 
on in the face of such topographic 
obstacles as exist on the route be- 
tween New York and Cleveland. 


Night Flying in Europe, 


While nizht flying on commercial 
routes has had nothing like the wide- 
spread development in Europe that 
it has among us, it is by no means 
unknown. The experiments made be- 
tween London and Paris a number 
of. years. aga have never~ been. fol- 
lowed up by the instituticn of a reg- 
ular service, the distance being too 
short to offer much benefit for either 
passengers or mail, particularly as 
most of the crack limited trains leave 
Paris at an early hour of the evening 
and a night air service would not be 
of much use in making train connec- 
tions from London. Germany, how- 
ever, is in a different situation, and 
night flying there, although as yet 
practiced on only two routes, is at 
any rate carried on with reguiarity 
on those two. 


When the air route to Moscow was 
first opened the traveler from Berlin 
started on a night traia, making a 
change to the airplane early in the 
morning at Kénigsberg and reaching 
the Soviet capitel late in the after- 
noon. Now, end indeed for the last 
two Summers, he covers the whole 
distance by, air. The three-engined 
monoplane takes its flight from the 
Berlin airport at 11 o’clock in the 
evening end lands at Konigsberg, 400 
miles to the northeast, a little before 


4 o’clock.:.Dawn. having already ap- 


pe2red in that far. northern latitude, 
the flight continues without the need 
of ground lights, and Moscow is at- 
tained at 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 
he return schedule is also arranged 
to call for the covering of only the 
K6nigsberg-Berlin stretch during 
darkness. The other night service is 
that between Berlin and Hanover 
and is flown with express and mail 
only. Until a few months ago the 
Lafthansa’s night-flying organization 
was directed by Herman Koehl, 
whose name is now well known in 
America, 


The aggregate length of the lighted 
airways regularly flown at night is 
thus @ little less than 600 miles, and 
they are marked by rotating beacons 
of the type familiar to every dweller 
near an American airway, and at 
about the same spacing eas is used 
by the Department of Commerce in

Most important of the night ‘ter- 
minals is the great field at Tempel- 


hof, the airport of Berlin, ‘which has 


its boundaries defined by neon tubes, 
glowing red, with observation tower 
and radio mast surmounted by fur- 


et |ther clusters of similar tubes flash- 


ing the letter “‘B” in code through- 





out the night as the identifying mark 
of the field. 


It was my privilege, by the kind- 
ness of Otto Merkel of the Deutsche 
Lufthansa directorate, and of Herr 
von: Schréder and.other members of 
the staff, to make a midnight flight 
over Berlin, and to see for myself 
how the neon boundary lights iden- 
tified the field. Let the most unin- 
structed: passenger sit in the cabin 
while the airplane is turned about 
until he had completely lost his ori- 
entation, then sweep the most casual 
glance over the innumerable thou- 
sands of points of light of Berlin 
and its suburbs, and that.long string 
of glowing red hyphens marking out 
the rectangle of landing area springs 
up to catch the eye and hold it. The

_ ., European Subsidies, 

It would, of course, be quite futile 
to dwell upon any comparison be- 
tween this and our own situation. 
Aside from all the other political, 
economic,. psychological and topo- 
graphic factors of difference that 
might be mentioned, outstanding is 
the fact that European operations 


.| in air transport universally rest upon 


the aid of a direct subsidy paid in 
cash to the operating companies. 

With that income assured, it be- 
comes possible to carry on activities 
that might otherwise have to be re- 
jected as uneconomic. Impossible 
though direct comparison may be, 
however, the development. of the 
European air transport network is 
exceedingly ipteresting to air-minded 
Americans who look to the future, 
for some of what they are already 
experiencing, under the impulse of 
the subsidy, will be partially paral- 
leled here as our air traffic grows 
more and more intense. ; 

The extraordinary multiplication of 
air routes in Germany is in part due

Passenger Carrying. 


In the face of the handicaps to 
which they have been subject and 
which have limited the breadth of 
their activities, but enthusiastically 
backed by their Governments and in 
some cases by whole peoples, Euro- 
pean air transport companies have 
made , very remarkable | progress. 
They continue; taking them as a 
whole, to specialize in passenger 
carrying rather than in mail or ex- 
press, although the proportion of 
non-passenger business has grown. 
For Europe in its entirety that pro- 
portion now amounts to about 25 
per cent., the passengers furnishing 
three-quarters. of the commercial 
load. 

Passengers demand for their ac- 
commodation facilities and luxuries 
which have no place in the plane of 
a, company primarily carrying mails, 
with an occasional passenger taken 
at his. own demand. but not partic- 
ularly. solicited. Passengers, too, 
earing for their own transportation 
to. their destinations at the terminals, 
often, find it. profitable to, make by 
air a journey. very much shorter 
than would justify the use of the air- 
plane for the carriage of any inani- 
mate ‘cargo. . Closely interconnected 
with the predominance of passenger 
traffic, therefore, are the two most 
striking features of present-day Eu- 
ropean air transport: the extraor- 
dinarily intensive: development and 
close. spacing of the network of 
lines covering certain areas, partic- 
ularly: Germany, and the magnifi- 
cence of appointment and equipment 
of certain of the great terminal air- 

The area of the German Republic 
is only one-sixteenth that of the con- 
tinental United States, yet the ag- 
gregate length of its air routes (many 
of them operated only through the

If batiles are of any ‘significance 


at all’in the history of mafkind, and!” 
if any place where men died Yor ‘a 
cause deserves to be ‘wemembered; 
then Saratoga has claims that can- 

not be denied. If: Burgoyne had won 
at Saratoga it is highly probable 
that there never would have beeh = 
United States of America. The en- 
counter did not amount to much by 
modern standards of men and metal. 
But it was a great battle for its 
generation and a tremendous con- 
flict in its results. 

It put an end forever to the British 
hope of cutting off New England— 
bumptious, radical New Mngland— 
from the rest of the country. Tt 
showed that untrained American, 
provincials could attack and whip 
British and Hessian regulars—a fact 
which even Washington’s successful 
skirmishes in New Jersey had left a 
little dubious. It led the French 
King, eager to bet on the winning 
horse, to recognize the revolutionary 
government. 

Much was settled in this out-of-the- 
way corner of the woods—much 
more, no doubt, than those engaged 
could. tealize. Saratoga was the 
Gettysburg of the Revolution. It 
marked a high-water line to which 
no British efforts ever again 
ascended. 


The Battle Site Neglected. 

This fact has always been recog- 
nized readily enough in the histories. 
Despite a few monuments it has not 
been adequately recognized in any 
other way. After the Revolution the 
region around Saratoga, until then 
almost a wilderness, received its 
first flood of settlers, most of whom 
were too much occupied with earn- 
ing a living to give time to historical 
memories. Some of them had 
fought in the battles—it was old stuff 
for them, yet too near to be thought 
of as History. Several families ac- 
tually residing on the scene during 
the war went on living there, and in 
at least one instance their descen- 
dents are living there today. Occa- 
sionally bullets, bayonets, buttons 
and human bones—there were plenty 
of human bones even after the wolves 
had done the best—were plowed 
up. But the minds of the farmers 
svere more on raising crops than on 
finding relics. 

This stern practicality has survived 
fn some quarters to the present day. 
It may have been responsible for 
the failure of the heads of the two 
legislative committees involved to 
give their assent to the spending of 
money appropriated last Winter to 
buy Jand for the proposed battle. 
ground park. Governor Smith 
paused in the midst of his Presiden- 
tial campaign the other day to point 
out that he had done his best to 
make the money available. 

But’ despite the inertia in legisla- 
tive quarters, the plan to create a 
memé6rial park is going ahead. The 
natural beauty of the scene is enough 
to make one wish to preserve it for- 
ever from vandalism, even though 
there were no awe-inspiring event 
to commemorate. 

New York~-State has bolder land- 
gcapes. It has none more gentle or 
poetic, It is as though the discern- 
ing eye of Koskiusko had selected 
the spot for its rural charm rather 
than for its military advantages.

That the battleground. is..a..unit 
which would be marred by any omis- 
sions, the visitor cannot help seeing. 
The scene is one which hangs to- 
gether, even for the non-military 
eye. Here are the Americans, oecu- 
pying a wide circle on elevated land 
running toward the river. Entrench- 
ments, batteries and a bridge pro- 
tect their right flank and enable 
them to keep in touch with forces 
on the other shore. In their front 
are breastworks, well supplemented 
by fallen trees. Fallen trees guard 
their left flank also. An enemy who 
can come through these entangle- 
ments, in the face of sharpshooters 
who kill at 700 yards, must be made 
of iron. 

When the British advance, Ameri- 
can sharpshooters go out in front of 
their own lines and take to the trees. 
The British complain that this is un- 
fair fighting. aGtes, well behind his 
trenches, surveys the scene with con- 
siderable calmness, as well he might, 
During ‘some of the hottest fighting, 
he sits in his quarters arguing the 
merits’ of the -reyoultionary cause 
with a captured British officer. Since 
1777 the-character of, the terrain has 
been changed, chiefly by the cutting 
down of trees:and clearing away‘ of 
underbrush. But the essentials can 
be recaptured, especially if one visits 
the scene in the Fall, when the leaves 
are taking on color. 


The Plight of Burgoyne. ~ 


Burgoyne had come to.the-river and 
crossed to the west bank. He had 
fought his way down Lake Cham- 
plain, taken Ticonderoga, bridged 
countless little streams in order to 
drag his heavy baggage train over 
them, and had finally arrived at what 
seemed striking distance of Albany. 
There, ‘if all had gone well; he’ would 
have met Howe and the scissoring 
operation which was to isolate New 
England would have been complete. 
But he had already tasted defeat be- 
fore ‘the fighting around Saratoga 
had opened. On Aug. 16 the Hessian 
detachment sent to seize supplies at 
Bennington,- Vt,, had been’ routed. 

When Burgoyne reached the vicin- 
ity of Saratoga. he was beginning to 
need food for his men and feed for 
his horses. His first brush with the 
Americans came when one of his for- 
aging parties ventured too far. His 
camp was surrounded: on nearly 
every side by scouts and pickets, who 
picked off stragglers and made it 
nearly impossible to bring in food: 
One-deadly little: skirmish occurred 
in -@ potato patch which the fam- 
ished’ Britishers were trying to raid. 
His object was to keep on advanc- 
ing, whereas that of the Americans 
was to block his path.

The Neilson house, still. standing, 
has..the »thrill. of aneuthentic sur- 
vival. It is a simple striieture—a 
kitchenand general living room, a@ 
lean-to, and an attic) The old fire- 
place has had to be rebuilt.and some 
other alterations made.but the gen- 
eral effect of the house had been 
carefully retained. The Neilsons 
lived simply, but it was a simplicity 
that—at least in Summer time—a 
modern city dweller might envy. The 
site was superb and the forest full 
of game. 

The Death of Neilson. 


Burgoyne’s Indian scouts penetrat- 
ed ‘to the Neilson farm in one of the 
first skirmishes. Neilson, running 
for safety, was shot and fell dead 
acress his own threshold. Near the 
house is the Neilson well, which was 
in existence in 1777 and still fur- 
nishes an abundance of.water.. A 
tin bucket has replaced the old odken 
one, but the’ flavor cannot be 
changed. Here, ‘pausing between 
gulps to gaze across at the enemy 
lines,- many a- continental soldier 
drank his fill in the thirsty days of 
late: September and early October, a 
century and a half ago. 

The modern Fort Neilson, just be- 
yond the Neilson — house, “contains 
some of the timbers which were in 
the old fort, though it is frankly a 
twentieth. century, product:, It was 
built after a study of the plans and 
pictures of typical blockhouses of the 
period and. would probably. appear 
perfectly natural in the eyes of a 
Revolutionary soldier. It would have 
been hard to capture without can- 
non. Loopholes allow for artillery 
and musket firing. The second story 
overhangs so that fire could be di- 
rected downward on an enemy at- 
tempting to rush the door. Block- 
houses of this type were, of. course, 
chiefly. of use against the Indians. 

From Fort Neilson one)zoes down 
a gentle slope, now cleared of the 
bristling entanglements: which cov- 
ered it in 1777, toward the debatable 
ground. On one’s right is the river, 





with Mill Creek flowing into it and 
little ravines’ flowing in their turn 
across the battlefield into Mill Creek. 
These ravines were of immense ad- 
vantage to the Americans, with their 
genius for fighting from cover, and 
a great obstacle to the British, who 
relied’ upon close formations and 
preferred to fight in open country. 

To the left are the low ranges of 
hills along which Arnold advanced 
when he outflanked the enemy and 
attacked«the Breyman redoubt. If 
one follows the road to Quaker 
Springs, which runs in a northwest- 
erly direction from Fort Neilson, one 
comes, just beyond Mill Creek, to the 
point where the Hessian grenadiers 
straddled the road during the battle 
of Oct. 7. Many of them left their 
bones at this point, to be gnawed by 
wolves and to whiten unburied for 
many a long year in the sun and 
Tain. 

It was near this point» that the 
British General Simon Frazer, a gay 
and hearty man who had ridden out 
to battle after an excellent break- 
fast, was fired upon by an American 
rifleman. His companions urged him 
to dismount. He‘refused.’ ‘The shots 
came closer. He reeled with a bullet 
in the stomach and. was-carried back 
through the ranks of his dismayed 
soldiery to die slowly and miserably. 
The approximate point from which 
the shot which struck Frazer “was 
fired was recently measured by the 
road surveyors. He was hit at-2,100 
feet—remarkable ‘shooting for «the 
weapons of 1777. 


This happened on what is now the 
Percy Condon farm. On the right of 
Condon’s lies -Gannon’s, and -on the 
right of Gannon’s lies Freeman’s, 
which gave the battle one of its sev- 
eral names. ' Here’ was the fiercest 
fighting and here is a field which 
‘was soaked with the blood of hun- 
dreds of soldiers of both armies. 
Across this field, .during the’ nights 
after the first battle, came bands of 
howling and hungry wolves. The 
horror of the scene may be faintly 
imagined. But.today the spot is one 
of perfect peace. One could lie on 
one’s back in the tall grass, where 
so,Many men. lay bleeding 151 years 
ago, and forget wars.

Prompt Action Needed. 


Such is the Saratoga battlefield, as 
it will probably continue to be called, 
despite the inaccuracy of the name. 
The total sum originally &ppropriated 
by the Legislature to obtain posses- 
sion of the whole. field.as .a, State 
park. was $232,000. Everything con- 
sidered, this was not an exorbitant 
amount to spend for such a purpose. 
It was, however, cut to less than 
half in the legislative committees, 
and of the remaining sum about $72,- 
000 remains unexpended. During the 
last year the Slingerland board has 
been able to do nothing except ac- 
quire the Smodell and Sarle farms, 
which have already been mentioned. 
The prices of the ‘rémaining land 
are said by those who know real es- 
tate values in the neighborhood not 
to be exorbitant. 

There is danger, however, as Mr. 
Slingerland has pointed out, that a 
further delay will result in specu- 
lation, and perhaps in an invasion 
by ‘hotels, roadhouses, filling’ stations 
and hot-dog stands, that would de- 
stroy.- much of the charm of the 
Scenery.. To. prevent’ this, Mr. Slin- 
gerland believes, an aroused public 
opinion is necessary. 

“The delay in acquiring the land 
at the Saratoga battlefield,’ said 
Governor Smith in the statement al- 
ready mentioned, ‘‘is not up to any 
executive official. It is clearly and 
distinctly up to the Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
Assembly and the Chairman of .the 
Committee on Finance of the Senate, 
who have up to date withheld their 
approval of the purchase of Jand pur- 
suant to the appropriation made at 
the last session of the’ Legislature.’’

HE decisive Republican ‘victory 

in Maine on Sept. 10 drew the 

‘nation’s attention to a new 

figure, Colonel William Tudor Gardi- 

““ner, Governor-eléct at the age of 

thirty-six, who has risen through the 

political ranks since he came back 
from the World War. 

Colonel Gardiner is ‘of ‘the sixth 


generation iti déscént from’ Dr.’ Syl’ 


vanus Gardiner, one 'of ‘thé proprie- 
tors of the Kennebec Purchase, and 
Oaklands, the magnificent stone 
castle and estate in the little City of 
Gardiner, has been owned in the 
Gardiner family since 1754. It is one 
of the show places of Central Maine. 

Dr. 


aside’ for his own estate this 400- 
acre .tract. bordering the ‘smoothly 
flowing .Kennebec. 

When James G. Blaine returned 
from,a trip to Europe, where he had 
been entertained at many. great 
houses, he made the statement that 
none of the baronial halls and lands 
of that country could compare with 
this natural park of field, forest and 
lake.’ About two-thirds of the acre- 
age is still preserved in a state of 


primeval beauty embellished by mod- 


ern landscape gardening. Oaklands 


lies a mile and a half south of Gar- 


diner on the river road. : 
Colonel Gardiner loves the old 
home: where he spent a happy boy- 
hood. His father was Robert H. 
Gardiner, who died in 1924, a lawyer 
and one of the most distinguished 
laymen of the Episcopal Church in 
the United States. He attended many 
important gatherings of churchmen 
abroad, and was: recogrized as a 
leading figure at the great Lambeth 
Conference held in London. 


‘The Family in Politics. 


The last member of the family ac- 
tive in political affairs, preceding 
the Governor-elect, was the latter’s 
great-great-grandfather, Robert H. 
Gardiner, the first Mayor of Gar- 
diner, John Gardiner, an uncle, four 
generations back, ‘was a representa- 
tive from the old. Pownalsborough 
District; now Dresden, and was 
drowned in 1793 while making a trip 
on a-sailing packet: to attend a ses- 
sion ‘of the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture.: The grandfather of Colonel 
Gardiner, for whom he was named, 
Lieut; Col. John William Tudor Gar- 
diner; was graduated. from West 
Point, and served in the army for 
the remainder of his life. For a time 
during the Civil War he was Provost 

Marshal of Maine. 

In 1916 Colonel Gardiner married 
Margaret Thomas of Boston. Her 
father was Washington B. Thomas; 
her grandfather, Captain Joseph B. 
Thomas, and her great-grandfather, 
Samuel Thomas. All. were born 
across the Kennebec from Oaklands 
in Pittston. They were the Thomases 
from” which Thomaston took its 
namé—that picturesque Maine town 
which once built stately sailing ships 
and furnished skilled master mari- 
ners to navigate them on the seven 
seas. 

Mrs. Gardiner’s father was & 
President of the American Sugar 
Company, but retired about fifteen 
years’ ago, She shares all of her 
husband’s love for the outdoors. 
Both are devotees of horseback rid- 
ing. “They have four children—Mar- 
garet, Tudor, Thomas and Sylvester. 

Both Colonel and Mrs. Gardiner are 
deeply interested in the farm which 
is a part of Oaklands. They are 
especially interested in raising fine 
sheep. The Gardiner ewes, rams and 
lambs have captured many firsts and 
seconds at Maine’s agricultural 
fairs. The Colonel classifies his 
activities in raising prime live stock 
not as a hobby, but rather as a 
growing industrial venture. He has 
now-been at it five years, and is an 
enthusiastic member of the Maine 
Sheep and Wool Growers’ Associa- 
tion... 

Colonel Gardiner attended the 
Groton School, at Groton, Mass., at 
a time when. the three Roosevelt 
boys were there... He was captain of 
the football team, rowed on the crew 
and was Senior.Prefect.. At Har- 
vard. University, where he. graduated 
in 1914, he was President of his class 
and President of the Maine Club. 

While a diligent student, he also 
became distinguished as ‘one of the 
best all-around college athletes of his 
day. He was a star of the football 
team and rowed on the eight. Dur- 
ing the Summers of his. college years 
he became known in international 
athletic circles. He rowed at St. 
Catherine’s, Ontario; Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia and at Henley, 
England. In 1913 he -wonthe na- 
tional intermediate. single sculling 
championship, and with Sullivan A. 
Sargent. the Gnuiie sculling .cham- 
pionship. 

Following utrnadanie at the Har- 
vard Law School he was admitted to 
the Massachusetts bar. while sta 
tioned at Camp Bartlett with his 
regiment, and to thé Maine char at 
the termination of the World War.

I was finally made a sergeant, ‘but 
Tudor -was’'a’ Lieutenant ‘when. he 
came back ‘from: France. ‘Youbet 
that: was because he deserved, his 
rank and not for any other reason.’’ 

Colonel Gardiner enlisted .in »Au- 
gust; 1917, as a private in the First 
Maine Heavy Artillery at Brunswick, 
in what was known as the Milliken 
Regiment. ..: 


He served -with it for, nearly i 


years when .it. was reorganized as 
the ‘Fifty-sixth Pioneer Infantry, and 
saw nine months’ services overseas. 
Declining to leave the regiment. to 
attend officers’ training school, jn 
June, 1918, he was commissioned 
from the ranks as Second Lieutenant 
and later promoted to First Lieuten- 
ant. His.regiment saw service in the 
Meuse-Argonne. offensive and after 
the armistice served in the army of 
occupation in Germany, from which 
he received honorable discharge in 
May, 1919. 

Returning home, he engaged in the 
practice of law at Augusta, associat- 
ing himself with Representative John 
. Nelson of the Third Maine  Con- 
gressional District and Charles L. 
Andrews, who had been an associate 
of Herbert M. Heath, one of Maine's 
most distinguished lawyers. Colonel 
Gardiner’s knowledge of law and his 
sound judgment have been. widely 
recognized. He has received numer- 
ous appointments to many positions 
of trust. 

He has served on the Maine Coun- 
cil of the American Bar Association, 
has been admitted to practice in the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
and is the author of works on legal 
subjects, 

His home city of Gardiner has sig- 
nally honored him, his name appear- 
ing on the directorates of many 
banks and trust companies. He is a 
Past Commander of the Gardiner 
Post of the American Legion and be- 
longs to the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, Military Order of the World 
War and Sons of Veterans. He is a 





thirty-second degree Mason, a 
Shriner, Elk, Odd Fellow and a mem- 
ber of miscellaneous organizations. 
Tudor Gardner was first heard of in 
politics.when be became’'a member of 


the Maine House of Representatives. 


in 1921 and again in 1923. In .1925 
he was honored with the Speakership 
of the House. But. once before in:the 
more. than 100 years. of .Maine’s 
Statehood has the Speakership gone 


to the community of Gardiner. That}. 


was in 1829, when George Evans, who 
was afterward recognized as a leader 
of the Whig. Party in Congress, 
wielded the gavel as presiding of- 
ficer. In 1926 Colonel Gardiner pre- 
sided at the. Republican State Con- 
vention. 


Fun in Campaigning. :’} 


With characteristic originality; Colo- 
mel Gardiner has: Managed’ to in- 
ject a lot of fun into his campeign- 
ing methods, He has owned and 
sailed. boats along the Maine coast 
since he was a youngster, and is as 
ardent as ever in his love for blue 
water. In the Summer of 1927 he 
combined business with’ pleasure in 
a campaign trip via thé-water route 
from Pemaquid Point to Cranberry 
Isle, in Penobscot Bay. The cruise 
was made in a twenty-five-foot yaw] 
owned by. the Colonel‘s:friend, John 
Lee Merrill of Augusta... They -took 
turns in sailing her, and a lot of Re- 
publican logic was. disseminated 


among the fisherfolk of the-offshore |: 


communities located on dozens of 
isolated isles. 

A’ good many years ago Colonel 
Gardiner owned a- twenty-one-foot 
knockabout which he entered:in many 
regattas at Bath. In this little craft 
he won possession of the Commodore 
Hyde Cup, .which carried with it the 
championship of the Kennebec River. 
He cherishes this diminutive ship to- 
day and in it has spent many hours 
instructing his youngsters in the art 
of boat sailing. 

Last Winter Colonel Gardiner 
reached remote mainland members 
of his constituency in a rather un- 
usual manner. He surmounted ob- 
stacles to rural political campaign- 
ing by rigging up a snowmobile. With 
an improvised caterpillar. tread in the 
rear and runners in front, the car 
slipped more or less smoothly over 
a good many hundred miles of Win- 
ter landscape. 
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years with one passenger killed (by 
being thrown out of the plane) and 
one injured.

It is impos- 
sible to provide American figures for 
detailed comparison, as no full and 
official report is made in this coun- 
try of the number of passengers 
flown on sight-seeing flights or the 
aggregate mileage flown in that bus- 
iness. 

The quest for further progress 
toward perfect safety continues 
active, as it should everywhere, 
whether in commercial or military 
employment. A particular manifes- 
tation in Great Britain is the adop- 
tion of the slotted wing, designed to 
eliminate the stall at low altitudes, 
followed by a spin, which has been 
responsible for a dreadful roll of 
fatalities.in all countries. The slot 
attachment first. demonstrated in 
America on a navy plane about six 
months ago, is going onto most of 
the new British planes, and many of 
the old ones have been remodeled to 
carry it. It is being adopted on the 
small planes used by private owners 
and the light plane clubs, and is just 
beginning to get.a try-out on the big 
passenger transports. 


Dangerous ‘Landing Speeds. 


Design to .promote aerodynamic 
safety and insure against loss of con- 
trol receives, on the whole, more 
careful attention in Europe than 
here. On the other hand, many of 
the European commercial planes 
land at minimum speeds that we 
should consider dangerously high, 
and the measures taken to_ protect 
the occupants against serious injury 
if a crash does occur sometimes 
appear inadequate to American eyes. 
As factors of safety, British de 
signers specialize in the highest de- 
gree of stability and control, the 
Germans in extreme ruggedness of 
structure. 


Whatever precautions: may be tak- 
en in designing and building the 
mechanism, safety in. aviation. re- 
mains largely dependent upon. the 
qualities of the men who operate it: 
In the European countries, as in 
America, the pilots engaged in air 
transport set a high standard both 
of professional skill and of personal 
character. Many of them, of many 
nationalities; could “be set “down 


Most of them have come originally 
from military schools of -some sort, 
for in most of the European’ coun- 
tries, as here, a really complete and 
exhaustive training in piloting is 
most readily to be had via enrol- 
ment in a military, naval or air force 
reserve. Some, of course, learned 
to fly during the war, but their part 
in active piloting is already dimin- 
ishing, and will do so with increasing 
rapidity. 

Air Schooling. 


Only in Germany is civil flying 
treated as a specialty justifying for- 
mal instruction equivalent to that 
given to the military aviator, and 
there it is under pressure of neces- 
sity, Germany having no military 
aviation and hence no military flying 
schools. There is, however, a Ver- 
kehrsfliegerschule, a school of com- 
mercial flying, and there the stu- 


dents go for three years, dividing |. 


their time between practical flying 
instruction and studies in seaman- 
ship, ground school work on aero- 
nautical mechanics and engineering, 
and such academic subjects as aero- 
nautical law and politics, the Eng- 
lish language, and meteorology and 
navigation. 

They pay tuition as they go, and 
from that school the Lufthansa plans 
in future to draw all: of its pilots. 
There will be.an increasing need 
here for courses perhaps less thor- 
ough than that, but supplementing 
and much exceeding the standard 
flying instruction, running up through 
the first solo flight or to’ the point 
of qualification for a private license, 
which innumerable American schools 
now offer. Military and naval in- 
struction cannot be expected to fill 
the bill permanently. 

From comparisons thus made for 
a’ multitude of separate details, the 
reader can summarize to suit him- 
self and draw such conclusions as 
he will. He can, if he will, risk 
the hazards of rating the relative 
merits of activities carried on under 
widely different conditions, Neither 
in America nor in Europe, however, 
can he find anything that need be 
otherwise than encouraging to the 
thoughtful and reasonably conserva- 
tive optimist upon the future of com- 
mercial aeronautics,

‘AIR RACES PROVE 
PLANES’ FITNESS

‘Success 


of 3,000-Mile Flight Also Emphasizes 


_ The New Development of Airports and 
Service Stations.

. Mines Frei, Los ANcELss. 
the past five days fifty-three 
pilots flying from Long Island: in 
the Transcontinental Derby have 
crossed the United States without 
serious mishap. A few more started 
but were forced down by one acci- 
dent or another. The average flying 
time of the three classes that have 
completed their courses was about 
twenty-six hours for the 3,000 miles 
or more. 

That is not the official Seeonk 
which is not yet ava “but. the 
fact remains that theée pilots have 
flown 150,000 miles over the wildést 
sort of: flying country with stock 
equipment that can be purchased in 
and delivered from amy one. of a 
dozen aviation centrés without a seri- 
ous mishap. 

The average time: {or @ large num- 
ber of ships, including those with 
the lower horsepower “motors, is 
faster than it ever was before and 
the. planes themselves, ‘arrayed in 
serried rangs on Mines Field, are now 
already entered in the ‘closed’ event, 
and some of them are already being 
groomed for a return baieaics as far as 
Cincinnati. 

There are a‘ humber of significant 
facts in these events: One man thinks 
that they teach one thing and an- 
other something else. All agree, how- 
ever, that they indicate, as nothing 
else has indicated since Lindbergh 
flew to Paris, the advance in avia- 
tion in this country, ~ ‘ 

The first interest to many is the 
manner in which the transconti- 
nental races, held now only for the 
second time in connection with the 
National Air Races, are supplanting 
fin importance the closed course 
events. 

It is the transcontinental races, 
rather than the remarkable exhibits 
put on by the service groups, that 
have attracted the crowds during the 
present meeting. It is not only at 
the start and finish—at Roosevelt 
and Mines Fields—that the interest 
has been shown. All along the course 
at the seventeen control stations 
crowds of thousands have gathered 
to greet the racers as they have 
come in and to cheer them at the 
take-off. > 

This interest has stimulated the 
pilots themselves miote than‘ thie 
prospect of winning the large purses 
—nearly $100,000 in prize money, 
counting the lap! priges. and, trophies 
—though many of the pilots have 
struggled along: on little enough: in 
the hard, lean years in aviation fol- 
lowing the war. 


Pilots Sell Planes. 

Several of the pilots could have 
sold their planes before the race was 
over. Those not in the race who 
flew to Los Angeles have already 
gold theirs and are taking orders 
for more back to the factories. The 
serving of the planes and the equally | 
important entertainment for the air- 
men at various airports along. the 
way were better than-théy had- been 
before.

How the Races Help Flying. 


Captain Charles B. D. Collyer, who 
was in the Class C race with the 
Fairchild-Wasp monoplane that car- 
Tied himself and John Henry Mears 
on the land jumps of their record- 
breaking journey around the world a 
few months ago, believes that the 
cross-country races are doing for 
aviation what the old Glidden tours, 
the Vanderbilt Cup and the miore re- 
cent Indianapolis speed races have 
done for the automobile. 


*‘We would never have the high- 
powered, reasonably priced small car 
we have today but for the things the 
engineers learned through the com- 
petition of those races,’ Captain 
Collyer said. 

The»pilots ‘on the transcontinental] 
paces average about 110 or 115 miles 
an hour for the 3,000 miles against 
head. winds. They are not going to 
be: satisfied with that speed. The 
builders are not going to be satisfied. 
They are demanding planes that can 
go 150 or 160 miles—stock commercial 
planes, not racers—and the designers 
are going to provide them.

The planes 
protested this year will probably be 
the stock models used by the com- 
mercial pilots in the future. 

The races have. had their effect not 
only on the builders of planes and 
motors. The Pioneer : Instrucent 
Company and others have built spe- 
cial instrument boards for the con- 
testants, incorporating in them many 
ideas suggested by the pilots them- 
selves. What is today special equip- 
ment. will. almost. certainly be the 
standard installation in the future.

Aviation’s Growth. 


Figures are sometimes interesting, 
I think, and this. should be one of 
those times.

More 
than 600,000 paying passengers were 
carried by all sorts of operators in 
1926, and in‘1927 the number was 
greatly increased. Passengers flew 
on trips that ranged anywhere from 
a few minutes to many hours. 

There were twenty-one air trans- 
port companies operating in 1927, 
nineteen of which reported an invest- 
ment totaling $7,053,650... Seventeen 
of these companies reported a total 
revenue from mail, passenger’and ex- 
press of $2,201,150, with expenses of 
$2,115,340. How much was taken in 
by the operators on short flights can 
only be imagined, but it must have 
been a huge sum. That is quite a 
contrast to six years ago, when I 
started to fly, and the only commer- 
cial flying that amounted to any- 
thing was done by the barnstormers 
who took up passengers at $10 a hop. 
That was where I got my first fly- 
ing experience, and while the barn- 
stormers did not make much money, 
they had an interesting time and did 
a lot to keep aviation alive,

NOVEL FOOL-PROOF PLANE DEVISED 


Mines Frevp, Los ANGELES. 
TANDING out on the line of 
S hundreds of airplanes gathered 
here for the National Air Races 
ts a queer-looking little biplane 
which has been dubbed the Flying 
Pickle, Alongside it one can usually 
find a nervous, alert, bearded little 
man. pencil and pad in hand. Around 
him most of the day is a group of 
pilots, army, navy and civilian, 
watching him as he draws in quick 
strokes the graphs and curves that 
illustrate to the mathematical just 
what this Flying Pickle will do. 

The man is Professor A. A. Mer- 
rill of the Daniel Guggenheim Grad- 
uate School of Aeronautics at the 
California Institue of Technology at 
Pasadena. His interest in aviation

gliders in the early '90s and he has 
been at it ever since. 

Professor Merrill, assisted by Dr. 
Clark Millikan, son of the famous 
physicist, and Dr. A. L.. Klein of the 
institute’s Faculty, has built a plane 
on lines more radical than those of 
any other successful heavier-than-air 
flying machine constructed in the 
last twenty years. It is as near 
‘fool proof” as a plane can be, the 
professor holds, within the present 
knowledge of aerodynamics. ‘Here 
are some of the things it will do, 
according to the testimony of the in- 
ventor, pilots who have flown it and 
watched it fly, and observers: 

It takes off ‘‘no hands’’—that is, 
the pilot just.opens the throttle and 








after an eight seconds run it climbs 
into thé air without*the: pilot touch- 
ing the stick. 

It will land without nosing over in 
the same manner—the pilot just cuts 
his throttle and the little plane floats 
down to a three-point landing, right 
side up and with perfect safety for 
those aboard, 

*“‘Of course, if you fly it absolutely 
‘no hands’ ‘it will land rather hard, 
but the principle is theré. It will 
land itself without, any. attention 
from the pilot saye cutting his throt- 
tle,” Dr. Millikan says. 

It has a range in speed from 45 
to 105 miles an hour, and a landing 





speed of 35. The designer asserts 
that a plame of the type can be built 


with a landing speed of 25 miles an 
hour. 


Aside from its capabilities in per- 
formance, the feature that interests 
pilots is its means of control. The 
plane ‘has no horizontal stabilizer, in 
the ordinary sense; it is without that 
horizontal plane that is the part of 
the tail surface of every conventional 
airplane and without which longitu- 
dinal or fore and aft control and 
stability has always been considered 
impossible. Professor Merrill goes 
so far as to say that the plane needs 
no elevators, the principal control of 
the fore and aft stability by which 
the pilot. regulates his climb and 
sometimes his take-off. 


Professor .Merrill has taken the 
stabilizer and made it the lower 
wing, giving it. a 50 per cent, stag-

the ‘path toward the establishment 
of a‘ commercial air line to knit the 
‘main’ Islands of the group into a 
unit with but one boundary, set by 
‘time snd speed. 

Within’ the last half-year no less 
than six distinct attempts have been 
‘madé ‘to launch an intér-island air 
line with Honolulu’ as’ the base. 
Other earlier efforts stretched back 
over many months, but all these 
were “‘paper’”” companies. The pro- 
moters have ranged from itinerant 
aviators to’ newspaper, business and 
transportation men, all of whom ap- 
proached the problem more through 
sheer enthusiasm than through valid 
knowledge of the field in which they 
proposed to operate. 

The situation as it is today finds 
two. outstariding competitors, each 
with ample funds to purchase and 
put to work the necessary equipment 
to utilize the thirteen existing Terri- 
torial airports. One is a steamship 
corporation with headquarters in 
Honolulu, and this organization pro- 
poses to ‘supplement its slower sur- 
face service with the. operation of 
aircraft. ‘The other is a well-estab- 
lished California air company with a 
record of several years of profitable 
flying behind it. 


Types of Airplane Business, 

Business is expected to be in the 
form of mail, passengers and some 
express, just as with the air corpora- 
tions operating in the continental 
United States. A reservoir of travel- 
ers will be found in the 17,000 tour- 
ists expected to visit these islands in 
1929 and in the increasing numbers 
anticipated later. 

With the exception of Maui, the six 
major islands of the Hawaiian group 
are ready for air connections. Kauai, 
at the extreme northwest. of the 
chain, has three. airports. The 
utility of that at the Barking Sands 
was demonstrated not long ago’ by 
Captain Charles Kingsford-Smith and 
his monoplane, the Southern Cross. 
A second is at Hanapepe, where the 
Army Air Corps and the Territorial 
Aeronautical... “Commission share 
jointly a ninety-six-acre port.. The 
third is at Wailua on the eastern 
coast. 

On Oahu is the John Rodgers air- 
port, a Territorial enterprise de- 
signed to accommodate both land and 
sea types of craft. The first unit of 
the field was completed last week, 
providing an area 2,050 feet long, 900 
feet wide, smooth and hard as glass 
and entirely free from all bordering 
obstructions. A. second unit to be 
added at once will almost double the 
size of the project. This port nat- 
urally will become the hub of all 
air lines operating in Hawaii. 

Luke and Wheeler Fields, also on 
Oahu, are available for the commer- 
cial flier. In. addition there is a 
fair field at Vaimanalo on the 
northeast coast, and an emergency 
field at Kawailoa, almost at. the 
north tip ofthe island. 


A Field on the Leper Island. 


Molokai, the leper colony isle, has 
a fine field at Hoolehua, almost in 
the centre of population. ~ Lanai, 
across the Molokai channel, is well 
cared for by the. field near Lanai 
City. 

On Hawaii is the Upolu field at 
the northwest tip of the island. Hilo 
has recently completed~ a highly 
serviceable airport and a third safe 
landing area exists at South Point. 
Another field available in case of 
emergency is at the Parker ranch, 
2,000 feet up on the slopes of the 
volcano Mauna Kea. 

Maui alone is backward. Two air- 
ports, one near Wailuku and the 
second at Lahaina, have been pro- 
posed, and it is believ i that they 
will be developed in the course of 
this year. Their natural terrain is 
such that little. effort will be re- 
quired to put them in shape. 

Separated as the islands are by 
water, traversed only by steamers, 

. the value of aircraft as a time-saver 
is notable. Kauai, 300 miles from 
Hilo, will be- distant in point of time 
through the air only by four hours. 
Honolulu and Hilo will be from two 
to two and one-half hours apart.

To South Point, 220 miles; to Hilo, 
200 miles; to the Parker Ranch, 170 
miles; to Upolu, 150 miles; to Wai- 
luku, 100 miles; to Lahaina, 85 miles;

For those who travel frequently by 
steamer requiring twenty to twenty- 
four hours for @ single one-way voy- 
age,. the plane), bearing them in 
safety.to their destination in a tenth 
of this time will indeed be*a marked 
benefit. 

There is no question as to the type 
of equipment best suited for flying 
between the islands. -Tri-motor 
planes have proved their value al- 
ready in. over-water, hops-—-two such 
cruises across the Atlantic and two 
across the Pacific being virtually 
perfect performances. Such records 
point the way, at least in Hawaii, 
where any craft soaring from island 
to: island must of necessity be above 
water more than half the time aloft. 

It was further. pointed out that 
over one air line in the mainland tri- 
motors, up to the close of last April, 
had” ‘more’ than 1,000,000 miles 
in all kinds of weather and during 
that. time-had completed 95.8 per 
cent. of scheduled flights.

He Does His Work Quietly: in. His Up-State Shop 


By the Side.of His House oe 


ALF a mile outside of Water- 

ford, N. ¥., ‘well set back 

~ from the highway and on a 

low bluff overlooking the 
Hudson River, stands a Colonial 
residence: handsome enough to at- 
tract the attention of every motorist 
who passes by. It has about it an 
air of peacefulness and leisure which 
Suggests the retired gentleman of 
means. 

If, however, the traveler suffers a 
flat tire or can find some other ex- 
cuse for stopping, he is likely to ob- 
serve something like a cross be- 
tween a barn and a garage at the 
left ofthe large white house with 
its tall pillars. If he pokes his head 
in .the.open door of this structure, he 
will hear the clang of metal and be 
greeted, with the politeness’ of a 
patient worker who is used to 
being interrupted, by a gentleman in 
overalls and a biack shirt, with 
perhaps a smear of grease across his 
forehead. His name is Henry C. 
Miller, and the visitor is gazing into 
one of the most fascinating and pro- 
ductive workshops in America. 

Mr. Miller’s name’ is not so fa- 
miliar to the layman as, for in- 
stance, that of Thomas Alva Edison. 
Tt might be a household word, how- 
ever, if talking machines, like mo- 
tion picture films, carried the record 
of the men whose work has gone into 
them, Mr. Miller is the inventor of 
some of the most important modifi- 
cations in the original talking ma- 
chine which changed it from an un- 
satisfactory toy to a fairly accurate 
means of reproducing ‘words and 
music. It is necessary to say ‘‘fairly 
accurate,’’ since Mr. Miller has also 
produced a phonograph,.not yet on 
the market, which he believes sur- 
passes anything yet in general use, 


Elder Miller a Captain. 


Mr. Miller was born April 10, 1869, 
at Fort Wayne, Ind. His father came 
from old French stock of Alsace-Lor- 
raine, and his mother, of German 
descent, came from the same region. 
They emigrated to the United States 
before the Civil War and the elder 
Miller was a Captain in the Union 
Army. After the war he engaged in 
contracting and bridge building along 
the lines of the Wabash Railroad. 
Young Miller began going out on 
jebs with his father atthe early age 
of 9 and almost as early began to 
pick up the rudiments of every trade 
involved in his father’s enterprises. 
He was known in every gang as 
‘‘VMfiller’s boy’’ and made friends with 
everybody. 

The experience sharpened his na- 
tive’ mechanical genius as nothing 
else could have done, and gave him 
a variety of skills which has since 
proved of great use to him. He re- 
members that he was poor in mathe- 
matics and insists that he still is. 
But if so he had something better— 
an intuition which ‘told him when a 
thing was right and when it was 
wrong. Before he knew it he was a 
machinist: and an inventor—in fact, 
he can hardly remember the time 
when he was not both these. things. 


But his youth was not passed en- 
tirely in mechanical pursuits, When 
he was still in his teens the wander- 
lust seized him and-he drifted. about 
the United States, turning his hand 
to whatever jobs came his way, and 
then went to sea.. This experience 
lasted about eighteen months, but in 
the course of that .time he went 
around the Horn in a sailing vessel 
and visited Trinidad and most of the 
important European ports. 

He still remembers the taste of salt 
horse and of the hardtack which it 
was, best. not to. examine too closely 
for feay of finding weevils. He is 
proud of having lain out on a yard 
ina storm off Cape Horn and reefing 
a sail ina manner which won a hard- 
boiled captain’s warm commenda- 
tion. The adventure cost him a front 
tooth, which was knocked out by a 
flying chain. He ce. out of his sea- 
faring life with a dened physique 
and an ability to stand up for him- 
self against whatever dangers and 
obstacles. 


His Shop in Fort Wayne. 


But sea life, especially in a sailing 
vessel, could not long satisfy him. 
There was not enough machinery to 
play with. For a time he conducted 
what was called a novelty works at 
Fort Wayne. The idea was that per- 
sons who wished a bit of inventing 
done to meet some mechanical emer- 
gency should bring in their plans 
and Miller would do the rest. The 
enterprise prospered, though it did 
not give scope for all of Miller’s 
ambitions, 

At another time he stopped long 
enough in. Pittsburgh to. invent a 
pneumatic hammer for use In boiler- 
making. The hammer worked beauti- 
fully, but the noise was .so terrible 
that even the toughened inhabitants 
of a terrifically noisy neighborhood 
rebelled. The hammer was given up 
and Miller sold the patent for $1,000. 
Miller came East to engage in the 
collar business in Troy. This led him 
into the field of sewing machinery, 
in which he has been working more 
or ‘Yess steadily but independently 
with one company for. twenty-three

With this difficulty out of the way, 
he immediately turned his attention 


was already interested in pneumatics 
and he now had the idea of applying 
pneumatic principles tothe phono- 
graph. His experiments were long 
and arduous, especially as he had 
practically to master a science new 
to him. His first tests were carried 
out. with the aid of two :tin’ bath 
tubs which he clamped together. His 
wife helped him and they worked 
together’ through many a long eve- 
ning. Ultimately .he ,worked, out a 
curved. horn of galvanized iron, 
which. would catch and amplify.with- 
out distortion any tones. 


In this horn the compression of the 
air waves took the place of the 
vibrating diaphragm of the older 
type of machine. Usling this horn, 
Miller then built himself a reproduc- 
ing machine which probably has not 
its equal in the world. This was 
eighteen years ago, and there is still 
just one such machine, which stands 
in. the. front hall of the Miller resi- 
dence. 

The machine takes the standard 
flat disks, and in addition has a 
radio connection. To describe the 
effects obtained with it is even more 
difficult than to describe the ma- 
chine itself. Seemingly no tones, 
whether high or low, are lost or 
marred. In orchestral reproductions 
every instrument comes out as plain- 
ly as though the listener were sitting 
in the auditorium. The human voice 
is rendered with perfect roundness 
and smoothness, no matter what the 
range or -pitch, 

This machine remains unknown to 
the general public ‘because Mr. 
Miller was unable to arrange for its 
manufacture under conditions satis- 
factory to him. Rather than put out 
an imperfect version: of his master- 
Piece, hé says, he chose to put out 
none. Its future is as yet uncertain. 


The Inventor’s Junk Heap. 


*‘Inventors frequently come to me 
with ideas,”’ he says. ‘“‘I tell them 
to go away and work them out. Ideas 
don’t mean a thing.in the world un- 
til they have been worked out. What 
I do is the result of perseverance and 
close application, I’m just obstinate 
enough to keep on experimenting 
until I.get what I. want. I enjoy 
contradiction. “I love to be told I 
can’t do something. If a machine 
doesn’t do what I want it to, I throw 
it away and build another. I’ve a 
junk heap as big as a small moun- 
tain. It’s the most valuable thing 
Lown. If I have any advice to give 
to young men who want to invent 
something it is for them to keep on 
working till. they get,it, An inventor 
ought to be first of all an all-round 
mechanic. If possible he ought to 
be able to make his own patterns. I 
get some of my best thinking done 
while I’m roughing out parts—a 
purely mechanical job. I work ten 
or twelve hours a day in the shop. 
It’s my recreation as well as my 
professicn.’’ 

Mr. Miller loves every phase of his 
work and has a hand in every de- 
tail. _ 

“ Waiting’ for the ‘Idea. 

When he has a mechanical puzzle 
to figure out he will perhaps begin 
by ‘sitting, perfectly still for an hour 
or two. An idea will come to him 
and he ‘will-sketch it roughly on a 
sheet of paper laid on the floor. 
From this he will make a set of pat- 
terns andthe pursuit of the ideal 
solution will begin. He makes, re- 
makes and discards with the pa- 
tience of the born mechanical genius. 
He will not undertake any. serious 
task unless he has at least five years 
to give to it. But this does not 
mean five years at a single inven- 
tion. He usually has several under 
way at once and gets his recreation 
by turning from one to another. All 
that is necessary to induce. him to 
undertake the seemingly impossible 
is to tell him that it is impossible. 
He calls himself ‘‘an obstinate fool’’ 
and never lets any mechanical con- 
traption get the better of him: 


The perfection of the phonograph 
is only a part of his long life work. 
He is probably.one. of the most fer- 
tile inventors of mechanical devices 
in the United States. The records of 
his patents fill several closely printed 
books. Some of them the public 
knows only indirectly. They include 
a corn harvester, an automatic ham- 
Mer and a considerable number of 
important improvementr in ‘textile 
machinery — particularly in machin- 
ery to be used in the manufacture of 
shirts and collars.

exclusion of ‘almost ‘everything else 
except art and music. He is a mu- 
Sician because he loves it and also 
because he had to be in order to 
carry out his experiments with re- 
producing machines. 

Just now ‘one is likely to find him 
intent. upon’ an‘ improved buttonhole 
machine. He hag been working for 
five years on'one piece of apparatus 
from which he has removed 185 
parts and replaced them with 8&5 


parts. This machine is entirely con-|) 


trolled by the needle thread. and 
bobbin thread. If either thread 
breaks, the fabric is automatically 
locked in position. The thread can 
then bé@: replace@ and the machine 
restarted, and no one but an expert 
can tell by the completed buttonhole 
that there has been any interruption 
in the process. 

A complete explanation would be 
too technical for the ordinary lay- 
man, but the layman readily under- 
stands the saving in damaged and 
imperfect work. Other improvements 
insure that the middle buttonhole in 
a neckband.or collar will be located 
exactly between the two end button- 
holes something which means a good 
deal to the wearer. Mr. Miller be- 
lieves that with this device he will 
be able to run two-sets of machines 
to each operator with less exertion 
and with better results than can now 
be obtained with ofé set. 

A Handkerchief Machine, 

Another machine is an attachment 
to the regular high-speed hemstitch 
machine for making handkerchiefs. 
Here, too, there is an automatic stop 
device which almost.-instantly “stops 
the apparatus if a thread breaks or 
if the thread or material gives out. 
In the making of handkerchiefs the 
edge of the fabric is torn instead of 
cut in order to get as nearly as pos- 
sible a straight line: Mr. Miller’s 
machine takes the torn edges and 
tucks them with uncanny precision. 
It is so simple that an operator can 
become an expert after two weeks. 

Another invention with which Mr. 
Miller has. been working is the rail- 
way booster or auxiliary engine. 
This is used to assist a locomotive 
to start a heavy train or to ‘‘boost”’ 
it up a heavy grade. Mr. Miller’s 
booster is a simplified substitute for 
those now in wse, with less gearing, 
higher efficiency and easier control. 

Though he is busy he is never too 
busy to be hospitable. Visitors come 
from all parts of the world, some- 
times in groups of fifty or sixty at a 
time, and reaching a total of as many 
as 1,500 in a year. Mr. Miller’s shop 
has no secrets. He is willing to 
explain what he is doing to any one 
who is interested and can understand 
it. He has the faculty of making 
difficult points comprehensible to the 
layman, perhaps for the reason that 
no point is difficult to.-him. He 
takes a keen delight in what he is 
doing, whether he is working at an 
elaborate bit of machinery or merely 
a tiny set of gears with which to 
impart just the desired hiccoughing 
movement to a larger:.apparatus. 
He delights, too, in leading his 
visitors, if they are not.too numer- 
ous, into Mrs. Miller’s electric 
kitchen—an institution which should 
be the delight of every housewife. 


Does Not Take a Vacation. 


One of the most sociable of men, 
he plays no games—not even golf. 
His game, as he puts it, is inventing. 
He would be unhappy if he had to 
spend any of his daylight hours away 
from it. He does not take vacations 
and has not for many years. When 
he feels that he needs one he turns 
from one piece of work to another. 
His evenings he usually devotes to 
music or to reading. He inherited 
from his mother a good voice and an 
interest in harmony, and he devel- 
oped his musical ear to a fine point 
in the course of his experiments with 
the phonograph. He used no instru- 
ments to test pitch and tone in work- 
ing out his horn, but depended en- 
tirely upon his ear. Next to music 
he perhaps enjoys the graphic art 
most, and he has an interesting col- 
lection of paintings, most of them 
bought in this country. One of his 
hobbies in reading is Egyptian his- 
tory. He has long maintained that 
the ancient Egyptians knew how to 
temper steel, and this theory was 
borne out by the discovery of two

wielding of momentum and velocity. 
..To indulge his speed mania. man 


“sought with his automobile those 


highways that were most nearly per- 
fectly surfaced, regardless of whether 
the surroundings were scenic. He 
was attracted by the pavement and 
not by scenery. He was satisfied if 
he could bore through the air 
in even the most desolate country. 
But the sense of beauty has reassert- 
ed itself in the mind of the driver 
and his. passengers. They. now. are 
seeking not merely pavement, but 
good roads with attraction in their 
borders. 

Gratification of that requirement is 
to be found as far north as New- 
foundland, Its system of roads has 
drawn motorists since 1924; when the 
chief highways were completed. In 
laying them, the Government’s High- 
‘vay Commission called for the su- 
pervision of a Dutch landscape 
artist. As a result, full advantage has 
been taken of the scenic opportuni- 
ties. The roads wind through ave- 
nues of cathedrallike evergreens, 
they reveal a striking panorama of 
seacoast and they skirt the great 
bays for which the island is famous. 


In Massachusetts. 


Nearer at home, however, is found 
one of the pioneers in the movement 
—the..Commonwealth of. Massachu- 
setts.. Ags early as 1921 the Massa- 
chusetts authorities realized that dis- 


tinctive fence posts and gray birches | 
could not be trusted as indexes to) 


hidden scenery. As a result a proc- 
ess of landscape clearance and of 
systematic roadside beautification 
tvas undertaken. 

Authorization for the work was 
found in laws which empower the 
Department of Public Works to 
make roadside improvements through 
wuch plantings, care and repiace- 


nents as may be required. The au- | 
thorities are following a policy of! 


generous breadth far each road that 


is laid out as a State highway, the | 


usual width being sixty feet. That} 
permits the use of both sides for or- 
namentation with trees, shrubs, vines | 
and flowers.. The improvements are 
made by the maintenance division of 
the department, and the cost is in-: 


cluded in the outlay’ for upkéep, A 
State nursery is operated at Palmer, 
where trees and plants are propa- 
gated and where the highway land- 
Scape supervisor trains his men in 
the care of trees and in the work of 
roadside beautification. Only native 
trees and plants are cultivated. 

Removal of telephone poles and 
wires is reported to be another im- 
provement in Massachusetts. In this 
operation the wires are concentrated 
in a single cable with a carrying ca- 
pacity equivalent to that of a dozen 
or more cross-arms. Where possible 
the cables are strung on roadside 
trees, permitting the elimination of 
poles. In this connection the Com- 
monwealth supervises all tree trim- 
ming for the passage of wires, thus 
preventing careless or unnecessary 
cutting of branches, 


Also Connecticut. 


Connecticut highways are being 
beautified on a program ‘that will 
result this year in the planting of 
1,892 trees along various roads, 
Colonel Ed: S. Cornell reports, citing 
Highway Commissioner John A. Mac- 
donald. The trees being planted in 
that State are typical New England 
growths, as in Massachusetts. Among 
the varieties are the elm, sugar ma- 
ple, pin oak, red maple and white 
ash.

the Connecticut program. Another 
objective is the creation of roadside 
picnic spots in scenic locations, while 
another is the creation of park gar- 
dens in barren tracts betweén road 
intersections and in plots left by. the 
elimination of curves.

Bive proof that art has; taken hold 
‘In a realm that not so long ago. was 
nearly artless. But now it® begins 
to look as if’ a! new—indeed ‘the most 
important—chapter -in .this, remark- 
able progress may be: opening. 
‘Prophets who rise up to assert that 
through industry will be achieved, in 
the fulliéss of time, a true commu- 
nity or corporate art such as the 
world has not witnessed since the 
(Middle Ages need fear no ridicule. 
For a fresh orientation .is rapidly 
taking place. 

Before coming’ more definitely to 
grips with this ‘significant possibility. 
it will be well to consider H..G. 
. JWells’s recent charge that contem- 
: porary art is in a state of anarchy. 

Anarchy, when the word is used ina 
: “political sense, always carries a sin- 

ister tang» Considered, from the 

standpoint of art, of course, it is not 
so very terrifying. 

‘“‘What master do you serve?” one 
asks. 

And the independent modern artist 
answers: ‘‘None, save myself.’’ 

That is all. It:is a case of each 
man for himself, and—often, perhaps 
—the devil take the hindmost; mere- 
ly, we séé, the credo ofthe individu- 
alist. And from this:credo fine things 
have sprung. But it is elsewhere that 
one must seek a great majority 
symbol. j ae 

OT ‘always was it so;-not always, 

that is to say, was individual- 

ism in the saddle.’ In the Mid- 
dle Ages art served religion, or it 
worked its way through the’ courts 
of kings. While’ religion has. long 
ceased to be a major attraction for 
artists, and art at court experiences 
considerably harder going, the old 
idea of a corporate or collective art 
expression continues to haunt the 

Minds of many who sit as spectators 
before the modern scene, where in- 
dividualism, governing its own en- 
trances and exits, making up its 
own cues as it goes along, plays 
the-stellar réle. 

Once there was a corporate ideal, 
‘holding men together,’’ to use Tol- 
stoy’s phrace. Now there is no mass 
ideal at all, only the vision or pas- 
sion or whira of the individual. 
Thousands of artists set up their 
easels and thousands of brushes 
strain to depict as many Messages. 
“One’s self I sing, a simple separate 
person.’’ It was not always £0. 

Mr. Wells, in ‘‘The Way the World 
Is Going,’’ speaks of modern democ- 
racy as ‘‘a phase of immense disso- 
lution,’’ and goes on to say: 

“Tf we turn to painting or to music, 
we find all over this period the s-me 
effect of release—if you like—detach- 
ment, anyhow, from broad construc- 
tive conceptions and any sort of syn- 
thesis. There’ was very ‘little de- 
tached painting in the’ Old World. It 
‘was part of something else. It deco- 
rated a building, it cubserved a re- 
ligious or political as well as a deco- 
rative purpose. If paintings were 
ever detachable, it was that they 
might be carried from a studio to an 
altar or a palace elsewhere. But 
with the sixteenth and. seventeenth 
centuries. painting became more and 
more liberated, said good-bye to the 
altar-piece and the palace, and set 
out on a life of its own. 

“Now our painters are pure an- 
archists. They paint what pleases 
them for the sake of painting. They 
paint with a total disregard of any 
collective reality, and are offended 
when we build our houses with insuf- 
ficient accommodation for their 
bright, irrelevant observations on the 
beauty. of this and that.’’ 

*,* 

ONCEIVABLY, there is dynamite 
in the word “‘irrelevant.’’ Artists 
may. protest, and with. reason, 

that. their .work..is. not irrelevant, 

even though it express exclusively 
their unique point of view.

be subservient. * * * The corpo 
rate satisfactions of modern human- 
ity are differentiated to an extreme. 
Some will find them in religion, but 
just as many in a football match.’”’ 

Patriotism, though-a genuine and 
widespread sentiment, ‘‘is certain- 
ly,’”” Mr. Murry thinks, ‘‘not exalted 
or universal enough to:supply a point 
of focus for the aspirations which 
once. found satisfaction in religion, 
as a synthesis:of the arts and the 
sciences, and in recent times more 
precariously in the arts or the sci- 
ences. separately, or in a religion 


largely divorced from both.”

ERE we swing back to our start- 

ing, point-— modern industry, 

and the part esthetics plays 
there, on a scale that increases 
every day. Mr. Murry seems to see 
little ~hope of a renaissance of 
human mass expression in terms of 
art. “Relevant, in the sense that 
they were once relevant to the Chris- 
tian religion or in. still earlier times 
to the religion of Greece, the arts 
will not easily become. For,’’ he in- 
sists, ‘“‘the only idea to which they 
could be ancillary would be a uni- 
versal religious_idea.’’ But—are we 
so sure? Can we be certain that 
there are not other great channels 
through which art may flow, art as 
primarily: an: expression of human 
society? 

A door opens and outflows a con- 
fused yet withal rhythmic tumult. 
It is the song of the machine; the 
song of a new. age grown articulate. 
True, this is articulation that has 
scarce proceeded beyond the stage 
of infant lisping—as compared, that 
is, with what assuredly it will be. 
The giant child has found its voice, 
and a whole world rings with the 
august discovery. Beyond the horizon 
a future no man fathoms trembles 
with expectation as the song of the 
machine riscs higher. and clearer. 
Gradually we discern the shadowy 
outlines of a symbol, the symbol of 
a new age. And this symbol already, 
though its shape may not be fully 
determined or its strength gauged, 
begins to look strangely like the 
corporats idea in modern guise; the 
collective annunciation of a fresh 
task undertaken by humanity; a re- 
turn of organized form out of the 
welter of Mr. Wells’s ‘‘immense dis- 
solution.”

B cannot tell as yet. Alone are 
we. permitted to sense this 
vibration of portent in the 
air—substantiated, however, by ac- 
complishment that even now com- 
mands a background in which specu- 
lation has become transformed into 
fact. The tide is moving, and, 
whether we. will or not, irresistibly 
we are carried with it. The machine 
is changing thé whole aspect of art.

THE . CZAR’S WATER COLOR 





HERE is an abiding fascination 

for usin the history of the 

Romanoffs, intensified, trag- 
ically, by the doom Czar Nicholas 
and his family: could ; not . escape. 
From. time,to time fresh evidence 
turns up bearing upon the terrible 
months following the outbreak of the 
revolution in Russia. A human docu- 
ment of exceptional interest was re- 


‘cently brought to this country by 


Count, M. de B. Rafailovich; it is a 
tiny watercolor said to have been 
painted by the late Czar Nicholas, 
in prison awaiting his death. 


Count Rafailovich thus explains the 
picture’s motivation and relates the 
circumstance of its preservation: 

“Those who are familiar with the 
coat of arms of the imperial family 
of Russia will recall that the most 
conspicuous motto, the foundation 
of this armorial, relates to St. George 
and his slaying of the dragon. In its 
heraldic translation this. legend is 
made to attest that the family of the 
erstwhile rulers of “Russia had &s 
their, protector .St.. George; . that by 
this token they ruled by divine right 
and that no.enemy could prevail over 





them so long»as they retained the 
august title of head of the Russian 
State. 

‘This picture: was painted by the 
late Czar Nicholas while he was the 
Bolsheviki’s prisoner and but a short 
time before he was put to death. 
Nicholas was fully.aware of what 
was in store for him, Reared in the 
belief that the Romanoffs ruled by 
divine authority, he was quick to 
perceive that, the long rule broken, 
nothing could stay the hand of nem- 
esis.. He saw. his position.completely 
reversed. And it was in this mood of 
helpless submission to what was 
inevitable that the. now throneless 
and powerless Czar depicted the end 
he foresaw. He chose as his subject 
an imaginary. Slav - warrior, sup- 
planting St: George, and in place of 
the dragon he painted a rabbit.’”’ 

It. will be seen, in the reproduc- 
tion, that, byway of making the 
point quite plain, an arrow was 
drawn, -extending.-from- the signa- 
turé-to just ‘within the border, its 
barb leading the eye straight to the 
little rabbit, symbol of the Czar him- 
Self in his altered situation.

JOOKBINDERS, papermakers and 
book collectors alike are show- 
+ ing interest :inya small volume 
on early papermaking in Japan, writ- 
ten by a diligent Japanese several 
eenturies ago who made the: first 
paper in his native province of 
Sekishu. Jihei Kokto was His name. 
An original copy of the book, ‘‘Kami 
Suki» Chohok!,”” or “‘Paper’ Making/| 
Handbook,’’ came to light about 130 
years ago near Osaka. Two copies of 
the few existing reproductions of this 
original are now in this country. 

For the book collector, the two re- 
productions of Kokto’s work contain 
a singular charm and value. The re- 
production is exact in point of both 
text and quaint old-style illustrations. 
Even the same kind of hand-made 
paper as the original has been used. 
The name of this particular paper, 
Gekishu Hanshi, is interesting  be- 
@ause Hanshi denotes a lightweight 
paper made by women, Heavy paper 
Made by men bears another name, 
Sugihara. 

The two copies now in this country 
were sent by Shigeo Nakane of Tokio, 
formerly employed in American paper 
mills after a period of study at Co- 
lumbia University. One copy went to 
Dard Hunter, the only maker of 
hand-made paper in America, and 
the other to R. S. Kellogg, Secretary 
of the News Print Service Bureau 
here. 

For bookbinders and papermakers 
the Kokto reproductions shed new 
light upon early production methods 
in Japan. The wood pulp Jihei Kokto 
said he himself preferred for paper- 
making came from a certain kind of 
mulberry tree, makoso, which was 
not cut until it was five years old. 
Takaso, another variety of mulberry, 
was even more widely used, . but 
Kokto said that while it grew very 
easily it made“a lower grade of 
paper. 

The mulberry harvest time was 
usually in October. In Kokto’s opin- 
jon paper made in the Spring was 
not good. Once the three-foot mul- 
berry sprouts were cut and bundled 
they were steamed and peeled. The 
bark was all that was used for paper- 
making; the wood was used only for 
fuel. 

The actual papermaker soaked the 
strips of dried bark, fastening them 
to poles and immersing them in 
swift-flowing brooks, and then 
shaved off the coarse outer ‘ bark.

Convention Declaration Was Evolved Are 
“Set Forth’ and Compared 


rN May, is83- a group of young 

“men who: wished Andrew: Jack- 

- son and all-his works.at the bot- 

Shom of the deepest part of the 
Atlantic Ocean met in “Washington 
and drew up a document of whose 
profound historical significance they 
were probably entirely unaware. It 
consisted of a set of tén resolutions, 
and it blistered the gentleman from 
Tennessee in language burning with 
the natural grief and indignation of 
politicians who want jobs:and cannot 
get them. 

The yourg men were spokesmen 
for the National Republican. Party 
and their candidate was Henry Clay 
of Kentucky. They had produced the 
first official party platform recorded 
in American anrials:* "They did not 
haye to do anything-more. about it, 
for Jackson was triumphantly re- 
elested by a popular vote of 687,000 
to 530,000. 

Since that daté; aie to and in- 
cluding the present’ Summer, party 
platforms have been a reasonably ac- 
curate index cf the thoughts that 
were supposed, to -be agitating the 
electorate in Presidential years. They 
are not quite so complete an index as 
they were, for they have come to be 
supplemented: ‘by:: the: acceptance 
speech. Thus* both Mr. Hoover and 
Governor Smith, »respectively,;: went 
much further toward: dryness and 
wetness in their acceptance speeches 
than their party platforms had done: 
But; on the whole, the story of plat- 
form is the story of issues... 

It is interesting to run..through. 
these documents, quadrennial by 
quadrennial, and observe what they 
have to say, how they develop one 


into the other and how. they bear’ 


upon the issues of 1928. But first let 
us see what- happened: during .the 
forty-odd years when the country.had. 
to struggle along without platforms. 
Forerunner of ‘the Platform. 

The first important precursor of 
the. party platform, as well as the 
first bit of well-organized propaganda 
in American history, was The Fed- 
eralist, a series of papers written by 
Hamilton, Madison and Jay explain- 
ing and defending, the .Constitution. 
The Federalis?, ‘more than any other 
influence, “‘put“the ~ Constitution 
over’? and determined the\attitude of 
the people and of thé new: Govern- 
ment toward it.. The first. election 
did not reveal any party split-or:turn 
upon serious issues, since out of 69 
votes actually cast in the electoral 
college George Washington received 
exactly 69 as first choice for Presi- 
dent. 

When the second election came 
glong, in 1792, Washington again re- 
ceived all the first-choice ballots. But 
by this time American political opin- 
fon was falling into the two grand 
div:sions which, whatever the ether 
issucs, have characterized it ever 
since. The Federalists desired a 
strong central Government. The 
Anti-Federalists, who developed into 
the Democratic-Republicans and 
finally into the existing Democratic 
Party, put their, emphasis. upon local 
self-government and States’ rights. 
When Governor Smith proposes to 
leave the liquor question to the votes 
of the several States he is directly in 
the Anti-Federalist tradition. 

By 1796 the opposition between the 
two schools of thought was bitter, 
for the French Republic was in full 
swing and the Antis were in sympa- 
thy with what the Federalists re- 
garded as its incendiary doctrines. 
The French emissary, ‘‘Citizen’’ Ge- 
net, had been in:the country ‘stirring 
up democratic sentiment, and Wash- 
ington had hurt the feelings of the 
local-rights people by putting down 
the Whisky Rebellion in Pennsyl- 
vania. Thomas Jefferson, on the 
Democratic-Republican or _Demo- 
cratic! ticket, got 68 electoral votes to 
the 71 ‘which were cast for his rival, 
John. Adams. 

Four years later the. Democratic 
sentiment was strong enough to elect 
Jefferson, though it was necessary to 
carry the election into the House in 
order to break the tie between Jef- 
ferson and his opponent, Aaron 
Burr, who was likewise a Democrat. 
Four years later the Democratic in- 
fluence was so strong that Jefferson 
got 162 electoral votes out of a total 
of 176. The main issues of the next 
few years were tied up with the 
struggle between France and Eng- 
land, They were confused, however, 
because Jefferson: played the Fed- 
eralist game when he stretched the 
Federal authority to buy Louisiana 
and again when he imposed an em- 
bargo on exports in order to prevent 
France and England ;from. interfer- 
ing with our trade, 

Madison Inherits Policies, 

Madison, elected in 1808 and again 
in: 1812, fell heir: to Jefferson’s poli- 
cies.. The Democrats—or “Repub- 
licans, they had-comeé to be called— 
were supreme. in “House and Senate. 
But in the original ‘sense were 
getting less Democratic. Psi orig- 
inal theory had been that the United 
States was a free Union of -indepen- 
dent Commonwealths;; ‘but when the 
New England Federalists threatened 
to secede Madison ‘prepared to. resist 
the’ movement by force. The so-called 
“Era of Good Feeling,” which lasted 
until’ 1824, showed that nearly all is- 


batweent East and “West, between the 
old) democracy and the new, ‘was re- 
flected in the rivalry. between ° An- 
drew .Jackson and John Quincy 
Adams. This was the first election 
in which ths popular vote for Presi- 
dent was tabulated. Jackson received 
155,872 to Adams’s 105,321, but when 
the election ‘was thrown into. the 
House Adams get enough support 
from the followers of the two- minor 
candidates, Henry Clay and William 
H. Crawford, to win the Presidency. 

Adams was the last direct descen- 
dent of the Federalists and of the 
old governing. class of Revotutionary 
times. When he-was defeated for re- 
election by Andrew Jackson in 1828, 
the West and-the new. democracy 
came into its own. Meanwhile, the 
beginnings of the great struggle 
which was to split America, North 
from South, had been manifest. The 
‘Missouri Compromise, by which: Mis- 
souri was admitted as a slave State 
and slavery prohibited in the Louisi- 
ana Purchase north: of the line of 36 
degrees and 30 minutes, had intro- 
duced. the balance-of-power system. 
But it was to be a long time before 
slavery would figure: boldly, in a 
party platform. 


Issue of Secession, 


The issue of secession did figure in 
Jackson’s term, however, when South 


Carolina threatened: to nullify the 


Federal laws and even to withdraw, 
from the Union rather than pay. the 
high duties imposed™by the tariff of 
1832. Jackson put down the move 
with a high hand, but it was not for- 
gotten. Another issue which shook 
the country to its foundations was 
Jackson’s fight to put the Govern- 
ment-controlled United States Bank 
out of business and open banking to 
free competition. This issue was to 
come up more than eighty years 
later when the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem was proposed. But by that time 
what seemed a workable medium be- 
tween public control and private 
banking had been generally accepted. 

The National Republican platform 
of 1832, to which we now come, de- 
nounced Jackson for his attacks upon 
the. prestige of the Senate and his 
quarrel with Chief Justice Marshall 
over’ the authority of ‘the Supreme 
Court. . It. declared his cynical doc- 
trine of the spoils system ‘‘detri- 
mental to the interests, corrupting to 
the morals and dangcrous to the lib- 
erties of this country.’’ It came out 
flat and heavy for ‘‘adequate protec- 
tion.”” But. Jackson beat its candi- 
date, Henry Clay, by a popular vote 
of €87,000 to 530,000 and an electoral 
vote of 219 to 49. 

There were no more national plat- 
forms until 1840, but in 1836 the 
Democrats, who nominated Van Bu- 
ren, were represented by a: resolution 
of the New York section of the party 
rejecting paper money and bank-notes 
as mediums of circulation, opposing 
such monopolies as the Bank of the 
United States and denouncing, for 
possibly the first time in a political 
document in America, the creation of 
“‘vested rights.””. The New York 
Whigs, in their turn, made an issue 
of the dubious political deal -by which 
Jackson had attempted; successfully, 
as’ it happened; to hand the Presi- 
dency on to Yan Buren. 

In 1840 the Democrats came out de- 
nouncing the efforts of the Abolition- 
ists to ‘‘induce Congress to interfere 
with questions of slavery,’’ and also 
declared ‘‘ours the land of liberty 
and the asylum of the oppressed of 
all nations.’’ The Whigs, turning 
the tables at. once, made an issue of 
plain. living: and high thinking and 
offered for President William Henry 
Harrison, a.man of ‘‘the pee-pul.”’ 
The Abolitionists made their first 
bow with their single plank. 


The War Issue ‘Emerges. 


The platforms. of the next few 
years showed the emergence of the 
dominant issue,: which was to be 
definitely settled only by the stupen- 
dous blood-letting of the Civil War. 
Tariffs, internal improvements and 
everything else were subordinated to 
it or made to depend upon it. The 
Democrats stood for taking the whole 
of Oregon; part of which was claimed 
by England; for annexing Texas, for 
the war with Mexico, for enforcing 
the Fugitive Slave act and the Com- 
promise of 1850, but for keeping the 
‘slavery question out of Congress, 
and, with a fervor which would have 
pleased Mr. Coolidge, for ‘‘rigid econ- 
omy’’ in: government. 

The Whigs, a dying party, were 
standing for States’ rights, tariff for 
revenue as well as protection and for 
public improvements.:The Free Soil 
Democrats, who appeared In 1848 in 
their first national convention, de- 
nounced. both the existing major par- 
ties as-“‘hopelessly corrupt and utter- 
ly unworthy of confidence,”’ and op- 
posed the extension cf slavery ‘into 
any territory in which it did not 
already exist. The Native American 
Party, @ political predecessor of the 
Ku Klux Kian, was also functioning. 

The shawsof ‘the Civil War were 
fast descending when the first Re- 
publican National Convention issued 
its'platform at Philadelphia, in June, 
1856. It declared it “both the right 
and the duty of Congress. ‘to prohibit 
in the Territories. those twin relics of 
barbarism, p y, and slaver* 
Four years later, with Lincoln as: its 
candidate, it assailed what it de- 


turned on the question of compro- 
mise with the South. The Democrats 
denounced:the usurpations of power 
by the: Republican Administration 
and demanded that ‘immediate ef- 
forts be made for a cessation of hos- 
tilities.”” ‘The end of the war altered 
the form of the quarrel between’ what 
was. to be henceforth the. two ‘Major 
parties. Problems of reconstruction 
took the place of the pre-war fight 
over the spread of slavery. It was 
years before’ the . ‘‘bloody — shirt’’ 
ceased tobe waved at every Presi- 
dential election: 

‘The. Demccrats. were now for the 
restoration cf self-povernment in the’ 
South .and for. wiping. out the scars 
of war, They found) plenty to shoot 
at, also,.in the shocking corruption 
which develo ped. during the two. Ad- 
ministrations of Ulysses S. Grant. 
The Republican Party demanded 
“equal suffrage for all loyal men at 
the South,’’ a position from which it 
was later tacitly to recede; defended 
its cwn stern reconstruction policy, 
and pointed to economy, prosperity 
and reduction of taxes as meriting 
support. 

As early. as 1872 the labor problem 
was specifically ‘mentioned in the 
Republican platform, and there was 
a qualified: endorsement of the ad- 
mission of women ‘‘to wider fields of 
usefulness.” The Liberal Repub- 
licans, who broke away in 1872 and 
nominated Horace Greeley for Presi- 
dent, demanded complete amnesty 
for all participants in the rebellion 
and repudiated the rottenness cf the 
Grant Administration. 

But. the: Civil. War was gradually 
being forgotten. New issues were 
coming up—issues which definitely 
foreshadowed those of the present 
day. In 1876 the Democrats de- 
nounced the tariff ‘‘as a master- 
piece of injustice, inequality and 
false pretense.’ The Greenbackers 
came out in the same year for paper 
eurrency and inflation, and the Pro- 
hibitionists held their second  na- 
tional convention., This was the 
famous election, in .which Tilden, 
though winning more popular votes 
than Hayes, lost the Presidency in 
the emergency Electoral Commission. 


Against Centralization. 


If we follow the Democrats through 
the next few years we find them op- 
posing centralization, standing for a 
tariff for revenue only and defending 
‘individual rights against corporate 
monopoly.”” The Greenbackers were 


a graduated income tax—a revolu- 
tionary proposal at that time—and 
the ‘‘free and unlimited coinage: of 
silver.’”’ The Republicans, raising no 
new issues, were standing pat. 

With the election of 1888 the rdéles 
changed. The Democrats now had a 
record to defend, the Republicans 
remedies to offer. In 1888 and again 
in 1892 the Democrats emphasized 
tariff reform, low taxes, decentraliza- 
tion and the prevention of monopoly. 
By 1892 they were veering toward 
free silver. The -Republicans were 
urging tariff duties ‘‘equal to the 
difference between wages abroad and 
at home.’’ They, like the Democrats, 
were condemning the ‘‘trusts.”’ In 
1884 and again in 1888 Mrs. Belva A. 
Leckwood ran for President’on an 
equal rights platform. 

In 1896 William J. Bryan and the 
free silver issue emerged suddenly 
and dramatically at the Chicago con- 
vention. Most of the former Green- 
backers fell into. ‘line. ‘There fol- 
lowed one of the most dramatic. con- 
flicts since the Civil War.’ It was 
now not only -North against South, 
but East against West. ' Here was a 
phase of the agricultural issue which 
is raised again in the present cam- 
paign, though in 1928 it is hard to 
determine. which party will make the 
greatest appeal: to the farmer. 

McKinley’s: election, the Spanish- 
American War, the annexation of the 
Philippines, and the growth of trusts 
and monopolies raised a mass of new 
issues which the Democrats were to 
attack:from one angle and the insur- 
gent or progressive Republicans from 
another... The tariff, as time went on, 
gradually lost much of its significance 
as @ party. test. 'The Democrats con- 
tinued to assert: that specific tariffs 
were too high or that they encour- 
aged trust-forming, but they, no 
longer denounced protection as a 
principle. 

In 1900 and again in 1904 they made 
the so-called imperialistic. policies. of

meanwhile pushing their demand for ar 











nounced the abuse of power by thi 
Speaker of! thé’ House’ of Représen- 
tatives, demanded “‘the vigorous’ en- 
forcement;of, the'criminal law against 
guilty trust magnates and officials,’ 

asked the enlargement of the Inter- 


state Commerce Commission's. pow- | 
ers, demanded a Federal income ‘tax | 


and opposed the abuse.of the injunc- 
tion in labor disputes. . But practical- 
ly the same principles could. be. de- 
duced either from the Republican 
platform or from Colonel Roosevelt's 

personal policiés: "The tariff remained 


an issue, not because the Democrats |. 


were. returning to’free trade, but be- 
cause the Republicans, having: prom- 
ised to ‘revise the ‘tariff, revised ‘it 
upward. — : 

The struggles between’ government | 
and big business. which had engaged’ 
liberals in both parties’ reached its 
height during the early years of 
Woodrow Wilson’s Administration: 
The high cost of living, reflecting an 
actual: décline in: real: wages which 
had been going on sifice “the "90s, 


was an affliction which both parties } 


admitted, though their ideas as to 
remedies were not alike. ‘In’ many 
ways President Wilson was continu- 
ing the progressive, policies of ,Colo- 
nel Roosevelt—only he‘had changed 
the name to ‘“forward-looking’’— 
when.the World War broke out and 
new issués suddenly took the place 
of the old. 


A Period of Confusion. 


The historian of the remote future 
may read of this period with confu- 
sion. The Republican Party ‘became, 
on the whole, the party of militancy 
and preparedness, as well as of out- 
spoken sympathy with the Allies 
against Germany. Mr. Wilson, plead- 
ing for neutrality in thought as well 
as in deed, received the support of 
the pacifists and of those. who. be- 
lieved’ ‘in keeping out of foreign en- 
tanglements, In one of the most re- 
markable campaigns in our political 
history he won largely because of the 
implied promise ‘to ‘‘keep us otit of 
war.’’ The sincerity of this hope will 
probably not’ be questioned by the 
historians. Yet the sequel was an 
abrupt reversal of the réles. Wilson, 
the friend of the-pacifists, carried 
the country into war, and the party 
which had been most consistently op- 
posed to foreign adventures of .all 
kinds found itself with membership 
in the League of Nations as one of 
its principal planks. But, like free 
silver, this issue ‘was ‘to ‘cisappear 
completely from the Democratic pro- 
am. 

Contrasted with the bitterer strug- 
gles of the past this yéar’s campaign 
is, on its face, almost wholly devoid 
of sharply defined issues. Thé most 
important question, that.cf prohibi- 
tion, divides both parties....Yet 1928 
will doubtless be remembered as the 
year in which Hoover the dry, fought 
it out with Smith the wet.

i Old Mansions to Be Torn 
His Work as a. Part

“SHE man who was once accused 
“et ‘driving the Vanderbilts 
‘and the Astors from Fifth 
Avenue’’ recently discussed in 
an” interview the philosophy of his}. 
ventures in altering the character of 
one of ‘the world’s show ‘streets. In 
contrast to the sentimental views 
that are sometimes expressed’ when 
the passing of the city’s residential 
landmarks is considered, he asserted 
with vigor and.humor that a genu- 
ine Civic service had been performed. 
And he not only explained how some 
of the more spectacular changes 
were, carried out but.why he re- 

garded them as inevitable. . 

There is an inescapable dramatic 
fitness ‘in the.casting of Benjamin 
Winter for the part he has played. 
An immigrant. boy from Poland 
twenty-seven years ago, one imag- 
ines him looking with. bewildered 
eyes at the great. impenetrable resi- 
dences of New’ York. He became a 
house painter to earn a living. (In 
Lodz he had studied art; this was 
the practical application.) Then: real 
estate interested him, his first trans- 
action, fifteen years ago; earning him 
$1,500 profit. Presently he bought the 
Astor residence at Sixty-fifth Street 
for some $3,000,000, one Vanderbilt 
mansion at -Fifty-second Street for‘ 
$3,500,000, and anothér on the oppo- 
site corner’ for’about $4,000,000, and 
proceeded to tear them down; not to 
mention Temple Emanu-El, at Forty- 
third Street, which cost him $6,500,- 
000, or the historic: Spanish Flats, 
New York’s first lhixurious apart- 
ments, covering half a block on Cen- 
tral Park South, for about $7,000,000 
—a total of ‘more than’ $25,000,000 
worth of noted buildings—purchased 
to demolish. 

Manhattan’s Limitations. 


When Mr. Winter tells how he feels 
toward the changes he has: made, 
the listener sees his:-point. of view, 
whatever. preconceptions he may 
heve held. abe: 

“Back of the disappearance: of 
Fifth Avenue’s famous landmarks. is 
the basic economic fact that real 
estate is fixed in supply and not 
like a commodity which can be man- 
ufactured in quantities to meet the 
demand,”’ .Mr. .Winter explained. 
“This applies much more drastically 
to Manhattan, an island, than to 
many other great American cities 
which can sweep out in all. direc- 
tions. It is an important reason why 
Manhattan real estate is the most 
valuable in the world, and constantly 
increasing’ in- value. And it applies 
even more pointedly to Fifth Ave- 
nue; for here is one of the world’s 
most famous streets, and on less than 
a mile. of. it—from Forty-second 
Street to Fifty-ninth—every leading 
business wants and feels it needs 
space. 

“Thus, when an important location 
on Fifth Avenue is gone, you can’t 
replace it-with another if. some one 
else wants’ it: You've got to find 
another ‘site; and that is why com- 
merce encroaches upon the famous 
homes on the avenue. One mer- 
chant follows.another and the line 
moves upward. Naturally, real .es- 
tate values make phenomenal in- 
creases and.no.cne can afford to 
build a “home .on Fifth Avenue any 
more, while even the wealthiest fam- 
ilies find it too expensive to main- 
tain their..present mansions.” 

A home now worth $4,000,000 at its 
present land value.is obviously cost- 
ing $240,000 a year if capitalized at 
6 per cent., Mr. Winter pointed out. 
“Add to this taxes, servants and 
other items and the annual upkeep 
reaches around $400,000, which ex- 
plains why the wealthiest families 
are content to sell their mansions.” 


Sentiment and Progress. 

“When I began to raze the Vander- 
bilt mansions I “was severely criti- 
cized in some quarters,’’ Mr. Winter 
continued. ‘‘There were strong sen- 
timental attachments to them. They 
were a part:of civic pride. Well, it 
was a question of sentiment or 
progress. And I thought that prog- 
ress should come first. Personally, I 


would rather move my civic pride to | * 


another part of the city: Because if 
you hinder progress, you have no in- 
terest in civic pride at all. You have 
nothine to make it. of. These great 

’ houses weren’t built; you know, until 
their. owners had first-made progress 
in commerce themsélves. They could 
not have ‘built them unless they had.”’ 

‘The Demands of Progress. 

Pointing out that this is a compar- 

, atively young city in a young coun- 
try, Mr. ‘Winter went on to say that 
commerce must still have.the right

‘There is another side to the disap- 

pearance of Fifth “Avenue’s man- 
sions which Mr. Winter pointed out 
as helping. thousands where only a 
few were served before. 
* “Take any great house which gives 
way to a modern apartment build- 
ing,’”’ he-said. ‘‘It is occupied by a 
few people: for a short period each 
‘year. Now look what happens when 
it is sold: The wrecker employs per- 
haps 200 men while the building is 
being demolished, Then, indirectly, 
in all parts of the country men who 
make and sell brick, steel, glass and 
all other building products get em- 
ployment to provide for the building 
that is to replace it. Excavation pro- 
vides more work for many men. 
Steel workers, bricklayers, glaziers, 
plumbers, carpenters—all the build- 
ing trades—are kept busy for months. 
And finally, when completed, per- 
haps a hundred families will have 
their homes on that site, enjoying its 
beauties, with ‘several hundred ser- 
vants in their employ, not counting 
the large retinue that ‘looks after 
the building proper. 


The Wider Benefits. 


‘Tsn’t that better than just one 
family enjoying it for perhaps only 
afew weeks a year? And to go even 
further, the entire city benefits in 
the higher taxes that the improved 
property brings in.’’ 

Observing that the consumption of 
real estate is the first human need— 
especially in Manhattan—and meet- 
ing with incredulity, Mr. Winter 
said: 

‘Well, you might think food—but 
where do you grow food? Or, shel- 
ter—but where do you build it? After 
a man dies he ceases to need these 
things altogether—but he goes right 
on needing real estate, if it’s only a 
space large enough to hold his ashes. 
Then, too, other things go out of 
fashion. The airplane may yet sup- 
plant the automobile; clothes already 
seem to be going out of style. But 
real estate never will. 


*‘And as_real: estate goes up in 
value, you can’t make a profit on the 
investment unless you build up in 
the air.. We have had to go up from 
five to ten-stery building and so on 
until today the fifty-story building 
is beginning to become a common- 
place. Now we have the New York 
Central Building with streets run- 
ning through it. The proposed 
building project for the Metropolitan 
Opera House on Fifth Avenue is re- 
ported to embrace a similar design, 
although on a much more gigantic 
scale. Everything tends toward the 
building of the future occupying one 
or more blocks. 


The Future of Real Estate. 


**Real estate has thus reached the 
point where—with so many millions 


‘required for present-day building 


projects—individuals,even the wealth- 
iest, have not the means to finance 
these operations. I ‘look’ forward to 
the day, therefore, when real estate 
companies with capital in the hun- 
dreds. of milions. of dollars. will 
dominate. the field... Just as. the rail- 
roads and other great public utilities 
had to turn to the public to finance 
their develepment, so real estate, ex- 
panding to..tremendous. dimensions, 
must do the same, Out of economic 
necessity, because of the magnitude 
of present-day operations, great real 
estate companies. vying in resources 
with our public utilities will emerge.” 

Returning to the subject of Fifth 
Avenue mansions, Mr. Winter ex- 
plained, that the real estate operator 
is not. interested in the value of the 
house, even though it might cost

‘‘When I was negotiating for the 
Spanish’ Flats,” “Mr.. Winter re- 
marked, -‘‘the broker inquired if -I 
didn’t like the buildings. ‘Do I like 
them?’ I replied. ‘I would’ have 
added $150,000 to the price if they 
weren't on the land at all,’’”’ 

Not only is the actual expense of 
dismantling one of those "houses 
enormous, but the time required 
adds heavily to the cost. Hach day 
the workmen spend in breaking 
down walls built to endure forever 
and removing the materia] -means 
thousands of dollars in carrying 
charges on the property—interest, 
taxes, -&c. When he. bought the 
W. K. Vanderbilt house, Mr. Winter 
relates, some one wanted to buy it 
from -him, carry it piece by piece 
out on Long Island and there re 
build it. 

“Can you take it down 
days?’’ Mr. Winter asked. “If. so; 
I’ll do business with you. For it 
costs me more than $1,000 a day to 
hold it.’’. It was figured that.three 
years would be required to take down 
the house brick by brick. The deal 
fell through. 

Mr.. Winter -said that: the people 
who sell their Fifth Avenue nomes 
rarely, if ever, build another 'n New 
York. They usually move into an 
apartment—in several cases on the 
site of their former home, 

The tremendous prassure of busi- 
ness for space on Fifth Avenue is 
matched by the ever-growing de- 
mand for apartment houses, Mr. 
Winter added. 


The Growth of the City. 


“Every year,” he said, ‘‘a city the 
size of Albany is thrown into the lap 
of New York. The new hundred 
thousand must have a place to live. 
Thus the need for apartment houses 
goes hand in hand with the need for 
business buildings, for it is the 
business which produces the need 
for homes. An important factor, too, 
in New York’s increasing popula- 
tion, is the number of older. people 
from the West and South who have 
made enough money to retire and 
who come to New York for leisure 
and recreation.”’ 

Mr. Winter has little use for an 
invocation of the past when it is 
applied to his profession. 


‘‘Most people look back,’’ he said. 
“They say ‘twenty years ago I 
could have bought land in such and 
such a place for such and such a 
price,’ after someone else has just 
paid a great deal more for it. Or 
they tell you what they could have 
done ‘just after the war.’ Looking 
back is a great mistake. Land 
values increase too fast now. I 
am not interested in the fact that I 
could have bought a. Vanderbilt 
mansion for a million dollars less 
than I paid for it a year or so before. 
I am only interested in what it is 
going to be worth a year or so after 
I buy it. I don’t care what land 
sold for in 1918. I am interested in 
what it will sell for in' 1930. Why 
the whole island was botight for a 
few dollars by the Dutch—and no- 
body knows now whether those 
people thought they got a bargain 
or not!’’

IS. FAST ‘FALLING INTO. RUINS 





Kennedy Home Near Lancaster, Ky., Was Used 
As a Model by Harriet Beecher Stowe 


HE “old. Kennedy home,’ the 
ff house near Lancaster, Ky., 
famous as the scene of “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,” is rapidly becoming a 
ruin. Recently a large section of 
the western wall collapsed, exposing 
to wind and weather the interior of 
the historic old mansion. 

In view of the fact that this spot 
was looked upon ‘as a shrine by the 
opponents of slavery, it is strange 
that it has been thus allowed to fall 
into decay without efforts to pre- 
serve the ancient structure, even for 
its historic interest. 

General Thomas Kennedy, depicted 
as Colonel. Shelby.in. Mrs, \Stowe’s 
novel, was master of an estate of 
15,000 acres, acquired mostly through 
land grants and extended .by pur- 
chase, He was sirveyor, slave 
owner and energetic farmer. He 
served in the: Legislature for several 
terms, and was a man of consider- 
able importance in his neighborhood. 
He died in 1836 at the age of 74. 

It was while visiting at the home 
of General ‘Kennedy that Harriet 
Beecher Stowe got her first-hand in- 
formation as.to plantation life and 
Eatbnnhe) pid for her novel, For 
than three-quarters of a cen-

the slavery evil, During this period 
She paid her memorable visit to 
Kentucky, viewing the life of ease 
and luxury among the Kentucky 
planters as pictured in the household 
of Colonel Shelby. 


The happy life of the well-cared for 
negroes she sets down conscientious- 
ly; and though there are many dis- 
crepancies between fact and fancy, 
her aim was to be fair to her sub- 
ject. During Mrs, Stowe’s visit to 
the Kennedy home, according to a 
friend, ‘‘Harriet did not seem to no- 
tice anything in particular that hap- 
pened, but sat much of the time as 
though abstracted in thought. When 
the. negroes did funny things and 
cut-up capers, she did not seem to 
pay the slightest attention to them. 
Afterward, however, in reading 
‘Uncle Tom,’ I recognized scene 
after scene of that visit portrayed 
with most minute fidelity,.and knew 
at once where the material for that 
portion of the story had beén gath- 
ered.”

courts, did not look for so magnifi- 
cent a performance as Hunter: put on 
a mesa ipl and they included Lott 
imself, who was confident of his 
ability to win the match.

ELECTRIC TREND 





Receivers at New York’s Exhibit This Week, 


Reveal: Marked Improvements—Television 
‘Still in Experimental Stage 


By ORRIN E. DUNLAP JR. 


HIS is Radio Week in New York. 
The latest. styles in receiving 
sets will be displayed at Madison 

Square Garden... The show willbe 
open to the public daily. from 1.to 11 
P. .M., beginning tomorrow. ‘Thomas 
A. Edison.is. scheduled to officially 
epen the exhibition between 8 and 9 
o’clock tomorrow night. He will be 
heard on. the. radio over a network of 
stations, including WJZ. 

There will be two popular. questions 
asked by visitors .at the Garden 
and by those away. from New 
York,. who do not attend the show:

Millions of elec- 
tric sets. have been, sold...The,manu- 
facturers in. many. cases. overlooked 
precautions to. offset. the danger of 
current fluctuations... The result. has 
been premature burning out of, tubes 
and. .grid resistances. So . much 
trouble was. experienced .with some 
of the sets that they were withdrawn 
from” the market and improved 
models substituted. A year has, 
therefore, taught radio désigners 
‘valuable lessons based upon practi- 
cal experience. They contend that 
the 1928-9. receivers are designed so 
that .no further trouble..need be 
feared, although the current. in the 
lighting..lines. may waver. between 
105 and .125 volts...The new models 
also tune sharper. than some. of the 
early. alternating-current. receivers.

CONGRESS RULES 
THE ETHER WAVES 


Broadcasts Must Be for “Public Corivenience: 
Interest or Necessity”—-Lawmakers Stamp 
Radio as Public Utility 


By IRA E, ROBINSON, 
Chairman of the Federal Radio 
Commission. 


HE advent and rapid develop- 
ment of the radio has. brought 
forth many new-problems. . Many 
of these relate to the applying of.old 
legal principles to entirely new ‘sit- 
wations:” The courts have ~ not. yet 
reached these problems. 
In relation éven’ to radio wé fre- 
quently hear expressed that age-old 
expression, ‘‘The air is free.’’- We 
are, of course, assuming that in this 
expression the words ‘‘the.air’’ are 
used in the meaning whereby they 
refer to whatever transmits sound 
from’ the radio transmitter to the 
“Péceiver, whether it be caié#!-the 
““gpeetrum, the ether, or whatever. 
“The Air Is No Longer Free.‘ 
__. “The air is free.”” But is it free 
_ for the unqualified use of each “and 
every individual as he. may seek to 
use it? Has not the intellect of the 
world, qualified all this by placing 
on ‘‘the air” the concept of its’ use 
in behalf of the general public? Do 
not the deliberations of the intérna- 
tional convention held in Washifigton 
jn 1927 so indicate? 

as, far as our country is concerned, 
od not Congress, by the Radio jaw 
of, 1927, stamped radio as purely a 
public utility? By that law no license 
for any character of radio. transmis- 
sion. can .be granted without a show- 
ing that the grant is for ‘the public 
convenience, interest or necessity.” 

Whatever may have been the earlier 
limited legal notions as.to the owner- 
«= thip: of ‘‘the air’’,..must it,now be 
conceded that the conception of. this 
latter day.is that ‘‘the air’’. is pub- 
licly claimed, indeed, publicly owned? 
Has: it«not:so been claimed. by the 
Congress of our great country?) The 
use of ‘the air,’ except under sov- 
ereign grant, has been denied. That 
Congress has power so’to ordain will 
not be denied by those properly en- 
lightened as to its powers. 

Limited Channels Presetit Problem. 


“The air,’’ for practical use in the 
broadcasting of speech and music, or 
in the transmissions of wireless busi- 
ness. and. personal messages, is lim- 
ited.in the number of available chan- 
nels or. wave lengths. In the nature 
of. things not every individual of the 
.. public, can have one of the channels 

or wave lengths for his own individ- 
ual purposes. By no means are there 
enough.to go around in distribution 
to the many. individuals. of the pub- 
lic. The use of any wave length by 
more than oné ‘person at the same 
time is ordinarily impracticable and 
_ interfering, Then may one of the pub- 
inc, to the exclusion of another, have 
one of. these wave Jengths, exclusive- 
ly for use.in his personal or private 
business? 

Ofcourse, in:the becadneatinn field, 
we do not squarely meet the question 
last: propotnded, A license for broad- 
casting by the present law. is granted 
\! tobe private individual. . He. builds 
the broadcasting station and.operates 
it as a private business. -But assured- 
ly, «must he not rightly serve allthe 
public? It is atthe listening end 
whére’ the ‘real claim of’ the: public 


consideration in behalf of the public. 
By broadcasting, as it is today, the 
public receives the--benefit; if ft be 
that, of extensive entertainment and, 
to.a limited extent, of enlightenment. 
Pity the latter could not prevail over 
the \former. Lét us “hopé that ‘the 
licensing . of. broade¢asters of bet- 
ter ideal and altruism may bring us 
to that. Congress hag directed that 
broadcasters be given licenses to be 
used, not merely in their own inter- 
est, but for ‘‘the public convenience, 
interest or necessity.”” -May. we not 
hope that each licensee will measure 
up. to.a recognition ‘of the marked 
trusteeship which he holds for the 
public? 

‘Raramount. general public service, 
however, attaches.to the use.of “the 
air’ for-point.to point, telegraphic, 
wireless communication. ..Here we 
have that which pertains: to. the very 
life, of our, people and .of, the. race. 
Broadcasting can afford only. limited 
aid.to business and to the important 
inter-relations of the people, It can- 
hot:even send a message for arswer. 
Nor. can it send it in'a practical, con- 
fidential: way. The business ‘of: life 
depends on message and answer, 
largely confidential as between the 
parties. 

. Short Waves Are Limited. 

In proper allocation of the short- 
wave’ lengths of the world.spectrum 
to the nations of the earth, available 
under . international..agreement for 
telegraphic . service, America can 
have but a limited. number. Indeed, 
at the. present. development, these 
eannot be sufficient forthe great 
every-day intercontinental and trans- 
oceanic: communication necessary for 
our great: American activities. .Then, 
shall. we frivolously: grant license to 
one for mere private business use, 
whether oil :productr, meat packer, 
cotton grower,, rubber producef, 
power line, or evén railroad? 


Ate incideéntal’ facilities which aid 
in the opération of the business of 
any of these within the primary legal 
concept of géneral public’ sérvice? 
Must not the facility of ‘‘the air” for 
message and ansWer bé licensed only 
to géneral utility companies who ‘will 
use it within the accepted legal defi- 
nition of public utility; ‘taking and 
receiving, unter a definite legal ‘re. 
sponsibility, your meéssage of life and 
business, and mine, and that of every 
individual of the public if need be? 
Has Congress even the power to give 
the use of one of ‘the Nmited: humber 
of wave lengths: merely for. private 
business purpdses over: the right: of 
the général public for the use of the 
samé? Yet by some: it’ is so contend- 
ed; Thdeéd, licenses have been so 
granted aid are outstanding: ‘The 
licensée makes-no rétutn in consid- 
ération' of ‘the public franchise grant.

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RADIO AS A COLLEGE PROFESSOR 


By GEORGE B. CUTTEN, 
President, Colgate University. 
ROBABLY no two single factors 

of.modern. life.could be .of more 

value in education than the mov- 
ing picture and the radio. They both 
have wonderful possibilities, which, 
up to the present time, have been 
utilized principally for amusement. 
Of course, the education provided 
by these means would be general and 
elementary rather than specific and 
complex. The moving picture is used 
now, however, in presenting highly 
technical subjects to advanced uni- 
versity students, and has vast unde- 
veloped possibilities along this line. 
Ratio, on account of its invisible, in- 
definite and widely scattered audi- 
ence, canhot hope to vie with the 
moving picture in presenting a tech- 
nical stibject to a definite and con- 
céntrated audience which has assem- 
bled for a specific purpose. 

The radio as a mechanical instru- 
ment is of intense interest to. every 
student of physics and presents prob- 
léms which . attract the most ad- 
vanced, but its operation is not likely 
to interest college students from the 
standpoint of education so much ag 
it appeals to people as _a whole on 
topics of general interest. There is 
ho reason why lectures on college 
subjects should not be broadcast, and 
any subject which can be taught in 
college by the lecture methéd can be 
equally wéll given over thé radio.

book, and recite it to us in a certain 
manner. This is discipline. In Eu- 
rope they demand that at the end of 
a four years’ coursé a student shall 
have acquired a certain amount -of 
information and be enabled to solve 
certain problems, and they care not 
how he has obtained the information, 
whether in classrooms, from lectures, 
from books or from general reading. 


There seems now to be a tendency 
to adopt the European principles in 
American education and to lay more 
emphasis on the fact that 4 person 
has mastered a subject than on the 
method he has employed in master- 
ing it. If the time comes when we 
shall make this change, when we 
Shall say to a collége student, ““We 
do not care how you get your édu- 
cation so long as you get it,’’ then 
the radio will be of far greater value: 

We should then learn our. politics 
from political speethes rather than 
from. textbooks; we: should learn our 
economics’ from finantial talks and 


market reports; we should learn our 
sociology from police news and cur- 
rent events. If we could listen to 4 
radio talk ‘while ‘sitting comfortably 
in our rooms some evening and know 
that it would count as much as rush- 
ing up on college hill to an 8 o’clock, 
radio lectures of a serious character 
would be in demand: and conse- 
quently would be furnished. At best, 
however, these would only be supple- 
mentary to the study. of textbooks 
and the lectures of professors, and 
some personal guidance'would always 
be necessary to articulate the matter 
received over the radio:with that ob- 
tained . from. other - sources, No 
amount of radio information can ever 
take the place of the personal touch 
with the professor, espécially when 
consultation and discussion are 
sought. 

When we consider the college stu- 
dents’. amusements the radio assumes 
an important place.’. Speeches, prize-

Unfortunately, the aver- 
age college student does not read the 
daily, papers, except the sporting 
page, but in listening to the radio he 
receives. much information that he 
would not otherwise get, and this 
must. be credited to the radio as a 
really important addition to his edu- 
cation. 

The function of the radio in educa- 
tion, while most important, seems to 
be somewhat. limited, and will simply 
be a supplement to present methods 
instead of a substitute. Probably it 
will be chiefly used in elementary 
education, and it is less likely to sat- 
isfy than to arouse interest in vari- 
ous subjects. In colleges or univer- 
sities with departments separated by 
distances, as in New York Univer+ 
sity, the same lecture might be given 
to several classes at once, but this is 
not a common condition. Agrictil 
tural classes for farmers scattéred 
over a State or several States have 
been’ sticcessfully held ‘by radio, and 
the recent advarnte in adult educa 
tion may be stimulated and the prob- 
lems solved by means’ of the’ radio.

RESIDENTIAL years bring with 
“them ~accoinpanying ~ trains’*of 

pdlitical evénts that are peculiar 
to.the quadrénnial race to the White 
House;' 1928 is no exception to.this 
statément;’ and one’ of the cvents 
of: _preticminarit ’ interest ‘and ‘pre- 
ponderant importance, is ithe part 
that radio is playing in: the national 
campaign. That* radio should play 
a role in politics is not ‘unusual; but 
that “it shotiid be called. on’ to be a 
principal.’ in» the great American 
political drama: grips the imagina- 
tion’ of those who but.a few. brief 
years ago: looked on broadcasting as 
an abortive issue of wireless. 

But a few brief years in radio. rep- 
resent strides that can be measured 
only in’ decades in other branches 
of the’ sciences. _ And, with this fact 
in mind, the miracle.of radio.on the 
stump. is no longer a thing to won- 
der at. Radio was born into politics. 
The. feature: of the first program 
ever publicly broadcast in the United 
States was the returns of the Hard- 
ing-Cox. election in 1920. Out of the 
tangle of: independent wireless -re- 
search that followed the World War, 
KDKA went. on the air. election day 
night, November, 1920.: In its wake 
came ;the hundreds of slim. masts 
from: whose thin wires the voices_of 
620 are heard through the 8,500,000 
receiving: sets: of radio-minded Amer- 
iea. 

Each succeeding election, city, 
State or national, has seen radio be- 
come. a more. important adjunct ‘to 
the campaigner. But it remained 
for the present year to witness its 
approach to within ‘the easy reach 
of. the*ultimate goal’ set by it by 
“crack-brained’”’ - prophets’ in 1920, 
who predicted: that’ the time would 
come; when Presidential «campaigns 
would -be: waged from the radio 
studio. The burden that is being im- 
posed on it today, in carrying the 
messages of all parties to the voters, 
lends credence to these rash asser- 
tions made ‘less than eight years 
ago;‘and the attainment of this goal 
may be the achievement of the near 
future. Bit leaving this considera- 
tion aside ~and* returning ‘to ‘its 
present’ réle, ‘the’ campaign of 1928 
ushers. ina far-reaching innovation 
in political broadcasting. This is the 
Balancing of political addresses with 
high-élass ahd appropriate entertain- 
ment features*presented® by the’ par- 
ties putting” on ‘the addresses. 


Influence of Chain Idea. ' 


An vanalysis‘ofthe development of 
air’ entertainment : during .the’ ‘past 
four’ years explains the fundamental 
reason*for this innovation. If ‘there 
was’ a’ psyehology ofthe listener be- 
fore ‘1924; broadcasters’ paid little’ at- 
tentiohto*it' arid politicians ignored 
it.’ In’ 1924°*radio was still in the era 
when’ anything went: and ‘monotony 
in programs was: universal with all 
broddeastérs.’ ‘Two years" later the 
chain ‘-idea* came ‘into being. Its 
birth”: brought a‘ studious “effort: ‘to 
increase the‘quality ‘of air entertain- 
ment. ‘Studio managers became con- 
scious. of ‘the’ fact ‘that’ radio was in 
the doldrums and‘ that the® listening 
public’ was’ becoming ennuied’ with 
the same ‘aural diet night ‘after night.

Their theory. was dynamic .action 
plus explosive speech will bring 're- 
sults. This theory held while the 
orator: confronted his audience and 
was plainly visible to it; but when 
the walls of his auditorium were. ex- 
panded by radio, the unseen listeners 
cared little’ for the waving of arms; 
pounding of tables, tearing of hair or 
stamping of feet. Flaming~phtases 
and rhetorical hyperbole shooting off 
at tangents into’ the «adjectivial 
realms of eloquence exerted some. ap- 
peal; but this appeal soon wore off 
with most listeners. They turned’ to 
analyzing political speeches under 
the microscope of facts. When they 
found little of the germ of truth in 
their specimens, ‘they twisted . the 
dials to some other station. 

In -addition to their failure. to 
understand the first fundamental of 
radio, politicians were. guilty of two 
other grave offenses. They believed 
that since they were paying for.time 
on the air, they could go on the air 
at any time they wished. As for.the 
broadcaster, he could cool his heels 
in. the political. anterooms until: his 
purchaser was ready. The result was 
chaotic broadcasting. Speeches that 
were scheduled to be_radiated.at 8 
o’clock went on the air at 9 or any 
other time that suited’ the speaker’s 
convenience. When he was ready to 
speak, he demanded that the trans- 
mitter’ be turned over to him imme- 
diately. Political. -parties,. on. ..the 
whole, took a haughty attitude 
toward broadcasters. The only~co- 
operation they were inclined to fur- 
nish was their willingness to admit 
that the’ radio stations should ‘con- 
cede every controverted' point. 


Missed Listeners Viewpoint, 


Their understanding: of listener 
psychology was shockingly deficient. 
When they made an ‘attempt ‘to ‘in- 
troduce a program with entertain- 
ment features, the attempt, to put it 
mildly, was in most cases, ludicrous. 
If ;a,.serious talk was to be. intro- 
duced ' by: entertainment,..they ; took 
over: the: broadcaster’s: discarded de- 
lusion ‘that’ anything .went and’ any- 
thing: was: put’ on the air to support 
their oratory, “The “speaker ‘of “the 
evening had” nothing: whatsoever to 
do with’ selecting’ his supporting’ pro- 
gram: ‘If a’notéed ‘statésman’ was’ to 
talk on international relations in'the 
light of campaign promises, ‘his ‘in- 
terest in what preceded or followed 
him as a part of the. air ‘program 
was not consulted by. the political of- 
ficial in charge of arranging the .pro- 
gram, Thus it'was that the late Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan might’ find him- 
self addressing an invisible audience 
just after’a+male quartet finished 
singing ‘How Dry I Am.”

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| Caldwell Says to Reduce. Power of Broadcasters. Would Start Farm 
Revolt—He Declares Too Many Stations Have Power 
Ratings of Electric Toasters 


By 0. H. CALDWELL, 
Federal Radio Commissioner. 
URAL free delivery was the 

greatest boon received by. the 
farmer during the decade of 
- 1910. But paralleling in importance, 
and even outrunning rural delivery 
in its influence on farm life, has been 
radio broadcasting, with its constant- 
ly increasing station powes, now 
making possible the delivery of won- 
derful metropolitan programs to farm 
homes and to village firesides all over 
the land, 


It is ‘piarer:-hinh-poniie broadcast- 
ing—that has made radio reach the 
farm. Putting power behind the pro- 
grams has enabled rural listeners to 
hear great speakers, great musicians 
and great events of the day, with all 
the crispness and clarity with which 
they can be heard in the city a hun- 
dred miles away. And so today the 
names of KDKA, WJZ, WGY, WLS, 
WGN and WLW are household words 
in farm homes everywhere. On.them, 
and on stations like them, millions 
of farm homes have learned to de- 
| pend for news, markets; education 
and entertainment. 

Power Is Secret of Service. 


The surest way to start a revolt 
among the farmers and folk in small 
towns and villages and in,the.out-of- 
the-way places would'be to reduce the 
* power of these great rural service 
stations. To cut the power of a 50,- 
| 000-watt station to 5,000 watts would 
cause little hardship on its near-by 
city audience. A turn or two of any 
near-by receiver’s filament control 
and the station would again come in 
as loud as before. But the damage 
would be done out in the farming 
country. For such a cut would take 
radio programs away from hundreds 
of thousands of farm listeners in the 
distant ranges of the station’s ser- 
vice. Such a reduction would de- 
prive these good veople of radio al- 
together, or would let the weak sig- 
nals that came through sink into the 
murk and welter of the static. 


Power—and power only—can drive 
strong, sharp signals through the 
racket and roar of Summer interfer- 
ence. Power and more power is the 
answer to the farmer’s plea for bet- 
ter radio service. Power will bring 
in his market figures clear and un- 
mistakable, his musical programs un- 
marred by volicys of musketry from 
**static.”” Power enables the radio 
message to cverride the interfering 
natural interference. 

Yet to date in radio broadcasting 
we have gone only a very short way 
along the inevitable road of power in- 
creases. We still look upon a 500-watt 
station as a fair-sized outfit. In som@) 
casés we depend unon its slender 
power to reach, enlighten and inspire 
perhaps two millions of listeners liv- 
ing within a twenty-five-mile radius. 
Yet its total actual transmitted powér 
of 500 watts is far less than that of 
the electric toaster at your breakfast 
table! 

Our 5, 000-watt “high-power”? sta- 
tions are among the country’s largest. 
Yet such power, measured in more 
familiar units, is not impressive when 
viewed as only seven horsepower. 
Seven horsepower is hardly ‘‘high 
power’ measured in the terms of any 
farm or the shop. 

Even our great ‘“superpower”’ sta- 
tions of fifty kilowatts become much 
less fearsome—and less suited to the 
language of demagoguery—when we 
think of them as merely ‘‘sixty-five 
horsepower” units—about the power 
of a fair automobile. Instead of 
these very conservative powers, the 
present broadcasting limits, we shall 
goon be using much higher powers 
generally, I hope. And we shall need 
higher power if broadcasting is to 
keep expanding to meet the needs of 
the farmer and the rural public. 


Larger Stations Required. 


Already stations of 100 kilowatts 
‘(130 horsepower) have been in actual 
experimental operation. A station of 
150 kilowatts rating is at the present 
moment assembled and waiting the 
authority of the Federal Radio Com- 
mission to go on the air and carry 
splendid programs to a wider circle 
of listeners. 

The next step in radio station con- 
struction is undoubtedly the 500-kilo- 
watt broadcasting unit, which engi- 
meers promise can be made ready 
and installed as soon as a prospective 
purchaser appears with the necessary 
$500,000 and a permit from the Radio 
Commission. 

Indeed, it is my belief that the Radio’ 
Commission or other regulatory body 
should require not reduced power but 
higher broadcasting power. Undoubt- 
edly the time will soon some when 
the supervising authority, instead of 
limiting station powers on clear chan-, 
nels, will insist that the applicant for 
the channel in return for such pub 
| lic franchise serve a substantial num- 
ber of the people of the United States 
| by installing at least 50,000 or 100, 
) watts. For a station of such power:

‘If the same 
channel were loaded to its extreme 
capacity with 100-watt local stations

station. Careful comparison thus 
shows that with only. eighty-nine 
precious broadcasting wave-lengths 
we can best conserve these waves for 
public service by puttine on to a sub- 
stantial number of them the greatest 
broadcasting power possible, if the 
public is tobe best served” ae 
Of course, we must always. reserve 
a reasonable number of our channels 
for regional (500-watt) and local (100- 
watt) stations. Such stations can 
share channels and render local ser- 
vice around each transmitter. Espe- 
cially does it seem desirable to in- 
crease the number of these smaller 
local stations (10.to.50 to 100 watts). 
On a very few. ‘wave-lengths Wwe can 
handle the full requirements” of prob- 
ably a thousand such little stations, 
each of which would provide an: out- 
let for its community, and would give 


‘| fair local service throughout the few 


miles of area in which such Iocal 
events are of interest. 

But even such local stations, useful 
ds they are to their own town popu- 
lations, can never serve the needs of

ARMY ON CONSTANT SEARCH 
FOR NEW IDEAS IN WIRELESS 





Signal Corps Utilizes 


By MAJOR GEN. GEORGE S&S. 
GIBBS, ; 
Chief Signal Officer, U.S; Army. 
HERE are two sides ‘to, the prac- 
T tical and successful use of radio 
as a means of communication. 
One is the development of efficient 
and dependable radio equipment, 
The other is the training of ‘an ade- 
quate body of skilled radio operators 
and maintenance mechanics. As 
might be expected, from its notable 
career since the very beginning of 
the radio art, the Signal Corps of 
the United States Army is doing 
serious work along both of these 
lines. 


Radio sets, or equipment for radio 
stations, as used by the army, fall 
into two general classes, according to 
their uses. First, there are the sets 
that are installed at permanent or 
semi-permanent locations at stations 
on the army net, on the several corps 
area and department nets, and at 
stations that will be established in 
emergency in the communication 
zone and in connection with a terri- 
toria] occupation. 


These sets may be strictly com- 
mercial in type. They may depend 
upon local sources of power. Any 
adequate shelter can be used, and 
the antenna supports can be of any 
type that can be constructed from 
materials obtained locally or most 
easily transported. These supports 
for long-wave and intermediate-wave 
sets, however, continue to present a 
problem of some concern. On the 
other hand, the exterior parapher- 
nalia of thé modern short-wave ‘set 
is very simple. 

The selection of a standard line of 
equipment for. these uses is naturally 
based upon the distances that the 
sets are required to work. The en- 
tire field can be covered efficiently 
and economically with five-types-of 
sets having suitable ranges to cover 
all required distances. # 

The characteristics of these ‘sets 
change with the progress of. this 
most rapidly advancing‘ art. The 
trend, of course, has been toward 
the employment of high - frequency 
for long-distance channels. 

Second, there are the. sets. that 
serve army units, that together form 
the network for administrative and 
command communications, and also 
perform such special functions as air 
observation, fire control, radio.direc- 
tion finding, meteorological ‘broad- 
cast and a number of other uses. 


Mobile Stations Essential. 

All of these sets have to be mobile. 
They have no counterparts in_com- 
mercial use. Here, then, is our most 
difficult job. Some types have to be 
carried'on men’s backs. Others have 
to be dragged on hand carts. Others 
ate packed on mules’ backs and’ still 
others are carried in horse-drawn or 
-motor-propelled vehicles. Each in its 
class ‘must; be light enough to be 
taken where it has to go and rugged 
enough to stand the kind of treat+ 
that jit is subjected to. Those. 
that aré mounted in aircraft and in

TELEVISION HOPES. 
ARE OVER-PLAYED 





By H. P. DAVIS, 


Vice President Westinghouse  Elec- 
tric and Manufacturing Company. 

ELEVISION, the term commonly 

applied to the transmission of 

visual objects radio, is a sub- 
ject of a Wariabion today. 
It seldom happens that a develop- 
ment in such, a distinctly experi- 
mental and immature stage has re- 
ceived so much acclaim with. so 
many misleading ‘and premature 
statements—a not inexplicable occur 
rence, perhaps, since television, when 
perfected,. will undoubtedly: bring 
with it a unique and. absorbing 
publie service. 


It is my belief the subject, in 
so far as present accomplishments 
warrant, has been ‘“‘overplayed.’? The 
publicity given to laboratory hopes 
and demonstrations has been s0 
great. that the public has been.led to 
believe that’ television is an accom- 
plished fact. Unfortunately, this has 
ereated the opportunity to foist on 
the public, much-as-in-the early days 
of -radio;~ a widespread sale of un- 
suitable apparatus, which. those who 
purchase naturally expect will permit 
them to view television broadcasts, 
but which will only lead to disap- 
pointment and dissatisfaction. 

It is a fact that we now have tele- 
vision in our laboratories in an un- 
questionably favorable stage of. de 
velopment. Our engineers have madé 
progress, yet many problems remain, 
and in my opinion anything so far 


|; demonstrated is unsatisfactory when 


considered in the light of a practical 

radio broadcasting service. 
Television today is in the same 

stage of development as was radio 
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ji Lindbergh’s Opinion of 
Aviation’s Future 
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telephony prior to the start of radio 


| broadcasting. Every one is familiar 
| with the fact that when broadcasting 
| was first started any sound, no mat- 
i ter how raucous, was satisfactory to 


the listener so long as it was radio. 
The enthusiasm of the public was 
such that aural punishment was dis- 


| counted.

start of broadcasting great improve- 
ments have been made in transmis- 
sion-and reception. Today programs 
are broadcast and rectived with true 
fidelity. In short, broadcasting has 
been. perfected and it has assumed 
a dominant and pefmanent position 
as a recognized public service. 


Public Patience Required. 


I do-not believe that the public will 
be patient. enough to pass through 
another similar gawkish period of 
evolution with television. Radio 
broadcasting ‘organizations have 
taught the public ‘to expect the very 
highest grade of ‘programs and qual- 
ity in program transmissions. Broad- 
casting has donned, as I have re- 
iterated, the mantle of responsible 
public ‘service and is wearing it well. 
It is my viewpoint, therefore, that 
the gawkish period in the develop- 
ment of television should be passed 
in the laboratories. 

It would be not an unusual thing, in 
view of the amount of publicity that 
has been. given to-television, for the 
public to expect results that will com- 
pare favorably. with the present 
standards of fidelity offered in sound 
broadcasting. This very fact, in my 
estimation, imposes. conditions re- 
quiring a greater degree of perfec- 
tion in its development prior to es- 
tablishing a serviee than was the case 
with radio sound broadcasting. It is 
to reach this beginning point that en. 
gineers. are- working very seriously 
now in developing the apparatus and 
technique required. 

Time Will Tell. 

As to the television program, that, 
too, awaits a time When a great deal 
more of research and engineering 
have been accomplished. Television 
broadcasting presents many program 
difficulties for the organization which 
may eventually undertake it. The 
transmission of sight and sound sim- 
ultaneously calls for non-repetitive 
events and non-recurrent action. It 
would be unlikely that the television 
audience would wish to see the same 
orchestra night after night or the 





same performer. elevision programs 
must offer constant novelty. 

It is our belief that to make this 
service complete and to furnish satis- 
factory sound-and-sight programs 
“radio. movies’? will be required; in 
other words, the projecting of motion 
pictures of events and plays which 
may take place, either in the studios, 
or outdoors with their accompanying 
voice, music or other sounds; It is 
conceded that complete télevision pro- 
grams .will .require “such , sight and 
sound films, and.our laboratory work- 


ing this problem, 

I am quite sure that any respongi- 
ble organization will'agtee with the 
Opinions I have expressed and will 
also concur with'me when I say that 
the goal is in sight, and’ with the 
great activity now being put forth in 
research and enginering development 
it is only ‘a‘ question of “how Tong” 
before the gcal will be reached.

OSE who remember the early 
days of radio—six or seven years 
ago—may be able to recall some 
of the thrill, they experienced when 
they first translated electromagnetic 
‘waves ‘into faint, imperfect speech 
or music 6a thei home-constructed 
radio sets. Success followed many 
patient hours in winding. coils and 
mounting the crystal with its tricky 
cat’s whisker. Then with a set in 
working order, and while members 
of the family still exclaimed at the 
marvel of it all, the experimenter 
disassembled. and started to recon- 
struct according to a new circuit. 
ThHé experimenter is not much in- 
terested in what he receives—orches- 
tra,.voice or music—it makes no dif- 
ference, his is the joy of) creation. 

The.same.thrill was. experienced in 
the early days of the automobile. 
The man who owned one was set 
apart among his fellows, He was 
rated as courageous; resourceful, and 
ingenious. He found: his thrill-:in 
adjusting the spark, cleaning the 
plugs, cranking the frequently balky 
engine, changing tires and perform- 
ing the many other tasks imposed by 
the cars of that early period. 

It.is doubtful if the owner of the 
de luxe receiving set of today or the 
possessor of the most expensive and 
beautifully appointed motor enjoys 
more than a fractional part of the 
pleasure and thrill which came to 
the pioneer experimenter in radio 
or motor cars.

WGY as a Pioneer. 


WGY, the General Electric Com-: 
pany broadcasting ‘station at Sche- 
nectady, was the first station to send 
out television signals on a regular 
schedule. Other stations are now 
furnishing these signals ‘within their 
service area, and this broadcasting, 
unintelligible on broadcast..receivers 
except as interrupted » high-pitched 
notes,"has aroused the curiosity: and 
spurred the imagination of the ama- 
teur experimenter. 


WGY is broadcasting television: sig- 
nals primarily as an aid to Dr. E. F. 
W. Alexanderson and his assistants 
who are engaged in devéloping a 
complete television system, but the 


signals are available to all within the 


station range who wish to experi- 
ment with television. At the presént 
time a 24line picture: is sent out on 
both the 379.5 meter long wave of 
WGY and the. 31.4 and 21.96 .meter 
waves of 2XA" and 2XAD_  respec- 
tively. The short-wave signals’ have 
been received on the Pacific Coast 
by enterprising experimenters... 

Those who find joy in ‘scientific 
study and the crude beginning of a 
new art, those who are not easily 
discouraged when results are meager 
and progress seems slow will find 
television fascinating. Such experi- 
menters and amateurs who are will- 
ing to make a thorough study of the 
subject so that they are quite fa- 
miliar with the® physical principles 
involved and the technique by which 
they are applied are warranted in 
making television receivers. Those 
who want a finished program and 
those who get no fun out of tinker- 
ing should not worry themselves with 
television yet. 

Changes Come Rapidly. 

The amateur must be prepared for 
change, for without change advance 
cannot be made. The station today 
broadcasting a 24line picture may 
tomorrow put on a 48-line or a 60- 
line picture. Changes in the num- 
ber of scanning lines at the trans- 
mitter mean similar changes at the 
receiver. Static and _ interference 
which now mar radio reception are 
no less destructive: to television re- 
ception. The experimenter must not 
expect too much from the trans- 
mitter. The images are pretty much 
the same night after night, with 
only occasional variations. There are 
today no television programs .com- 
parable to the audible radio per- 
formances. The objective is the abil- 
ity to receive a clear, well-defined 
image and not a particular image. 

The experimenter should guard 
well against ignorant or unscrupu- 
lous dealers who are eager to profit 
by television and do not hesitate to 
offer useless parts and appliances. 
Parts should be selected after careful 
reference to reputable magazines or 
newspapers which are devoting more 
and more space: to television. _With 
many hundreds dabbling in the new 
art, there is reason to expect that 
the record of television will parallel 
that of radio broadcasting, and that 


many independent investigators. will |’ 


contribute to the complete develop-

it is really the first in which broad- 
casting has been used extensively by 
both parties to bring the message 
Girect from the lips of the party 
éaders to the millions: of voters in 
the radio audience. Hence the 
analysis. 

Perhaps the best way of comparing 
Alfred E. Smith and Herbert Hoover 
in the matter of the construction of 
their speeches is to point out that 
Hoover deals with.a subject in much 
the same way that a technical text- 
book would handle it, whereas Smith 
utilizes the novelist’s or playwriter’s 
method. A glimpse at the lives of 
the two men explains the reason for 
this. Hoover has always been the 
executive,: the engineer , the planner. 
His mind has always run in engineer- 
ing channels. He solves a problem 
by building a new structure, put to- 
gether piece by piece, each step care- 
fully planned in advance and assid- 
uously avoiding the errors in the old 
structure which have made it un- 
workable. Smith, on the other hand, 
is the more colorful figure, utilizing 
common sense applied to very clear 
thinking and the cut-and-dry method 
of solving problems. He is the more 
human; Hoover is the more me- 
chanical. 

The acceptance speeches of the 
two men, both of which were broad- 
cast by the largest chain of stations 
the United States has ever produced, 
are typical examples of what the 
radio audience may expect in the line 
of oratory from two candidates until 
one of them becomes President-elect 
and the other ceases to be even a 
candidate. 

Hoover Is Methodical. 


It will be remembered that Hoover 
in his speech at Palo Alto method- 
ically took up all the planks of the 
Republican platform in the order of 
their importance, carefully exhibited 
them oratorically to his listeners, 
and then sawed and planed them 
with the precision of thought for 
which he is noted, and with nails of 
logic fastened the planks into a plat- 
form upon which he stood as a can- 
didate for the Republican: Party. 

Smith, in direct comparison, did 
almost the opposite. 


treating the less important ones first, 
and then building up to ‘A’ thrilling 


climax with prohibition, farm relief } 


and religious tolerance. Hig speech 
was constructed in much the same 
way that a playwright builds up his 
plot and he left his audiencé“with the 
thrill that accompanies the; fall of 
the final curtain. Smith’s acgeptance 
speech, of course, was moré than a 
good piece of dramaticsma good 
show. It was a well handled inter- 
pretation of the Democratic plat- 
form, too. But from the’: broad- 
caster’s angle, primarily it, was a

Handicapped by a Manuscript. 

With the matter of the subject ma- 
terial being a question between text- 
book or novel tyres, we pass on to 
a comparison of deliveries.: Here we 
find that Smith, in spite of certain 
handicaps, has a slight advantage. 
Hoover is cold in his radio delivery. 
He speaks as he would to an audi- 
ence in a hall, rather than using the 
warm, friendly type of speech which 
is appropriate to the home. Prac- 
tically all of the radio sets in the 
country are in homes where people 
talk with warmth and cordiality. 
Smith’s delivery is warm—too dyna- 
mic perhaps for the placidity of the 
home circle—but studded here and 
there with a sparkling gem of humor 
or human interest anecdote. His de- 
livery is as interesting and: gripping 
at the fireside or on the front porch 
as it is in a hall with thousands 
present. Radio transmits his mag- 
netic personality whereas it even 
further chills Hoover’s delivery of 
cold facts. 2 i 

On the other hand, Smith is handi- 
capped in certain matters, some of 
which he can overcome,. others, he 
cannot. Hoover, he of the technical- 
ly precise mind, never allows his 
earnestness in his delivery to: cause 


him to forget the .presence*-of. the. 


‘microphone—he always. remembers

lions—whereas a few’ thousands, per- 
haps only hundreds, are present «to 
hear him. You will never ‘find him 
turning his head aside to speak 
directly at some sector of his visible 
audience, thus causing the air audi- 
ence to miss a phrase or two.

for the first time in history, this 
year. There is no logical reason 
why pronunciation, as long as it is 
literate and grammatical, should be 
@ factor, but the voting masses of 
the country are affected by peculiar 
things, most of which are trivial and 
some of which are absurd. Only 
election day will tell us whether this 
condition had any bearing on the 
final result. 

Then there is the important ques 
tion of the benefits the respective 
candidates will\receive through cam- 
Ppaigning by radio. Offhand, with 
both candidates using radio, unless 
one is a decidedly better speaker, 
broadcasting should benefit éach 
equally. But consider this—Smith 
has made his reputation as an exec- 
utive in New York State only. While 
we in the East realize his ability, 
having been directly concerned with 
his administration, he is not well 
known throughout the United States 
as a legislator and public executive. 
Hoover, on the other hand, has been 
a national and even an international 
figure for over a decade. His name 
is a household word, not only in this 
country but abroad. Broadcasting 
can do little to aid Hoover as far 
as publicity is concerned. But it can 
aid Smith in bringing him closer to 
the voters of the Middle West, Pa- 
cific Coast, Southwestern and South- 
ern States. 

At first glance the comparison of 
these two candidates may seem to 
bring out only trifling differences, 
matters which would be apparent 
only to the skilled analyzer of broad- 
casting technique. But it must be 
remembered that it is the small 
things, particularly in broadcasting, 
that make the difference between an 
excellent and mediocre impression. 
Not until the final result is an- 
nounced will we realize how impor- 
tant a part the skill of the rival can- 
didates in radio broadcasting has 
played in electing the next President 
of the United States of America.

“The broadcasters; with ah eye to 
the development of huge audiences 
for their stations, have raised pro- 
gram standards to such an extent 
that the average person simply must 
hear them if he is to share in the 
wide discussions on this and that 
feature. Besides, the programs are 
so excellent that it is really foolish 
to spoil them with the poor reception 
set. I am sure that more and more 
people everywhere are appreciating 
this and are planning to get a set 
which gives them the utmost in use 
and enjoyment. Another reason for 
the widespread manufacturer and 
dealer optimism is founded upon the 








country’s general prosperity."’

Should One Hesitate to Buy a Radio Set Because of 
Television. Developments?—Are New Sets

UESTION—I am in the market 
() for a radio set and would like

The large, well- 
equipped laboratories are doing con- 
siderable research and are making 
progress. There are also hundreds 
of amateur experimenters in the 
field. However, practical television 
apparatus for the home is not near 
enough, nor will it evolve from the 
laboratory overnight, to make pres- 
ént-day receiving sets obsolete. Any 
one is absolutely safe in buying a re- 
ceiving set for several years to 
come before television is simplified. 
It must be made practical and the 
images large and clear enough to 
warrant home use. The development 
will be gradual. Those who wait for 
practical, simple and clear television 
receivers as they will eventually ap- 
pear will miss many fine musical 
broadcasts. 


QUESTION—Will appreciate your 
advice whether 180 volts ‘‘B’’ battery 
will give better reception with 171 
power tube than 135 volts, which. 1 
am using at present. I have a five- 
tube set, using 4% volts ‘‘C’’ and 22% 
volts ‘“‘C.”” (2) Is any change in wir- 
ing necessary to use 180 volts ‘‘B,’’ 
andifsohow? (3) What type speaker 
is best to use with battery-operated 
set using above voltages? The set has 
@ built-in speaker and connected with 
a filter—J. V. ANSWER—Yes; 180 
volts is recommended for maximum 
efficiency with 171 power tube. The 
“Cc” battery on the power tube 
Should then be 40.5 volts. (2) No; 
not. if it is. properly wired now. (3) 
Any type can be used. It is a matter 
of personal choice, depending upon 
the tone quality that pleases. 


QUESTION~—TI have a five-tube ra- 
dio, but lately I have been unable to 
hear anything on the loud-speakeér. 
I purchased new batteries and tubes, 
thinking that would help. The only 
way I can get anything is by put- 
ting the phone tips in the loud- 
speaker ‘terminals instead of” the 
plug.

Ifthe hum con- 
tinues the trouble is in the set, other- 
wise it is picked up from an outside 
electrical source. Try the set in an- 
other location -in the room. It may 
be picking up induction from the 
light lines. Get a new tube and sub- 
stitute it for the other tubes and by 
the process of elimination a defective 
tube may be found. Try another 
ground contact. If the radiator is 
now used, connect the wire to the 
cold-water pipe. 


QUESTION—I have a three-tube 
Crosley set. I have recently pur- 
chased .a ‘‘B’’ eliminator, but at pres- 
ent have no ‘‘A’’ eliminator. Do you 
think that I could use this set with 
an “‘A”’ éliminator? I would like to 
use Ofe power tube. I formerly used 
this set by dry cell-power, and I 
wonder if I would have to change 
any: wiring on the set to use the ‘‘A’’ 
éeliminator.—_J.

Yes, an ‘‘A” eliminator can be. used, 
providing the proper current supply 
is available. No change in-the set’s 
wiring is required. ..The ‘eliminator’s 
two posts marked positive and nega- 
tive connect in place of the" positive 
and negative terminals of the stor- 
age ‘“‘A”’ battery.

walk of life. In our offices we have 
automatic telephones, calculating 


machines, letter writers and time- 


recording devices. For world con- 
tact we have automatic telephony 


. }and telegraphy, automatic steamship 


and airship navigation. In the agri- 
cultural world practically all work 
of @ laborious nature has been elimi- 
nated through the adaptation of auto- 
matic farming machinery. In the 
home we have automatic refriger- 
ators, elevators, pianos, &c.; in fact, 
éven our shoes may be automatically 
shined if we so desire. These things 
and thousands of other appliances 
are the result of the never-ending 
quest for simplicity of operation. 
Multi-Controls Vanish. 

When radio broadcast first caught 
the attention of the public, because 
of the mystery that was more of less 
associated with it, many believed 
that the number of controls and the 
intricacios of operating these various 
controls was. in a great measure, the 
basis upon which the value of the 
radio receiver could be judged. In 
addition to this, because of the im- 
médiate overwhelming demand for 
radio sets, radio research engineers 
were not able to devote sufficient 
time in the development of radio 
circuits and equipment. As a conse- 
quence of these two factors many 
radio sets were manufactured having 
a multiplicity of tuning controls that 
required the utmost in patience and 
skill to operate. In spite of this dif- 
ficulty the number of radio set own- 
ers increased by leaps and bounds. 
Yet there were many prospective pur- 
chasers who, when confronted with 
the difficulties of operating such 
type radio receivers, unwillingly post- 
poned the purchase of a radio set 
until such time as improvements 
were made upon the sets as to en- 
able them to secure the most enjoy- 
ment commensurate with the least 
difficulty. 


Radio manufacturers, fully cogni- 
zant of the wishes of this latter class, 
made a right-about-face and their re- 
search laboratories worked feverishly 
night and day to perfect a radio set 
incorporating thé smallest number of 
controls posaible. Witness the early 
part of 1924,. when, almost simulta-| Y' 
neously, thes@ manufacturers placed 
upon the market the three dial radio 
receiver. The circuit employed had 
graduated from the so-called regen- 
erative to the tuned radio frequency 
stage, thus, through the weroguance & 
of shrieks and whistles, which were 
always a part of the regenerative re- 
céiver, having improved reception to 
a marked degree. 


Public Demand Is ‘Influence. 


These improvements were not made 
in the laboratories. and; then offered 
to the public. Quite:the contrary was 
true! The improvements “were the 
result of the demand .of the public 
for better radio equipment. So it can 
readily be seen that even in this early 
stage of the radio industry it.was 
the earnest desire of the radio- 
minded to put radio in the sanie class 
of simplicity as was their automatic 
piano and talking machine. 


It was believed by many manufac- 
turers, after ‘the practicability of the 
electric receiver had been proved, 
that very few, if any, further im- 
provements could be incorporated in 
the radio receiver. This belief was 
also held by the majority of broad- 
cast listeners and it seemed that at 
last radio manufacturers would have 
a breathing spell, .o to speak, to re- 
cover from the hectic demands made 
upon them by the radio world. It 
Was generally believed, by consumer 
and manufacturer alike, that the mil- 
lennium in radio had been almost 
reached. and that further improve- 
ments would be manifest only in ap- 
pearance and tone quality. 

Our latest and. most notable contri- 
bution is automatic tuning. It. is 
doubtful that even that master of 
amazing tales, Jules Verne, could 


‘have conceived of such an instrument 


that would. enable him to hear, by 
the press of a button, music coming 
from thousands of miles away. Yet

The 
broadcast listener arranges the vari- 
ous stations he wishes to hear on the 
automatic, thvs; making it possible 
for him to change at any time to any 
station that he so desires. After once 
adjusting a button for any given sta- 
tion, it is only necessary to press 
that button whenever he wishes to 
hear that station. Of course, if he 
wishes to contintie’ to use the “old 
fashioned method of tuning, he can 
easily do so, as the tuning dial is 
still there and works-entirely free of 
the automatic mechanism. 


Future of the Automatic. 


Nothing remains static. We move 
either forward or backward. Com- 
g with the unceasing demands 
made upon it, industry has moved 
slowly but consistently forward. Par- 
ticularly is this true cf radio. Let 
USeanalogize for a moment; the pio- 
neer automobile owners: of earlier 
days were in a great measure respon- 
sible for the improvements that we 
how genérally accept without giving 
a thought to their origination. Con- 
sider fora moment the simple act of 
starting the engine. It was not so 
long ago that this opération involved 
considerable skill and no less man- 
ual effort. Today we press a button 
and the motor. goes into action: Au- 
tomatic! The result of progress. The 
result of a definite need on the part 
of the motoring public. In like man- 
ner has the work of the household

fill an actual need of the home. Daily 
we hear the evidence of the popular- 
ity of the automatic player piano and 
phonograph. In relaxation, as in our 
work-a-day labors, automatic devices 
have made it possible for us to more 
fully fill out our life span—and to do 
this with a minimum amount of 
waste of time and effort.

NEW LEGAL PROBLEMS 
LOOM WITH TELEVISION 


UDGE E. O. SYKES, Vice Chair- 
man of the Federal Radio Com- 
mission, has some interesting 

thoughts on the legal side of tele- 
vision. 

“Recently we saw in the papers,” 
said Judge Sykes, ‘‘where a broad- 
caster on looking out of the window 
of his studio saw a difficulty in 
progress between two men, in which 
one of them was shooting at the 
other with a revolver. He at once 
stopped his regular program and 
broadcast to his listeners the details 
of the difficulty. With facsimile and 
television many new legal questions 
will arise,’”’ he said. ‘‘Will the courts 
hold, for instance, that a check 
transmitted by facsimile over. radio 
is a proper check and should be paid 
by the bank? 

“Suppose that television is so per- 
fected within the next few months or 
years that one will not only be able 
to hear an opera, but also to see it. 
A very interesting legal question will 
be presented as to whether or not a 
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witness may be permitted to testify 
in court about the details of a trans- 
action seen by him over the radio. 

“Suppose the broadcaster in Texas, 
instead of seeing the shooting affray 
through the window, had seen it on 
his radio by means of television, 
would he be accepted as a competent 
witness to testify against one of 
those parties in a criminal. prosecu- 
tion?’’

It 
is a comparatively: simple matter. to 
transmit’ small, indistinct, shifting 
and generally ‘ unsatisfactory pic- 
tures; it is a°~much more difficult 
matter successfully to transmit ‘and 
receive clear, large and steady’ pic- 
tures, . Perhaps the lowest grade of 
picture. which has: any significance |; 
as a radio service to the public is the 
“grade of recognizability,’? In .this 


'| rade of service one can just recog- 


nize ‘the picture of a man or woman 
one has known to’ be that certain in- 
dividual, but the picture. lacks any 
fineness of detail'and is limited to.a 
head of‘a person. The recognizable 
portrait therefore may be regarded 
as the lowest grade of service. 

. Service of an iritermediate quality 
shows a larger field of view, with 
some little detail; and with. the. pos- 
sibility..of. observing detailed action. 
Thus, the furnishing of a picture 


| showing. the*head and shoulders. of a 


person with some background detail 
and with reasdnably good, photo- 
graphic quality. would constitute ser- 
vice. of intermediate grade. Service 
of a higher: quality will’ necessarily 


-involve- showing the action or. ap- 


pearance’ of:a group of actors with 
considerable background: detail, and 
with such quality and precision of 
light and shade as will give the 'pic- 
ture artistic value. 

These various grades of “service 
have very different physical require- 
ments for both the transmitter and 
receiver. And. any discussion of .the 
problems $f still-picture or television 
service is meaningless unless the type 
of service to be rendered is clearly 
defined. 


Lines Paint the Picture. 


One of the-factors which deter- 
mine the grade of service is. the 
number of lines per inch in the pic- 
ture as viewed (or total: number of 
lines in television). If but few lines 
are ‘used the equipment is ‘simple, 
but the detail of the pictures is poor. 
As soon as many lines are used fine 
detail becomes possible, but iNumina- 
tion difficulties arise in the produc- 
tion of the picture and the equip- 
ment necessary. for reception _be- 
comes more :elaborate. 

Newspaper half-tones have approx- 
imately sixty-five lines per inch, .or 
Such «half- 


of about as coarse grain as is satis- 
factory.. It:is clear that if fewer 
lines, say forty lines. per inch,, are 
used ina _still-picture system, . the 
service will be -comparatively ' low 
grade fgr ordinary picture dimen- 
sions. At eighty lines’ per inch the 
service has become definitely high 
grade so far as still-picture sista 
is concerned. 

Size, of the picture is pe fac- 
tor which enters into. the, grade of 
service. The dimensions of the pic- 
ture determine the amount of detail

‘Speed Transmission a Problem. 


Another factor in picture transmis- 
Sion which leads to operating. diffi- 
culties ‘and ‘circuit problems isthe 
matter of speed - of -transmission. 
Very fine still pictures.can. be trans- 
mitted by simple equipment if one 
will wait Iong enough for the trans- 
mission to be. completed. But most 
people are sufficiently impatient to 
resent waiting half: an hour or more 


‘for.a high-grade picture to be com- 


pleted.” They demand less time for 
transmission. In order to transmit 
a picture having considerable detail 
in from 1 to 3 minutes, equipment of 
considerable precision ‘is necessary, 

Speed of transmission also has a 
marked influence in -the television 
field; If the individual. pictures. are 
transmitted slowly, for. example at 
less than fourteen or sixteen pictures 


‘per sécond, there is a noticeable and 


annoying. flicker if the picture ‘has 
any considerable brightness. If: the 
speed of transmission is increased so 
that as many. as. twenty or twenty- 
four pictures are shown to the ob- 
server per second the flicker will. be 
reduced to a passable minimum, but 
the difficulties of transmission and 
reception will be increased. 

It must ‘also be remembered that 
the frequency band or number of 
kilocycles required for a-still picture 
or television transmission is directly 
dependent upon speed’ of transmis- 
sion. 

One of the most complicated and 
troublesome problems involved in 


‘still picture transmission is the prob- 


lem of synchronizing the receiving 
equipment. with the transmitter so 
that each line of the received picture 
will be drawn accurately under the 
preceding fine and the picture will 
be sharp in detail and rectangular in 
shape (that is, not skewed due to 
“slippage’’ between the recelver’and 
the transmitter). 


Simplest Operating Method. 


Perhaps the simplest means of syn- 
ehronizing transmitter and receiver 
in still picture work is by using the 
same alternating current power net- 
work for both the transmitter and 
receiver driving motors. Unfortu- 
nately this method is limited to use 
by subscribers of a given power net- 
work on which the transmitting sta- 
tion is located or to which it can. be 
connected. Distribution of pictures 
over wide areas by this method is 
frequently not: possible. 

In the television field: precise syn- 
chronizing of the rotation of the re- 
ceiver scanning disk (or equivalent 
device) and of the.transmitting scan- 
ning-disk is essential. If such syn-

Louis Adler Tells, Why -Pictorial 
Review Structure Is to Be 
«Demolished. © 








Another drastic move in the trans- 
formation of Seventh Avenue in the 
midtown section from an inconspicu- 
ous thoroughfare tenanted largely by 
second-hand clothes shops to one of 
the most important business ceritres 
of Manhattan will occur next Satur- 
day when the Chatham. Phenix 
National Bank will be moved from 
the Pictorial Review Building on the 
southwest corner of- Thirty-ninth 


Street and Seventh Avenue to tem- 
porary quarters across the street at 
205 West Thirty-ninth Street. 

This move seals the fate of what is 
considered one of the finest and most 
beautiful twelve-story. buildings on 
Seventh Avenue from.an architec- 
tural standpoint, as it is to be de- 
molished and replaced with a thirty- 
two-story skyscraper by Louis Adler, 
builder and merchant.of 550 Seventh 
Avenue, 

The Pictorial Review Building was 
erected nine years ago at a cost re- 
ported to have been about $2,000,000. 

It is a. building with floors and 
walls of great strength. It is a 
handsome building, and while it con- 
sists of only twelve stories it really 
is. as tall as a fifteen-story struc- 
ture,. for some -of its ceilings are 
twenty feet high. The architects 
were Messrs. Renwick, Aspinwall & 
Guard. 

The Seventh Avenue of 1919 bore 
little resemblance to the Seventh 
Avenue of today. In that day the 
Pictorial Review Building stood out 
as.a remarkably fine type of modern 
structure. None of the great struc- 
tures from which. thousands now 
issue daily existed. 

Had you asked an architect or en- 
gineer to venture an opinion as to 
the life of the building he undoubt- 
edly would have replied: 

“Oh, indefinitely.’’ 

In 1927 the Pictorial Review Com- 
pany sold the building and moved 
out. This costly building is no longer 
suited to the needs of the section in 
which it is located. It is. obsolete. 
And—although it is but_nine years 
old—it must be razed. Louis Adler 
bought it from the Eagle Investing 
Corporation, and will erect a thirty- 
two-stéry mercantile building’ in its 
e. 

The site has a frontage of 107,6: feet 
on the ayenue and 146 feet on Thirty- 
ninth Street. It is estimated that 
this project will involve $10,000,000, 
and demolition work will begin as 
soon as the bank is settled in its new 
quarters. 

When the new structure is) com- 
pleted the bank will occupy. the 
mezzanine floor, in which will’ be 
built the finest banking room and 
vaults in the district. 

There has been considerable. criti- 
cism and many questions as to why 
such a beautiful modern structure 
should be torn down. ' 

Answering the question and dis- 
cussing the transformation .of Sev- 
enth Avenue in the Times Square 
section, Mr. Adler said yesterday:

plans for the demolition of the print-

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RENTS ON DECLINE 
IN MANY BIG CITIES 


According to Survey Just Com- 
pleted by National Indus- 
trial Conference. 


Rents for stall houses and apart- 
ments stich as are occupied by fam- 
ilies of moderate means on the aver- 
age for the United States have con- 
tinued to decline during the past 
year and at néafly twice the rate 
than for the preceding twd years, ac- 
cording to the National Industrial 
Conférence Board of New York. 

Average rents in July of the cur- 
rent year were 4.2 per cent. lower 
than in July the previous ‘year, 
against a decrease of 4% per cent. 
from July, 1925, to July, 1927. 

Average rents for the country as a 
whole are now nearly 13% per cent. 
lower than they were at their post- 
war peak, which they reached in 
July, 1924. These data are based on 
information collected in both large 
and small cities in all sections of the 
United States. Inasmuch as the above 
cited figures are national averages, 
they do not necessarily apply to any 
ane single locality. — 

Of the 180 cities reporting to the 
Conference Board’s cost of living de- 
partment, 123 reported no change 
from a year ago, 47 reported de- 
creases and in only 10 cities increases 
were noted. Rents appear to be most 
stable in the East and in the South: 
45 out of 62 cities in the East report- 
ing no change, and lower rénts be- 
ing reported from 17 localities; out 
of 27 Southern cities 20 reported no 
change, 5 decreases in rents and only 
2 showed incréases. 

Out of 68 cities in the Middle West 
42 reported no change from last year, 
22 indicated decreases in rents and in 
4 there were increases. In the Far 
West there were no changes in 16 


cities out of a total of 23; decreases 
in 3 and increases in 4 cities. 

In thirteen cities of the twenty-five 
largest in the country rents wére re-+ 
ported as showing of oe no 
change from July, 1927, to July, 1928.

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SEEK MORE WATER 


FOR BERGEN COUNTY 


Chamber of Commerce Says a 
New and Adequate Supply 
Must Be Found. 


One of the most important prob- 
lems confronting Bergen County, 
N. J:, at the present time is secur- 
ing an adequate supply of pure 
water, according to the Bergen Coun- 
ty Chamber of Commerce. 

A statement on the subject issued 
last week by Edmund W. Wakeler, 
President of the chamber, says: 

“Of the many important and press- 
ing problems growing out of the 
rapid growth of Bergen County none 


1 ip more vital than that of securing 


an adequate supply of pure water for 
the Bergen County of tomorrow. The 
supply must be sufficient for the 
needs of our population thirty or 
forty years from now. 

“Other cities throughout the metro- 
politan area are taking bold and he- 
roic measures to insure and protect 
their supplies of water. This is true 
of New York, Newark, .Jersey City, 
Paterson and Passaic. Bergen Coun- 
ty, which will probably have a popu- 
lation. of a million or more within a 
decade,. cannot stand idly by and 
see the sources of supply which are 
peculiarly its own pre-empted by 
other centres of population. At- 
tenipts to do this have been made in 
the past. They will be made again 
if Bergen takes no steps to protect 
itself. 

‘‘In making these statements I am 
in no sense casting any reflections on 
the Hackensack Water Company, 
which has served the territory con- 
tinuously and adequately since its 
plant was installed many years ago. 
Admittedly, however, the capacity of 
its watershed will be exhausted 
within a short period. The more 
rapid the growth of Bergen is, the 
shorter will be this period. 

‘‘To make the studies and surveys: 
to draft and enact the legislation 
needed; to acquire the land needed; 
to design, locate and build the reser 
voir or reservoirs required, will take 
ten or fifteen years. It is, therefore, 
of the first importance that no time 
be lost in beginning the job, 

‘fo develop and make available for 
the use of its people of an.adequate 
water supply is a responsibility de- 
volving upon every municipality. In 
Bergen, some municipalities have de- 
veloped their own water supplies 
through driven wells. These, while 
adequate for a time, will certainly 
be exhausted under the stress of in- 
creased os water aad vo geo bee 
be lace y an aqgueduc :

Loss on the Titanic. 


“There existed some regulations as 
to'thé construction of ships and their 
machinery, in addition, to the te- 
quirements by classification: societies, 
not only_in Great Britain: but in 
Germany, the United States and 
other countries, but the subdivision 
of ships did Hot become ‘a live inter- 
national isstieruntil after the ap- 
palling disastér-to the Titanic in the 
night of April’ 14-15, 1912. Here a 
new ship, the largest and most up to 
date so. far constructed and on the 
first leg of her maiden voyage, 
struck an iceberg and foundered 
within two hours and forty mirutes, 
with a loss of 1,499 lives. But 7il 
out of a total of 2,201 passengers and 
crew were saved. 

“This unprecedented disaster 


aroused all countries and led to the 
appointment of a committee to study 
the question of bulkheads’and water- 
Gent subdivision ‘of ‘ships, and also 

the Galling of an International 
Govifedatbe on Safety of.Life at Sea. 
That conference sat in London in 
the latter part of 1913 and early in 
1914. It accomplished a large amount 
of constructive work and.adopted a 
convention in Which some matters 
were. left.for further development. 
A number of Governments that had 
participated® inthe» conference, in- 
cluding the United States, failed to 
ratify the convention, and it never 
came into full effect. 

‘‘Further, the .World War followed 
within ‘a few months and resulted in 
all shipbiilding being taken over for 
Governments. Later some coun- 
tries, notably Great Britain, put the 
recommendations of the conference 
into partial effect, and this soon re- 
sulted in protests from the shipping 
industry and the shipbuilders of 
Great Britain, who claimed that 
some of the requirements were too 


the subjects left unsettled at the 
1913-14 conférence have been further 
developed by committees under_the 
general guidance of the Board of 
Trade, and 'Gréat . Britain, has now 
invited the. maritime countries of the 
world to send delegations to a new 
Conference on’ Safety.of Life at Sea,
